CRASH CAUSES A PANIC. 


DYNAMITE EXPLODED IN THE HEART 
OF THE CITY. 


Hundreds of Persons in Fear of Dis- 
aster and Horses Rear and Plunge— 
Rash Act of an Artesian Well Con- 
tractor—Huge Cartridge Carted 
Over the Rough Streets—Debris 
Flies in Every Direction—One Man 
Is Hurt. 


Seventy-five pounds of dynamite was 
carted four miles through the down-town 
streets, and exploded at 9 o’clock last even- 
ing in the alley between the First National 
Bank and the Hartford Building. 

The thunderous report of the explosion had 
barely died away when panic-stricken people 
began pouring from buildings in the vicinity, 
falling down stairs in their efforts to escape 
before the collapse, which they thought had 
already begun. The excitement was only 


added to when the first of the crowd reached 


the street from the near-by buildings. 
Stones half as large as paving blocks came 
crashing down from overhead into the 
crowd that filled the streets and alleys, and 
upon the roofs of passing street cars, leav- 
ing the people too terrified to move. 

From the fourth floor of the Tosetti Build- 
ing an iron shutter that weighed over 300 
pounds shot into the air for 100 feet, and 
came down with a terrific crash on the stone 
pavement into the midst of a group of 
women. 

The panic was not confined to the block 
where the explosion occurred. The long 
line of cabs in front of the Columbia Theater 
on Monroe street was broken up in an in- 
stant. 

Horses Rear and Plunge. 

The horses reared and whinnied as a 

shower of stones and earth came rattling

Louisville, Ky., June 27.—[Special.]J—The 
rowdyism of the Cleveland baseball players 
has at last been brought before an umpire 
who today gave them heavy fines. The en- 
tire team was presented before the City 
Court at a special session this afternoon, 
and of the lot Capt. Tebeau was fined $100, 
Shortstop McKean and Center Fielder Mc- 
Aleer were fined 878, and Left Fielder Burk- 
ett was fined $50. Catcher O’Connor, the 
only other offender, escaped because in- 
direct testimony had been offered against 
him. McGarr was acquitted, while Childs, 
Blake, and Cuppy were dismissed in ad- 
vance at the request of the prosecution. 
The warrants were sworn out by President 
Stucky, and the charge was breach of the 
peace. 

The action was a direct result of the abuse 
of Umpire Weidman in the games of Thurs- 
day and Friday, though the Cleveland team 
has been inviting such action for several 
years, as is well known to baseball patrons 
in every town in the league. Weidman is 
notoriously incompetent, and permits abuse 
and violence upon him by players.

A British Guiana official now in London 
has sent to a small periodical particulars of 
Harrison’s work and arrest on the edge of 
Venezuela., He says:

Some sixty 
miles from its opening into the Grand Ori- 
noco à valuable gold-bearing country with 
admirable natural facilities has been ex- 
posed, and gold has already been brought 
down in somewhat surprising quantities— 
sufficient to allow hope that the Eldorado of 
Sir Walter Raleigh may be within measur- 
able reach of discovery. | '

A. McGraw, a Spectator in the alley run- 
ning south to Monroe street, heard the 
roar and started to run, but not soon enough. 
A flying board struck him on the left ankle, 
badly bruising and lacerating it. 

The carting of the dynamite through the 
crowded streets and its subsequent explosion 
in the heart of the city was declared to be 
one of the most foolhardy things ever at- 
tempted in Chicago, and the attention of 
the authorities will be called to it. 

Cause of the Explosion. 

S. B. Geiger, an artesian well contractor, 
had been at work three weeks in the rear 
of No. 104 Madison street sinking a well. 
Yesterday the drills reached a depth of 240 
feet in solid limestone, and it was decided 
to shoot the well with dynamite. 

Ordinarily, when artesian wells are 
“shot ’’ in the heart of a city, the dynamite 


is carted in small quantities to the spot and 


the cartridge in which it is lowered into the 
well, loaded just before it is needed. . 

Yesterday afternoon the alley which runs 
west from Dearborn street, just south of 
Madison, and in which the well is located, 
was full of teams, and it was decided to fill 
the cartridge at the residence of the con- 
tractor, No. 067 West Polk street. Jack 
Quering, an employé of the firm, did the 
filling. The explosive had to be taken up in 
chunks and literally hurled by hand into a 
zinc shell, fourteen feet long at.u four inches 
in diameter. The job lasted three hours and 
when it was completed Quering was almost 
insensible from the fumes of the explosive. 

Then came the task of finding some one 
who valued his life little enough to load the 
cartridge on a wagon and drive it through 
the crowded streets. Every man in the em- 
ploy of the company whe was approached 
refused the undertaking. 

The explosion was to have occurred at 7 
o’clock last night. Geiger, the contractor, 
tried untfl 8 o’clock to get a driver for his 
vehicle, and then had to go himself. 

Borne in a Rickety Wagon. 

The giant cartridge, containing enough 
of the deadly stuff to have leveled the 
Masonic Temple, was loaded into a rickety 
old one-horse express wagon, with one end 
pounding on the seat beside the driver and 
the other hanging fully five feet over the 
rear end of the wagon. 

Finally the wagon turned into the alley 
from Dearborn street. Geiger jumped from 
the wagon and with the assistance of one 


of his men lifted the heavy cartridge from 


the wagon and deposited it on the narrow 
platform and partly inside the rear doorway 
of. No. 104. 

A pulley was rigged to the top of the der- 
rick, aloopof rope placed about the cartridge, 
and the zinc case, bent almost to breaking as 
it was lifted off the platform, was swung 
into the air and lowered again into the six- 
inch pipe of the well. 

The cartridge was lowered through over 
100 feet of water to the solid limestone 240 
feet below. : 

The electric wires connecting with the 
fulminating cap joined to a touch button 
inside the Tosetti Building. 

The jar that followed the touching of the 
button was like an earthquake, and the 
column of water that shot from the mouth 
of the pipe like a giant geyser. Every one 
was kept dodging the flying pieces of lime- 
stone, and it is a miracle that none of the 
thousands of people in the streets surround- 
ing the block was not hurt or killed. 

Not a window in any of the adjacent build- 
ings was broken, not even the one from 
which the heavy iron shutter was blown,

MURDEROUS ATTACK ON PERSIA’S SHAH 


Member of the Babi Sect Makes an Un- 
successful Attempt at Assassina- 
tion at Teheran. 


Tiflis, June 27.—It is reported here that an 
attempt has just been made upon the life of 
the Shah, Muzaffer-Ed-Din, at Teheran. 

The attempt was unsuccessful, the assas- 
sin being arrested on the spot. 

He proved to be a member of the Babi 
Mahommedan secret society, the same or- 
ganization which furnished the assassin of 
Nasr-Ed-Din, the predecessor of the present 
Shgh. 

he discontent of the Babists is said to be 
due to the fact that the former Shah, Nasr- 
Ed-Din, and his successor, Muzaffer-Ed- 
Din, would not allow them to establish their 
religion. The refusal was based upon repre- 
sentations that it would conflict.with the 
existing faith of Persia and split the people 
into religious factions. 

At the time of the murder of Nasr-Ed-Din 
many persons thought Muzaffer-Ed-Din’s 
elder brother, Massoud Mirza, Governor of 
Ishpahan, who was barred from the suc- 
cession because his mother was of inferior 
rank, would try to seize the throne, that 
Russia would back one claimant and En- 
gland the other, and that serious complica- 
tions might result. It was even announced 
that Massoud Mirza was really responsible 
for the assassination of the former Shah, it 
being known that he entertained bitter 
feelings towards his father. All trouble was 
averted, however, by the graceful submis- 
sion of the eldér brother, who immediately 
declared allegiance to Muzaffer-Ed-Din, the 
latter thereupon being duly recognized as 
Shah by the powers. ö

Brown jumped to the ground and started 
into the house, firing over his heulder as h 
ran at the two Sergeants.

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TWO-THIRDS RULE’S FATE

TALK OF ITS REPEAL BY THE DEMO- 
CRATIC NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Power of the Silver Men to Make 4 
Mere Majority Change the Govwn- 
ment of the Body and Do Away 
with a Tradition of Years—What 
Mr. Bland May Think of the Scheme 
is in Doubt—Pictures of Candidate 
Boies at the Palmer House. 


More than three generations ago the two- 

thirds’ rule was established in a Democratic 
National convention. It has prevailed and 
been in force ever since. 
It means that the support of two-thirds of 
all the delegates is required to nominate can- 
didates for President and Vice-President. 
Under its provisions, therefore, the nominees 
of the next week's big show must secure 604 
votes. These figures are made on the of- 
ficial representation as fixed by the National 
committee, which allows a total of 906 del- 
egates in the convention. But the allot- 
ments of the National committee have not, 
however, beeh strictly adhered to in all 
cases. As a result something like 930 dele- 
gates have been chosen, and will ask for 
recognition. The twenty-four additional 
come from the Territories, from each of 
which there will be six delegates, instead of 
two, as allowed in the call. If they are ad- 
mitted and seated then the two-thirds re- 
quirement would be raised to 620. 

As there will be two money factions in the 
¢onvention, each solidly united upon the 
principle for which it stands, the question 
now prominent is, can nominations be ef- 
fected without abolishing this two-thirds 


rule? 
Question Is All-Absorbing. 

Among the party leaders and candidate 

managers and preliminary gossipers now 
here this matter forms an interesting and 
weighty topic. It was the subject of more 
general discussion about the Palmer House 
headquarters yesterday than any other. 
Every one seems to think the silver faction 
will knock out this rule, and every one also 
predicts the sound money element will in- 
sist that it be kept in. 
The supposition at this particular stage 
is. therefore that over this matter, which 
promises to become a feature, will come 
the first open field fight of the convention. 

As only a majority vote is needed to or- 
ganize the convention, change the rules, 
adopt a platform, and do everything except 
nominate the candidates, it is conceded the 
silver forces can wipe out the two-thirds 
rule if they act and vote together. On the 
basis of 906 delegates, and taking for grant- 
ed the unit rule will be observed in votes on 
all questions, the silverites will have a clear 
majority of not less than 250. Thisisonthe 
returns by States and Territories, which give 
578 silver delegates, against SUS gold or 
sound money men; If the additional twenty- 
four delegates from the Territories are seat- 
ei they can safely be counted with ‘the 
silver majority, thus increasing it to 274. 

It is asserted, however, that the friends of 
some of the silver candidates oppose abolish- 
ing the two-thirds rule. The gossips were 
Saying yesterday that this would be found 
to be true on the part particularly of Mr. 
Bland and his fcllowing. 


Situation of Bland, 


Mr. Bland goes into the conventſon with 
106 delegates instructed for him. His known 


‘Strength is greater than that of any other 


man. Naturally his starting advantage in 
the race is the best. 

The argument used is that abolition of the 
two-thirds rule would have a tendency to 
weaken rather than strengthen his chances. 
Consequently it. is believed he will try to 
curry favor with the sound money faction by 
uniting his forces with them against drep- 
ping a rule that has, by continuous long 
usage, become one of the established laws of 
the party. 

Those who would regret exceedingly to see 
this ancient rule overthrown now, suggest 
that all trouble, or probabilities of a dead- 
lock could be easily and much more satis- 
factorily removed by breaking the unit rule. 
This too, so it is asserted, would greatly re- 
lieve a good many of the State delegations, 
and it would also give the silverites a two- 
thirds majority.

Shouters Want Excitement. 


For the sake of excitement many of the 
shouters only hope the situation will de- 
velop something of this kind. But conserva- 
tive men like Secretary Sheerin contend it 
would be useless to try to prevent the nom- 
ination of candidates in sympathy with the 
platform. 

The representatives of Gov. Mathews and 
Herace Boles now here preferred, when 
asked for an expression on the question of 
abolishing either the two-thirds or the unit 
rule, not to discuss it further than to say 
the delegations of their respective States 
have given no expression on the subject. 

Myron D. King, private secretary to Gov. 


}°Mathews, came up from Indianapolis yes- 


terday morning and launched the Gov- 
ernor’s boom from Parlors L and N, Palmer 
House. From the drift of his conversation 
those who talked with him could not help 
infer that he at least expects the unit rule 
to be thrown aside early in the proceedings. 

When asked where Gov. Mathews’ sup- 
port would come from he replied: 

Every section of the country. There are 
delegates in every Middle, Western, and 
Southern State friendly to him, and after 
the first ballot he will get their votes. The 
sentiment for Blackburn in Kentucky is 
not serious, and the delegation of the State 
will go to Mathews. We are assured, too, 
that half the Texas delegation, notwith- 
standing it is instructed for Bland, prefers 
our candidate. We honestly believe Gov. 
Mathews occupies the strongest position of 
any man whose name will be presented to 
the convention, and his friends have no 
other thoughts than that he will be nom- 
inated.”’ 

Mathews Men Coming. 


All of Gov. Mathews’ managers, 
ing Senator Turpie, who will place him in 
nomination, and his workers will arrive 
next Wednesday morning. They are coming 
1,000 strong, so Mr. King says, and propose 
to set a pace for all the other aspirants that 
will surprise them.

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SCHEME TO NOMINATE WHITNEY. 
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in 4 letter received yesterday by 8. A. 
Perkins, Chairman of the National commit- 
tee of the American Republican College 
League, from a leading Democrat of New 
York City. 

The letter went on to say that Eastern hard 
money Democrats had despaired of defeat- 
ing the free silverites in open fight, and had 
hit upon an expedient which they deemed of- 
fered the only chance of saving the party 
from an open, unequivocal advocacy,of that 
doctrine. The plan was matured only after 
frequent consultations and after great pres- 
sure had been brought to bear upon the 
principal in the scheme, for Mr. Whitney 
for a considerable time refused to accept 
the part which had been assigned him. He 
was appealed to not only in behalf of the par- 
ty, which it was urged would be hopelessly 
demoralized for years to come by the advo- 
cacy of free silver, but also in behalf of the 
business interests of the country, which, it 
was urged, were certain to be grievously af- 
fected tn case of the success of the silver 
cause. 

At length, sacrificing his own inclinations 
in behalf of his party and what he deemed 
the interests of his country, Mr. Whitney, it 
is said, reluctantly consented to lead the 
movement, and the letter states that his re- 
cent public utterances, in which he came out 
for. bimetallism, was the first open move in 
the direction of furthering the scheme. 

The letter excited considerable comment 
for the reason that Mr. Whitney had always 
been known as an uncompromising advocate 
of gold, but those in the secret knew well 
the reason for which it had been written. 

The New York Democratic State platform 
was on the same lines and this is the second 
move in the furtherance of the scheme. 

It is argued by those behind the scheme 
that the convention is likely to divide among 
the several candidates now mentioned with- 
out giving any of them a pronounced lead, 
and that with Mr. Whitney’s well known 
general popularity in the party and on the 
plea of a compromise which will insure New 
York to the Democratic party the conven- 
tion will see the wisdom of naming Mr. 
Whitney. 

This is said to explain the recent confident 
predictions of many hard money Demo- 
crats that the convention would not declare 
in favor of free silver. 


CAMPBELL MAY WIELD THE GAVEL. 


Talk of Ohio’s Ex-Governor for Tem- 
porary Chairman, 

Ex-Gov. James L. Campbell of Ohio may 
be chosen for Temporary Chairman of the 
convention. 

It appears the subcommittee is having 
great difficulty in finding a suitable man 
for this position. It devolves upon William 
F. Harrity, Secretary Sheerin, Col. John G. 
Prather, E. C. Wall, Benjamin T. Cable, 
Col. Thomas Shirley, and Hugh G. Wallace 
to pick out and recommend to the full Na- 
tional committee men for the offices of 
Temporary Chairman and Secretary. 

Under the circumstances and conditions 
confronting them their task in this instance 
is a particularly difficult and trying one. 

Many foolish stories have been put in cir- 
culation as to what the majority faction will 
do if the National committee confers the 
honor of Temporary Chairman upon some 
pronounced advocate of honest money. At 
no time, according to members of the sub- 
committee, have they ever thought of se- 
lecting an extremist from either side. It 
was said yesterday they were looking fora 
conservative man, and the talk centered 
upon ex-Gov. Campbell. 

It is thought he will be satisfactory to 
both sides. Ex,Judge McConnell of this city 
has been menfloned, but on account of his 
voice he could not accept the place should 
the committee offer it to him. 

Mr. Harrity will arrive on Tuesday,*when 
the subcommittee will get to work and make 
up its report for presentation to the full 
committee on Monday, July 6. 


ILLINOIS DELEGATES WORK BARLY. 
Altgeld’s Plans to Head Off Hill and 
Whitney. 

There was a good dea! of speculation as to 
why the Illinois delegation to the national 
convention wants to begin holding meetings 
a Week in advance of that gathering. 

At Gov. Altgeld’s request, noticés have been 
sent out asking the delegates to attend a 
conference at the Sherman House next 
Tuesday. Ostensibly the object is to organ- 
ize and select Lliinois’ quota of members for 
the various committees. But inasmuch as 
this could be done two days before the con- 
verition assemblies it is believerd the real mo- 
tive for getting together so early Means prep- 
arations and plans to lead the silver fight.

Mat- 
thews—Bland Forces and Tam- 
many Secure Rooms at the Audi- 
torium and the Annex, as Do Also 
the Ohio Cohorts and Their Candi- 
date, John R. McLean. 


Already all the available. hotel room in 
the leading hostelries of Chicago has been 
taken up for headquarters, and living rooms 
for State delegations, candidates, and dele- 
gates, who expect to attend the Democratic 
National convention. The Palmer House 
and the Auditorium—the latter including the 
Annex—will be the main center of political 
activity, and the other hotels will be largely 
used for the entertainment of individual 
guests. 

The Palmer House is the place where most 
of the States will have their headquarters. 
There lowa has engaged the club-room, 
decorated with American flags and pictures 
of Gov. Boies, and there the boom for the 
Hawkeye candidate for the Presidential 
nomination will have its head center. 

Indiana will have headquarters in Parlor 
N, near by, and in it all of Gov. Matthews’ 
enthusiasm will have its inception, Near to 
these centers of free silver propaganda, in 
Parlor S, the New York delegation will

Presidency.

the Hoffman House. All the Gothamites 
who could secure headquarters there have 
done so and a number of others with them. 

In the first place, Tammany has secured 
fifty rooms at the Auditorium and is already 
crying for“ more.“ Tammany, under pres- 
ent arrangements, practically, means the 
entire New York City delegation, and if the 
sachems and braves of that organization 
live up to their old-time reputation, every- 
body else in the hotel will be fully alive to 
the fact that they are there. 

With Tammany, but at the Auditorium 
Annex, Will be Senator Hill, who heads the 
New York delegation as a delegate-at-large, 
and with him Frederic Coudert of New 
York, his able—and probably abler—coad- 
juter. Four years ago Mr. Coudert, who is 
a leading lawyer of New York City, was here 
at the head of the New York anti-snappers, 
who were violently opposing the nomination 
of Senator Hill for.the Presidency and sup- 
porting the claims of Mr. Cleveland.

At the Auditorium E. H. Hunter, better 
known as Ed,“ of Des Moines, Ia., has en- 
gaged rooms. During all three campaigns 
of Gov. Botes for the Governorship of lowa— 
two of them successful and one a losing one 
Mr. Hunter was head of the Democratic 
State committee and chief factor in the fight. 
Today, however, he is opposed to the nomina- 
tion of Gov. Boies for the Presidency, and 
will be in Chicago to tell his reasons. 

Mr. Hunter, like J. J. Richardson of Daven- 
port, Ed Campbell of Fairfield, W. O. Shmidt 
of Davenport, and in fact all the old-time 
leaders of the Iowa Democracy, the men who 
went down with it in defeat year after year 
and decade after decade, and who did lead 
his forces when it finally achieved a couple 
of victories, is a gold man. He has no use 
for free silver, and declares that Gov. Boies 
running on such a platform will lose Iowa 
by 75,000 votes.

MAYOR ISSUES FOURTH OF JULY ORDER 


It Differs Little from Those of Previous 
Years Except in the Prohibition 
of Track Torpedoes, 


Mayor Swift issued the following procla- 
mation yesterday: 

“Whereas, By virtue of the municipal 
ordinances the Mayor is vested with the dis- 
cretion as to the use and display of fireworks 
in the streets, alleys, and public places of the 
City of Chicago;: 

Now, therefore, in the exercise of such 
discretion, public proclamation is hereby 
made that the proper use and display of 
fireworks, squibs, rockets, crackers, tor- 
pedoes, serpents, and other explosives with- 
in the city will be permitted on vacant lots, 
in and upon the streets and public parks 
and grounds under the control of the city 
authorities on the Fourth of July next be- 
tween the hours of 4 o'clock a. m. and mid- 
night, subject, however, to the following 
restrictions: 

“ Discharges of fireworks, firecrackers, 
gunpowder, or other explosives in any al- 
ley, backyard, or other confined space is 
hereby positively prohibited. 

The discharge of cannons, guns, pistols, 
revolvers, or other flrearms is hereby abso- 
— prohibited under penalty of $10 for 
each offense. 

“The placing upon the car tracks of any 
street railway, or upon the rails of any 
railroad within the limits of the City of 
Chicago, any torpedo, bomb, or other thing 
containing any substance of an explosive 
nature, is hereby absolutely prohibited 
under penalty of $10 for gach offense. The 
sale or gift of toy pistols, or metal or paper 
caps, to children is hereby absolutely pro- 
hibited. Any violation of this provision 
will subject the offender to arrest and a fine 
of 850. : 
„Parents are especially requested to pro- 
tect their children against the danger re- 
sulting from the use of such toy pistols and 
percussion caps and other dangerous explo- 
sives. ; 

The police are hereby ordered to be vigi- 
lant, and exercise discreet authority in the 
enforcement of the restrictions of this proc- 
lamation. 

“All bonfires upon any of the streets, al- 
leys, highways, or parks within the city lim- 
its is hereby positively prohibited under pen- 
alty of law, and the police are requested to 
see to the enforcement of this order.“

TORNADO STRIKES WEST LOUISVILLE.

C. L. Clark’s house, a one-story frame cot- 
tage, contained besides himself and Miss 
Wicks his two daughters and little boy. 
None of the children was hurt. 


CAPTURE OF A GANG OF THIEVES. 


Plander Found Consists of Everything 
from Diamonds to Cowtiells. 
Marinette, Wis., June 27.—[Special.}—The 
capture of the gang of thieves at the Colter 
house, a mile outside of Marinette, has un- 
earthed the worst nest of crime known in 

Northern Wisconsin 

On the banks of the Menominee River, a 
short distance above the gap of the boom 
company, is the house of John Colter, which 
he has occupied with his family for the last 
quarter of a century. It is in an isolated 
place. Grave suspicions had long hung over 
old John Colter and his brood, but nothing 
was ever suspected to the extent discovered 
2 Sheriff Hitchon and assistants made a 
raid. 

John Colter, Hugh Colter, his son: Hugh 
McFagegett, Billy Leard, Billy Dickie, 
Charles Rondeau, Charles Matcheson, Alex. 
Petrie, and Mrs. Colter and daughter, Eliza, 
were arrested. 

The place where the thieves principally 
stowed their stealings is a sort of wood- 
shed about 12 by 16 feet in dimensions. In it 
were found tools of all kinds, steel traps, 
clothing, bolts of dry goods and cloths, 
guns, ten or fifteen hatchets and axes, forty- 
two watches, one diamond pin valued at 
$200, lodge regalia, cowbells, etc. 

Many persons have mysteriously dis- 
appeared in this locality. Colter is 
now 75 years old and his wife is 63. The 
son and daughter are 35 and 30 years old 
respectively. John, the eldest son, was sent 
to the penitentiary some years ago for cattle 
stealing, and he died in prison. Hugh, the 
son now in jail, has done time for high- 
way robbery.

We are proud 
to have you here today, and my advice to 
the Mayor is to have the census taken at this 
time.“ 

He Shines the Next President. 

At the conclusion of Maj. McKinley’s 
speech, which was frequently interruped by 
cheers and shouts, the meeting was dis- 
missed. The candidate took his hand out of 
his trousers pocket, placed his silk hat firmly 
on his head, and fought his way to the car- 
riage in the rear. When he reached the 
carriage he was forced to bend over and 
shake the hands of a hundred or two of the 
visitors before he could start for home. 
Just before the house was reached a bootblack 
with the swarthy complexion of a son of 
sunny Italy, but with the business sense of 
an American boy, ran beside the carriage 
and sought the privilege of shining the 
shoes of the next President. The carriage 
stopped at the gate and Maj. McKinley 
alighted, but the bootblack was at his heels. 
Into the yard the gamin followed, and up 
the step tathe porch itself. There the Major 
succumbed, and dropped into a chair while 
the persistent bootblack stood on the grass 
and shined vigorously as the crowd on the 
outside laughed at the next President good- 
humoredly, and applauded the boy for his 
persistent bit of advertising. 

Scarcely was this incident over than the 
Steubenville game cock was placed on the 
porch and then the boys from Apollo, Pa., 
came to present to the candidate the coon 
captured near his old farm home in Colum- 
biana County. 

Addresses the Apollo Club. 

This of course necessitated another bricf 
speech, when Maj. McKinley said: 

Gentlemen of the Apollo Republican 
Club: Iassure you I cordially appreciate the 
courtesy and compliment of this call. I ap- 
preciate that you have traveled this long 
distance that you might give evidence of the 
interest you feel in questions that are now 
engaging public attention and which the 
people will determine later on. I corgratu- 
late your little city on the progress and pros- 
perity it has had and I trust that in the fut- 
ure you will have still greater prosperity. 
Some one has said that we @re a nation of 
working people. Well, we have been, and 
will be again, and that policy under which 
for more than thirty years we enjoyed ex- 
ceptional advantages ard prosperity shall 

e restored again to the country. 

I thank you all for the compliment of this 
call and bid you good afternoon.” 


Praise for the Flag. 

The men with the coon had not gone when 
the Louisville delegation appeared with the 
historic banner, and their explanation of 
its sacredness occasioned still another reply 
from the tired hero, who said: 

“Mr. Keim and My Fellow-Citizens: I 
am certainly much gratified at the compii- 
ment you pay me in making this call. I 
remember distinctly the incident which you 
recall, but did not dream it occurred so 
many years ago. I remember the great 
crowd assembled on that occasion. The 
hands that carry that flag today are those 
into which I placed it twenty-eight years 
ago. It was given as a compliment to 
Nimishillen Township, which showed the 
largest per cent of Republican gains in 
Stark County that year. I am glad to meet 
you with this flag again. The old flag is 
just as dear as ever. We love it for what it 
represents and means., It stands for more 
and means more for humanity than any 
other flag under the sun.“ 

The dinner in Canton is at noon, and so the 
time for eating wasshort. This brought the 
crowds on the streets long before sundown. 
As darkenss came the tin canes disappeared | 
and tin horns and bells took their places. 


Twenty thousand people with 20,000 horns 
made music in the streets of Canton. 

The parade was nothing compared to the 
people. The Tippecanoe club, several hundred 
strong, was followed by the Pennsylvan- 
ians with their coon, which had been re- 
served for the occasion after being presented 
to the nominee. The motormen from Cleve- 
land, in their dark uniforms, marched like 
veterans, and they were followed by a squad 
of men bearing and blowing horns so big 
and also loud that all Canton knew of them. 
An elephant labeled G. O. P., McKinley ” 
lumbered along the streets and then came 
the Lowisvillians with their tattered flag, and 
last of all the mounted men from Canton and 
the near-by towns. 

The parade was encroached on constantly 
by the crowd and the whole affair passed by 
the McKinley home, where the Major “ re- 
viewed it as conscientiously as man could 
do under the circumstances. - 

Some of the delegations left on early trains, 
but at midnight the streets were alive with 
people, sky rockets and Roman candles 
blazed, and crackers were fired unheeded 
under the very feet of the excited crowd. 
And late at night one could look through 
the front window of the McKinley home 
and see the Republican candidate for the 
Presidency, surrounded by his women 
folks,“ talking over the events of the day 
with the same quiet excitement as if they had 
but seen the celebration by neighbors of his 
wedding anniversary, instead of the right 
royal ratification by the people of the peo- 
ple’s nomination of the people’s candidate. 


GREAT MAJORITIES IN ILLINOIS. 
Outlook for McKinley and Tanner in 
the State Is Unprecedented. 

Cleveland, O., June 27.—[{Special.]—Charles 
G. Dawes of Evanston, III., who was Mark 
Hanna’s lieutenant in Illinois during the 
campaign which led to instructions being 
given for McKinley at the Springfield con- 
vention, was in Canton yesterday with Maj. 
McKinley and spent today with Mark A.

West Side Street Car Officials’ Action

is offered for his arrestion a charge of em- 
bezzlement, said to have been committed 
June 23; Cromley’s alleged offense was the 
theft of a register, which he is said to have 
dissected and studied until he was able to 
use the information so gained in“ knocking 
down ”’ fares. This is the explanation given 
out by John B. Parsons, General Manager of 
the West Chicago Street railway company.

By its orders the men were told 
the story was false and the only thing Crofh- 
ley had taken was the register. 

The men thought it strange a reward 
should be offered for the arrest of a man for 
stealing so inexpensive a Juxury asa register, 
but they accept the official story in order to 
retain ‘their popularity with the company. 
It was noticeable at the barn last night, how- 
ever, that several stout employés hovered 
closely about the wire cage where Jones, the 
regular receiver, was in charge of the cash 
receipts of the evening. No one was allowed 
to enter the room. The extra precautions 
seemed to mdicate something more serious 
than the theft of a register. 

Another rumor taken as corrdboration of 
the holdup story was that all conductors on 
the line had been ordered to send good pho- 
tographs of themselves to the main office of 
the company. The surety company which 
offered the reward was unable to print a 
picture of the missing man, as the company 
nad none of him. The inference was the 
company wanted to be provided in the future 
with a picture of any one of its men who 
might go wrong. The story of this order 
was also denied by Mr. Parsons.

Along with the campaign songs—the liter- 
ary or would-be literary side of the campaign 
now upon the people—go the sister arts of 
music, pictorial representation, either in 
colors or black and white, and sculpture. 
Even the drama has become involved. Wit- 
ness this negro minstrel “‘ gag "’ perpetrated 
during the convention at St. Louis: 

„Well, Sam,“ remarked the interlocutor, 
„Why don’t you sing us that song tonight?” 

„ Mistah Johnson,“ replied the end man, 
**T can’t sing that song tonight.“

The engravings are not so bad, chiefly be- 
cause in black and white it is impossible 
to give an Italian sunset effect to any man’s 
features, however constituted.

„ This close relation between the cracks- 
men and their wives explains why Jones 
promptly telegraphed his wife here as soon 
as he got into treuble. Mrs. Jones, Mrs. 
Curry, and Annie Wilson were much affect- 
ed by the realization that the men had at 
last been captured. The fact that the tele- 
gram to her had ‘tipped off’ the situation 


made Mrs. Jones particularly down-heart- 


ed. And yet the love of excitement to which 
the trio had become accustomed enabled 
them to take nerve and talk courageously.

Big Ship Fouls the Sunken Hulk of a 
Coal Barge and Is Held Fast for

New York, June 27.—[(Special.}—The steam- 
ship Umbria of the Cunard line ran upon the 
sunken coal barge Andrew Jackson in Ged- 
ney’s Channel, near Sandy Hook, at 10:35 
o’clock this morning, and for over an hour 
the Captain tried vainly to back it off 
with its own power. The great ship's en- 
gines could do nothing, however, and he was 
compelled to wait for flood tide last night. 
At 9:15 p. m. the ship was hauled off. 

In the meantime the Umbria's 700 pas- 
sengers waited patiently for their voyage to 
be resumed, and were without the slightest 
fear for their safety. The Umbria lay across 
the sunken boat so that the hulis of the two 
vessels crossed each other like the lines of 
the letter X.“ The Umbria's keel was ex- 
posed from stem to stern, about two feet of it

LAWRENCE QUINN IMPERILS THE

He Turns a Switch of the Chicago, Mil-

An attempt was made last evening to wreck 
the incoming Edgebrook” express No.

If his work had not been de- 
tected in another minute, it is said, the ex- 
press freighted with passengers coming in 
to attend the theaters, would have dashed 
into a train of empty coaches. 

Railroad men believe Quinn’s action was 
the result of spite against the company.

The ebb tide had 
been running for an hour, and it began to 
take the ship strongly toward the wreck, 
Pilot Johnson immediately saw that he 
could not steer past the obstacle, so he or- 
dered the engines reversed at full speed. 
The giant ship was now a quarter of a mile 
from the coal-laden hulk, but the vast body 
of the ship drifted down sideways upon the 
bow of the submerged coal hulk, and its 
great weight swept away the starboard 
upper works of the hulk as an avalanche 
sweeps away wooden huts. The decks of 
the old wooden ship were still intact, how- 
ever, and the solid cargo of coal, tightly 
packed and water-logged, with the stout 
frame of the ancient ship, comstituted a 
barrier as solid as a ledge of granite, against 
which the big Cunarder slid and was held 
fast, but so gently, however, that not one- 
twentieth of her passengers knew that she 
had struck anything. 

The decks of Umbria were so crowded 
with passengers that walking was quite 
uncomfortable. The tide, which had al- 
ready been ebbing for nearly an hour when 
Umbria struck at 10:45 a. m., was flow- 
ing out so rapidly that every minute made 
the position of the ship more difficult. Nev- 
ertheless, Capt. Dutton kept the propeller 
going backwards for a full hour, hoping he 
might be able to drag her backward of the 
obstacle and against the heavy tide. At 
the end of that time, however, the sturdy 
Britain became~convinced his efforts were 
not moving the ship a particle, and as there 
was some danger of straining her, he re- 
luctantly gave the signal to stop the engines. 


Passengers Take It Quietly. 


The passengers were completely mystified. 
They knew that Umbria had run upon 
something, but the fact that neither mud nor 
sand was churned up by the revolving screw 
made them think that they could not be 
ashore. There was no excitement, however. 
One by. one they saw Wefra, Aller, 
La Bretagne, Ohio, Amsterdam, and 
all the rest of the Saturday fleet go rushing 
past them with smoking funnels and gleam- 
ing sides. The passengers on these ships 
looked over n a their neighbors 
on Umbria and found themselves not al- 
together distressed at the ill-fortune of their 
friends. 

In the meantime the news of the strandin 

of Umbria had been spread throughou 

the city, and a fleet of tugs started down 
to help it off. When the great ship was 
finally freed at 10:15 o’clock tonight it pro- 
ceeded to a point near the Sandy Hook light- 
ship and after waiting a short time proceed- 
ed to sea. The vessel was not injured and 
at no time were its passengers in danger. 
During the afternoon, however, the owners 
e much worried, for had the wind shifted

BROOKLYN OBJECTS TO NEW YORK. 


City ef Churches Desires to Control Its 
Own Affairs, 

New York, June 27.—[Special.)}—Brooklyn 
still chafes under its enforced incorporation 
with New York. Today when the Greater 
New York Commission held its second meet- 
ing a vigorous movement for Brooklyn home 
rule cropped out and gave a certain pre- 
monition that before Greater New York is 
finally organized into a homogeneous munici- 
pal body a bitter and persistent fight will be 
waged to permit the City of Churches to run 
its own affairs as much as possible. The 
New York papers tonight speak lightly of 
this matter because they are the chief pro- 
moters of the consolidation scheme, but the 
fact remains that the commission is square- 
ly divided on central government and bor- 
ough lines. 

The commission today appointed a com- 
mittee of five to form a charter for the 
greater city. The members are ex-Judge 
Dillon, Andrew H. Green, ex-Mayor Thomas 
F. Gilroy, Seth Low, and W. C. De Witt— 
four New York men and one Brooklyn man. 
The committee was uninstructed as to the 
form of the charter and will report to the 
full commission on Sept. 21. Gen. Tracy, 
the Chairman of the commission, announced 
that he and Secretary. Plinney would also 
act as members ex-officio. 

It is not thought that the work of drafting 
the charter for the greater city will be diffi- 
cult, as nine out of ten of the hundreds of 
forms proposed are too faulty to require 
consideration. * 

Early in the meeting William C. De Witt, 
the Brooklyn member and ex-Corporation 
Counsel of Brooklyn, renewed his efforts to 
get in home rule for hiscity. He argued 
in favor of a borough government such as 
exists in London. The cemmission voted 
him down. In doing this they did not intend 
to place themselves as against borough gov- 
ernment or in favor of a centralized govern- 
ment, but merely indicated that they were 
not ready yet to deal with a question that 
is really. the foundation of the great prob- 
lem which they have to solve. But Commis- 
sioner De Witt’s movement and the hasty 
action of the commission in voting it down 
clearly show where will lie the fight in the 
coming deliberations of the commission. 


SHE PREFERS LIFE IN CHICAGO, 


Mrs. Kellogg Declines to Give Up Her 
Western Home. ' 

New York, June 27.—{Special.]—All be- 
cause Dora Kellogg, the wife of Frank B. 
Kellogg, had the good sense to prefer to live 
in Chicago instead of New York there has 
arisen litigation in the Brooklyn courts, and 
the general airing of a family skeleton. 

Kellogg appealed today from a decision by 


Justice Harriman on a charge of abandon- 


ment made against him, his lawyer declaring 
he was a responsible man, employed in a 
large establishment, and possessed of a large 
income. 

Kellogg was married about eight years ago 
in Chicego and hastwochildren. He said his 
wife elected to live in Chicago, and that he 
had offered to support her if she would live 
here. She declined, and then sued him for 
abandcnment.

LIKE KIPLING'S PRIVATE SIMMONS. 


Soldier Kills a Sergeant at Fort Nio- 
brara—Lieut. Clark Orders a De- 
tail Out to Shoot Him Down. 


— 


Fort Niobrara, Neb., June 27.— [Special. 
A scene at the barracks here today 
was the counterpart of Rudyard Kip- 
ling’s story of the killing of Private Sim- 
mons. A private soldier deliberately shot 
a Sergeant of the Twelfth Infantry, which 
is stationed here, created a reign of terror 
for a few brief moments, and was then shot 
down himself under an order from an officer. 

Just before guard mount Private Weaver 
ef Company C, who was sitting on the com- 
pany porch waiting under arms to go on 
guard, suddenly drew his rifie and, taking 
deliberate’ aim, shot and instantly killed 
First Sergt. Livingston of Company D, who 
was passing along the roadway in front of 
Company C’s quarters. 

When the Sergeant dropped four men ran 
and picked him up, when Weaver fired 
four shots at them, forcing them to drop 
the Sergeant and run for shelter. Weaver 
then fired several more shots, aiming at 
any one who happened to come within range 
of his rifle, but without effect. 

First Lieutenant Clark, Twelfth Infantry, 
who was in D company’s quarters, ordered 
Private Strine, D company, a member of 


the guard, to shoot Weaver, which he did, 


the ball striking Weaver's rifle near the butt, 
shattering it, and afterward entering his 
body, from which he died within an hour. 

The only provocation known for the act is 
that a few days ago Weaver became en- 
gaged in an altercation with Private McLe- 
roy of D Company, in which he followed 
McLeroy into D Company barracks, and 
was expelled therefrom by Sergt. Livings- 
ton. He swore vengeance on the Sergeant 
at the time. 

Weaver has been drinking hard of late, and 
it is thought that he was crazed from liquor. 
First Sergeant Livingston was a young man 
recently promoted, of excellent soldierly 
qualities, and very popular. 


STALE FISH PROVE HIS WATERLOO, } 


Enterprising Peddler at George and 
Sangamon Streets Treated with 
His Bad Herring. 


Housewives in the neighborhood of George 
and Sangamon streets are accustomed to 
patronize peddlers and purchase not only 
their vegetables and fruit from them, but also 
their bread, bitter, eggs, cheese, and her- 
ring. Although they are not particular as 
to the quality of the goods, always looking 
out for the quantity, they do object to pur- 
chasing pickied herring five for 10 cents 
when they are just a little too aged. 

On Friday the business of selling herring 
was rushing, and the peddlers were rapidly 
disposing of their goods. About noon, J. 
Clark drove up with a load and commenced 
to cry his ware. Last week some peddler 
resembling Mr. Clark sold the people in the 
neighborhood herring which were not up to 
the standard of quality, and when Clark ap- 


peared upon the scene yesterday he was be- 


sieged by women who held last week’s her- 
ring in their hands, and who demanded that 
they be exchanged for fresh ones. The num- 
ber of the women was so large the peddler 
realized that in order to gratify the wants of 
all he would have to exchange the entire 
load for old herring. He refused to comply 
with their demand and attempted to whip 
up the horse to get out of the district. 

The women were evidently awaiting the 
move, for no sooner did he start than the 
horse was unhitched. The man got off and 
tried to hitch up again. He then was bom- 
barded with herring. For a few minutes it 
seemed that he was doomed to be buried in 
his goods. Before he realized the gravity 
of his situation he discovered several of the 
women on the wagon throwing his wares to 
others who stood on the side. 

All his attempts to ward off the women 
were futile, and only the arrival of Joseph 
Schultz, a grocer, Noble and Blackhawk 
streets, saved some of the peddler's herring. 
Schultz, whip in hand, shouted at the women, 
and they fled. He then picked up as many of

NOTED NAMES FORGED TO PAPERS. 


‘Maj. McKinley Is Deceived by Re- 
quests Purporting to Come from 
Prominent I@ople. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 27.—In the forgery of 
the names of several of the most prominent 
citizens of St. Louis to letters pleading for 
clemency for a convict named W. W. Burns, 
a scheme of perhaps the shrewdest and most 
famous gang of crooks in the country has 
come to light. 

Prentice Tiller, the notorious forger, bank 
robber, and letter-box thief, to whose gang 
Burns belonged, is supposed to have been 
the prime mover in the crime. The forgeries 
included the names of ex-Governor D. R. 
Francis, William H. Thompson, President 
of the National Bank of Commerce, and 
Chief of Police Lawrence Harrigan, The 
names were forged for the purpose of secur- 
ing the pardon of W. W. Burns, alias W. W. 
Varney, alias W. W. Vancourt, a notorious 
member of the Tiller gang, who is now serv- 
ing a ten-year sentence in the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary at Columbus, O. 

During May, June, July, and August of 
1895 Maj. McKinley, Governor of Ohio, re- 


ceived the forged letters purporting to come } 


from the prominent men of St. Louis asking 
for the pardon of the man who is in prison 
under the name of Varney in Columbus. 
The persons who wrote these forgeries as- 
sumed that Burns’ or Varney’s name was 
Vancourt, and the letter signed with Mr. 
Francis’ name says the ex-Governor has in 
trust for the prisoner $19,200, to which he is 
heir when he is 32 years old. 

The first the St. Louis police knew of the 
forgeries was the receipt today by Chief 
Harrigan of a letter from Warden Coffin of 
the Columbus (O.) Penitentiary inclosing 
copies of the bogus letters,

RUN OUT BY YERKES’ MEN 


CITIZENS HOLDING A MEETING ROUT- 
ED BY PAID HOODLUMS. 


They Assemble te Protest Against the 
Policy of the Railroad Magnate in 
the Matter of Usurping a Street and 

| Are So Disturbed That to Prevent 
a Conflict They Turm Out the Gas 
and Disperse. 


Agents of Yerkes broke up a meeting of 
property-owners last night at California 
avenue and Congress street, called for the 
purpose of protesting against the construc- 
tion of a street railroad in California ave- 
nue, between Fulton and Twenty-sixth 
streets. 

Trouble seemed so imminent at one time 
that James McGrath, who had been actively 
interested in getting up the meeting, called 
up the Warren Avenue Police Station. No 
assistance from that quarter was forthcom- 
ing, and rather than precipitate a row the 
lights were turned out and the meeting 
adjourned, even before it had been called to 
order. 

The activity of the street railroad people 
was due to a desire to prevent further revo- 
cations of signatures, which the railroad 
company had obtained some time before, 
with the understanding that the road was 
to be built from Twenty-sixth street to Chi- 
cago avenue, and open the way over the 
awed eri and St. Paul tracks free of 
charge. 


Worked for Revocations. 

When the signatures had been secured, 
however, the railroad company had an or- 
dinance introduced in the Council providing 
for tracks between Fulton and Twenty- 
sixth streets. This aroused the property- 
owners, and a petition was circulated by 
James McGrath and others for the purpose 
of securing revocations of signatures. It 
was eminently successful, over 8, O00 feet of 
revocations being secured. The meeting of 
last night was for the purpose of securing 
more signatures and to work up further sen- 
timent against the railroad company. 
About 150 property-owners had assembled 
at the meeting place, but before the meet- 
ing had been called to order a crowd of 
about fifty men, headed by a man named 
Himes and Mike Rogers, appeared before 
the door of the place and began to declaim 
against the purposes of the meeting. 

There was a good deal of loud talk and 
some of the property-owners resented the 
assertions made by Rogers and Himes, as 
well as their evident purpose to break up 
the meeting. 
Finally Himes said:. We will 
and hold a meeting,” and the crow

Hoodlums Not Welcome. 
Mr. McGrath, knowing their purpose,

A committee 
was also to be appointed to go before the 
committee of the Council on Streets and Al- 
levs West to protest against the passage of 
the ordinance. 

Another meeting of the property-owners 
will be held in the near future. It was an- 
nounced by several of the people present 
last night that if the Yerkes crowd re ted 
the performance there would be trouble.

Something About Stamps. 
All United States stamps are first engraved 
on a soft steel die, which is afterwards hard- 
ened; several impressions of the die are then 
made on a roller of soft steel, which is sub- 
sequently hardened. Impressions from the 
roller are then made upon the soft steel 
plates used in printing. The following are 
some of the ways in which minor varieties 
of the design are caused: By the shifting 
of the roller during the making of the plate, 
causing the top and bottom parts of the 
stamp to be doubled; by missing the guide 
lines, causing them to appear in the stamp; 
by retouching the die roller, or plate—each 
plate is retouched, but some of the dies and 
rollers are not; by a brittle roller—small 
pieces break off and become imbedded in the 
plate, causing white blotches to appear in 
the design; by reéntering—that is, impress- 
ing the roller twice on the same stamp in the 
plate; also by the wearing of the plate. 
A unique medal is said to be preserved in 
the Paris mint. It is a very large gold piece 
bearing on the obverse the Emperor Napol- 
eon’s portrait, and the reverse Hercules 
strangling the giant Anteus. The tnscrip- 
tion is Descente en Angleterre (Invasion of 
England), and Frappé a Londres (Struck in 
London). The die was broken after the col- 
lapse of Napoleon’s plan, and only the proof 
copy preserv Harper’s Round Table.

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| MAKES A RUN AND WINS. 


CHICAGO UNIVERSITY SHUTS OUT THE 
BROWN UNIVERSITY TEAM, 


Most Remarkable Game Yet Played on 
Marshall Field Results in a Victory 
Over the Eastern Champions — No 
Score Until the Last Half of the 
Ninth, When Nichols’ Hit, Combined 
with Errors, Brings in the Only 
Tally of the Afternoon. 


East and West crossed bats yesterday 
afternoon in the first game of the series to 
decide the national college baseball cham- 
pionship, The result was the most remark- 

able college game of 
the season. 

For eight long inn- 
ings, full of brilliant 
plays, neither side 
could score. Again 
and again the rooters 
in the grand stand 
had called on their 
favorites to line ‘er 
out,“ and as many 
times had they 
droped back into 

F. D. Nichols. their seats with long 


sighs of disappointment as the ball settled 
into the hands of a fielder.

Then Chicago came to bat, with Brown 
handling the stick.

Every man 
had a mission to perform, and vented all his 
lung power in performing it. Brown gath- 
ered himself together and sent a hot ground- 
er down to Lauder. 


Makes the First Error. 


Up to this time not an error had been 
made by a Brown player, and no one 
expected the nimble 
shortstop to do any- 
thing else but eat that 
ball up. He stopped 
it in good shape, but 
he threw so low to 
first that Rodman 
fumbled, and Brown 
was safe.

PRINCE LIEF IS FIRST. 


CAPTURES THE MILWAUKEE DERBY 
IN A DRIVE, 


Muskalonge Gives tlie Gallant Ken- 
tuckian a Close Call and the Latter 
Wins by a Neck—McClelland’s Good 
Fortune Continues—He Captures 
the Harold Stakes at Latonia with 
Maceo—Big CTéwd Attends Races at 
State Fair Park. 


Milwaukee, Wis., June 27.—[Special.]— 
Prince Lief, that good 3-year-old, who has 
taken every big stake event in the West this 
year, made good his record today by winning 
the second Milwaukee Derby. This Derby did 
not bring out as large a crowd as did the In- 
augural a year ago. Nevertheless there 
were nearly 5,000 people at the track when 
the gong sounded for the first race of the 
opening of the season of twenty-five days’ 
racing at the State Fair Park this afternoon. 
Milwaukee society was well represented. 
The infleld was completely filled with the 
handsome turnouts of the swellest set inthe 
city, and the old horsemen who lagt year 
came here for the first time and were disap- 
pointed at the small interest which the large 
crowd at that time evinced in the racing were 
gratified today to see the women as Well as 
the men stand in their carriages and on the 
seats of the grand stand and cheer and wave 
their handkerchiefs and shout themselves 
hoarse at the close finish of the Derby. 

The Chicago contingent was not as large 
as it Was a year ago, but there was quite a 
liberal sprinkling of the lovers of horse- 
racing from the big city present. The bet- 
ting was much more liberal than last year, 
all of the horses were well played, and the 
books made money, as only two favorites 
Won. The Derby—worth $2,000 to the owner 
of the first horse—was regarded as a gift 
for Byron McClelland’s great 33-year-old, 
Prince Lief. He won like the great race 
horse that he is, but stronger opposition de- 
veloped in the comparatively obscure- colt, 
Muskalonge, than Ben Brush showed in the 
National Derby one week ago. The son of 
King Eric had to put up the prettiest race 
of his life to land in front by a short neck. 
He was ridden hard from the half-mile to the 
sixteenth, and was under the whip from 
there home. 

Perkins Shows Bad Judgment. 

“Soup” Perkins, who rode him, under- 
estimated the quality of his company and 
indulged his mount, who is inclined to loaf, 
for the first part of the journey. -Muska- 
longe, with the California crack jockey, 
Eddy Jones, up, made the pace, going freely 
apparently, and Perkins expected him to 
come back, When the half-mile pole was 
reached, however, Perkins realized there 
was no time to be lost and he sat down to 
ride, still expecting Muskalonge to quit.

FINE HEIRS TO AUSTRIA’S THRONE. | 
Early. Exploits of the Two Sons of the 
Archduke Karl Ludwig. . 
Saturday Review: The two young Aus- 
trian Princes who, by the death of their 
father, Archduke Charles Louis, are brought 
into the line of immediate succession, bear 
a popular ill repute which would have been 


gexcessive even in the Miinich or Stuttgart of 


a generation ago. Both are reported to be 
unable to read and write correctly any one 
of the languages in which an Austrian ruier 
is supposed to be proficient. 

After the suicide of Archduke Rudolph, in 
1889, an effort was made to train the mind 
of the elder of these cousins, the Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand. He was sent on a tour 
around the world, and the pretense was car- 
ried to the length of issuing a record of ob- 
servations which he was said to have writ- 
ten. All that he really derived from the 
sourney was a malady from which he is now 
slowly dying. 

He is the Prince who scandalized Vienna 
in- his youth by halting a peasant funeral 
procession. which he met while riding and 
compelling the mourners to hold the bier 
while he leaped his horse backward and for- 
ward over the coffin. His uncle, the Emper- 
or, thrashed him with a stick for this ex- 
ploit, although he was at the time a grown 
man and an officerinthearmy. His brother 
Otto is the hero of another exploit, involv- 
ing a public insult of the grossest kind to his 
own wife, for which the Austrians were de- 
lighted to learn that he also felt the Emper- 
or’s cane. 

In explanation, though not in defense, of 
their vicious worthlessness it is remembered 
that these young men inherit not only the 
worst qualities of the degenerate Hapsburg 
blood, but are grandsons of that criminal 
lunatic whom Englishmen still remember— 
the Neapolitan ‘‘ Bomba.” 


Guns for Fort Jackson. 

Within the next few days the Louisville and 
Nashville road will bring into this city six 
great, large cannon, the property of the 
United States Government, arms to be used 
at Fort Jackson for protection. These guns 
come consigned to Maj. Scully of the Quar- 
termaster's department, and are said to be 
very modern guns. They will be accom- 
panied by the regular military equipment, 
caissons, etc. 

As soon as these guns arrive they will be 
conveyed under the direction of Maj. Scully 
to Fort Jackson, where they will be mounted 
and placed in readiness for service, should 
the occasion arise. 

For some time past workmen have been en- 
gaged at Fort Jackson in remodeling the 
old fort and getting it in shape for the be- 
coming point of military vantage. 

These workmen have thrown up the em- 
bankments, constructed quarters for the 
men who are to be stationed there, and have 
now about gotten in readiness for the arms. 

Fort St. Philip is also now in the hands of 
workmen who will get it in shape for busi- 
ness. The guns for Fort St. Philip will soon 
be started south.—New Orleans Picayune.

REVENUE MEN SEIZE TWO VESSELS. 


Steamers City of Richmond and Three 
Friends Taken in Charge. 

Key West, Fla., June 27.—The steamer 
City of Richmond, which left here Wednes- 
day morning, arrived at. Miami Thursday 
noon. One of the revenue cutter Winona’s 


boats, in charge of Lieut. Hay and four 


marines, boarded the steamer and examined 
its papers. They were found to be all right. 
The officers of the steamer informed the 
Lieutenant that passengers were not landed 
at Miami because they had purchased round- 
trip excursion tickets and that they only 
went for the trip. Upon examining some 
cases they were found to contain arms and 
ammunition. Lieut. Hay took charge of the 
vessel and ordered it to proceed to Key West. 

The steamer Three i‘riends was met out- 
side the Indian Key and was signaled by 
Lieut. Hay, who took charge of the boat, on 
board of which were Dr. Castillo, Sefior 
Santa, and Carlos Silva, who were out ona 
two weeks’ cruise among the keys. The 
Three Friends took coal and water this 
morning, and it is reported it will be re- 
leased and leave tomorrow. 

The City of Richmond came up to the 
dock this morning and was boarded by the 
Deputy United States Marshal, who arrest- 
ed the Captain and passengers. They were 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Ramin and charged with organizing a mili- 
tary expedition against Spain. The de- 
fendants entered a plea of not guilty. Dep- 
uty Collector P. T. Knight asked for a con- 
tinuance of the case until the arrival of the 
District-Attorney, and the case was post- 
poned until ngxt Wednesday. The prison- 
ers were released on furnishing bonds of 
$50 each. The 276 cases of arms were landed 
at Philbrick’s dock, and are now in charge 
9 2 officials.

CUBA’S CONFLICT STILL GOES ON. 


Spaniards and Insurgents Keep Up 
Their Shooting and Killing. 

Havana, June 27.—Maj. Luis Trujillo, with 
the Farnesco squadron, while reconnoiter- 
ing near Seibe, this province, met a force of 
600 insurgents under Alberto Rodriguez at 
the Brujo Bridge, near the California farm. 
Under the fire of the enemy the squadron 
charged at a gallop, and dispersed the in- 
surgents with a loss of twenty-one killed 
and many wounded. The main body of the 
troops then started in pursuit of the fugi- 
tives, and inflicted further loss upon them. 
Eight troopers were wounded with ma- 
chetes. 

It is said here that Antonio Maceo, being 
informed that nineteen’ of his followers in- 
tended to go over to the Spanish lines, or- 
dered them to be hanged. 

The repeated denials of Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, the United States Consul-General, that 
he has made unfavorable reports to Pres- 
ident Cleveland as announced in the United 
States, have produced a favorable effect here 
and have counteracted the bad feeling oc- 
casioned by the publication of the erron- 
eous reports. 

This afternoon the authorities of Matan- 
zas shot and killed Clemente Martinez and 


Candido Crespo, who were accused of being 


rebels and incendiaries. 


CASH TO MOVE SPANISH TROOPS. 


Chamber of Deputies Votes Funds for 
Sending Men to Cuba. 

Madrid, June 27.—The first portion of the 
troops destined for Cuba will embark on 
twenty steamers at the end of August. These 
troops will consist of 35,190 infantry, 467 
cavalry, 282 artillery, 1,619 engineers, and 
several battalions of volunteers.

TARIFF SENTIMENT IN ENGLAND. 


Anti-Free Trade Opinion Admitted do 
Be GroWing Fast. 

London, June 27.—(Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press. The Cobdenites have 
today been celebrating the jubilee of the 
abolition of the corn laws with a dinner at 
Greenwich, at which the Earl of Kimberley, 
Lord Playfair, Leonard H. Courtney, and 
Thomas G. Shearman of New York were 
among the speakers. 

An address was presented yesterday to the 
father of the House of Commons, the Rt.- 
Hon. Charles Pelham Villiers, member for 
South Wolverhampton, the only survivor of 
the quartet which carried the measure to 
success. In this address is the following 
curious admission: 

„England is an exception to the prejudices 
of the civilized world.“ 

This caused the Globe today to remark: 

„ Perhaps it is not altogether wonderful 
that after our failure to convert any of our 
rivals the suspicion is beginning to be en- 
tertained that the civilized world may per- 
chance. be right. The suspicion at any rate 
exists and may develop a force with which 
statesmen will have to reckon. Only the 


most rash will now venture to prophecy 
that in another fifty years England will be 
a free trade country.” : > $e 

There is no doubt that a substantial anti- 
free trade sentiment has grown up in En- 
gland of recent years. Even the Saturday 
Review admits free trade has “ only a hand- 
ful of celebrants, while all the world over the 
dominant tendency is in direct opposition 
to the doctrine which it was fondly believed 
was established for all time in 1846.”

British Ship Goes Down at Sea, but the 
Crew Escapes. 

Sydney, N. 8S. W., June 27.—The British 
ship Scottish Dales, Capt. McCarthy, from 
Tacoma, on April 28 for Port Pirie, has been 
totally wrecked near Valtoa. All the mem- 
bers of the crew were saved and were landed 
at Sutra. The Scottish Dales was a double- 
decked ship of nearly 2,000 tons register, 
hailed from Liverpool, and was owned by 
W. H. Ross & Co.

Waterloo, Ia., June 27.—Evelyn B. Bald- 
win, the arctic explorer of Chicago, ad- 
dressed a large audience from all parts of 
the State at the Chautauqua. He demon- 
strated in a vivid manner the utility of polar 
research, and maintains that, should noth- 
ing be heard from Dr. Nansen, the reputed 
discoverer of the north pole, by the last of 
September, an expedition should be dis- 
patched to assist in his return. Scandina- 
vians and Europeans should direct the ef- 
forts on their side of the Atlantic and the 
Americans on this side.

EDUCATORS OFF FOR A RAMBLE. 


They Meet and Bid Farewell at the 
Board’s Rooms. 


The Board of Education rooms were 


crowded with superintendents and teachers 
yesterday for the last time this summer.

John Backefoer Drops Dead in P. F.

DOWNEY REPORTS ON THE TUNNEL. 


Commissioner of Buildings Thinks 
81,000 Should Be Held Back. 

Commissioner of Buildings Downey made 
his report yesterday to the Mayor regarding 
his inspection of the brick work in the north- 
western land tunnel, which is being built by 
Weir & McKechney. In a number of places 
he found eighteen inches of cavity behind 
arches filled with dry brick. He considers 
the two rings of brick as laid to be all that 
is required by the specifications.

Insurance agents were the busiest men in 
Chicago yesterday morning. On account of 
some delay the notice of the 5 per cent in- 
éréase in rates was not sent out until 10 

o'clock. Until that time it is estimated that 
not less than $1,500,000 of renewals of poli- 
cles expiring in June and July were written 
in the various offices. ' 
4 One firm furnished its clerks with baskets 
piled high with applications for insurance 
— hustled them out to visit their large 
clients with the proposition to make the re- 
newal for a long period at the old rate. 
F other agencies did not take the trouble to 
gee théir clients, but renewed the insurance, 
‘trusting to the good-will of the property- 
owner to make payments at some future 
time. The rush continued without abate- 
ment until the following notice was sent to 
the offices by R. N. Trimingham, Secretary 
of the association: 

“On account of the additional tax im- 
posed by the city ordinance passed Feb. 8, 
1896, from and after the promulgation of 
the adoption of this resolution 5 per cent 
shall be added to the premiums on all in- 
surance accepted by members of the asso- 
ciation covering property located within the 
City of Chicago. You are hereby notified 
that {t becomes binding on you from and 
after the receipt of this notice, and that 6 
per cent must be added to the premium on 
each policy issued by you covering property 
situated within the limits of Chicago.”’ 

Complaints by Agents. 

Complaints are being made by some of the 
agents who were not at the meeting of the 
association on Friday against the increase 
in rates. 

Nichols & Newberry, general agents of the 
Insurance Company of Illinois, have senta 
letter to the Secretary of the board as fol- 
lows: | 

“Owing to the fact that the Insurance 
Company of the State of Illinois is in that 
_ peculiar position that it is affected in no 
way by the tax law enacted by the Common 
Council, it being an Illinois corporation and 
its business practically confined to Illinois,

B. F. De Muth—It is an outrage pure and 
simple. The fact is the insurance business 
has become a great monopoly, and the bur- 
den is becoming greater and greater to busi- 
ness interests. [ fail to see why the in- 
surance companies should not bear their 
part in sustaining the Fire Department.

This estimate is the result of careful com- 
putation, based on many years’ experience 
in compiling directories, coupled 
with comparisons with the few pre- 
vious census reports made on the 
number of inhabitants of the city. The esti- 
mate is said to be conservative, and the pub- 
lishers of the directory are absolutely cer- 
tain the figures given by no means exceeil 
the popultion of Chicago at the present 
time. 

Owing to the fact that directory publish- 
ers, by reason of long experience and thor- 
ough system in canvassing and checking up 
returns, are better enabled to arrive at ac- 
curate results than are census-takers gen- 
erally, the number of names in the directory 


is usually considered the safest basis for 


calculation of the population. 

The multiple used, however, varies in dif- 
ferent cities. In some three times the num- 
ber of names contained in the directory is 
regarded as an accurate estimate of the 
population, and from this the multiple 
ranges as high as five. The New York City 
directory for 1895 contained fewer than 400,- 
000 names, yet on that showing New York 
ciaims a population of 2,000,000. The multi- 
ple which should be used depends altogether 
on the system of name-taking adopted. If 
only heads of families and adult males are 
included the highest multiple should be used, 
but if all women and minor children who are 
employed in stores, offices, and factories are 
included the smaller figure would be the 
proper one. 

Larger than Last Year. 

The Chicago directory for 1896) will con- 
tain 2,590 pages, of which 2,020 are devoted 
to the lists of names and addresses of the in- 
habitants. The directory for 1895 consisted 
of 2, 220 pages, of which 1,781 were occupied 


by names and addresses, exclusive of the 


business directory. 

This alone, however, does not give an ac- 
curate basis for calculation, as the 1895 edi- 
tion averaged 281 names to the page, while 
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bly greater than the estimate given. Par- 
ticularly since 1880 the Lakeside Directory 
company has carefully estimated the popu- 
lation of the city each year, and comparisons 
with trustworthy census reports havé shown 
their estimates to be accurate. In 1800 the 
directory company’s estimate was 1,150,000. 
The government census was finally settled 
at 1,110,000, and the school census placed the 
population at, 1. 200,000. The directory esti- 
mate being midway between the two, it 
may be taken as being most nearly accurate. 
City’s Population 1,752,100. 

With 2020 pages, averaging 256 names to 
the page, the total number of names is found 
to be 517,720. Dividing this latter amount 
by 281, the average number of names to the 
page in the directory of last year, it is found 
that 1840 pages similar to those of last year 
would be required to contain the names of 
this year. Having satisfied themselves by 
means of comparisons with former years 
that the estimate of last year of 1,605,000 is 
accurate, the directory publishers arrive at 
the estimate for this year by a simple equa- 
tion. The population of last year, 1,695,000, 
is multiplied by 1840, the number of pages 
which would be required for this year’s list, 
and the product is divided by 1781, the num- 
ber of pages used last year, and the resultis 
1,752,100, 

The directory of this year will be printed 
on thirty-seven and one-half tons of white 
paper. All the names in the alphabetical 
list have been set up and the final corrected 
proofs will be read within the next three 
days. Then the business directory will be 
made up, which will take ten days longer, 
and then the book is ready for the binders. 
In five days more a sufficient number of 
volumes will be bound to enable the pub- 
lishers to begin distribution, which will re- 


quire four weeks’ more time before the last 


volume is delivered and collected for. 

The first name in the 1896 directory is John 
P. Aafiei, a policeman, who was fourth on 
the list last year. Prior to 1895 for a number 
of years Julius Aagaard led the list. ‘The 
last name is that of Stanislaw Zwyiski, 
which occupied the same position last year. 
The Johnsons still retain the supremacy in 
the matter of numbers, there being 6,472 
of them this year. 

In the preparation of the directory nearly 
a thousand people are employed from start 
to finish. This year 520 canvassers were 
engaged, 40 examiners, 30 advertising 
solicitors, 80 compilers, 40 compositors at 
cases and 10 on machines, ten advertisement 
compositors, 40 proofreaders and copy-hold- 
ers, 30 pressmen, feeders, and  sheet- 
handlers, 11 clerks in the counting-room, 80 
men making deliveries and collections, and 
OU in the binderies, a total of 981 persons. 


What Mr. Donnelley Says. 

Reuben H. Donnelley, who has been en- 
gaged in directory work for the last fifteen 
years and during the last ten has been the 
manager of the Chicago Directory company, 
said yesterday afternoon: I do not ex- 
pect the school census will agree with our 
estimate. I don’t see how they can possibly 
get an accurate count. In the first place, 
they have not money enough to do the work 
properly and check it up with sufficient care 
to insure accuracy. Then they have no data 
on which they can depend to help them in 
checking. If one of their canvassers neg- 
lects his work and fails to properly cover 
his district there is little chance for them 
to catch him at it. Nor have they any Satis- 
factory means for ascertaining if the names 
turned in by the canvassers are genuine. 
Men who have worked for us have turned 
in bogus lists many times, but we always 
find it out within twenty-four hours. There 
was one case where a canvasser did not go 
over his territory, but sat down in a saloon 
and wrote names and addresses as they 
came into his head. He knew so little about 
the locality that he turned in among other 
things a list of eighteen laborers whom he 
located in N. K. Fairbank’s residence. 

We have our former records to aid us. 
For instance, we have 500,000 yellow slips 
on which are names and addresses in dupli- 
cate of 250,000 persons of some importance 
s0 far as the directory is concerned. When 
a canvasser turns in his list at night the 
slips covering the district he has been work- 
ing in are used. Every one we have which 
he has not reported and every one he reports 
which was not on our slips are laid aside and 
another canvasser is sent the next day to 
look into the matter. This renders it im- 
possible for any of them to sit in saloons 
and make fictitious lists more than once. 

Then we clip the death notices from the 
papers, and unless a widow is left we throw 
out that slip. We begin the preliminary 
work on the directory on Sept. 1, and keep 
a number of people busy all the time. Our 
canvassers are engaged in the middle of 
April and are given two weeks’ training be- 
fore starting out. I think it probable that 
the school census will omit a great many 
names.“ 

Supt. Stanford’s Census. 

Supt. Stanford of the school census sent 
word to Chairman Cusack yesterday that 
if he would get the committee together he 
would make a clean breast of it and tell the 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth about the census, so far as he had 
gone. Chairman Cusack, though he was in- 
credulous, made an effort at once to sum- 
mon the committee. But it was Saturday 
and the weather was warm and thecommit- 
tee had all gone to cool piaces to spend 
Sunday. This was all that saved the people 
from being told how many people Supt. 
Stanford had found in the city. Their es- 
cape is only temporary, however, as the 
ecmmittee will be called together on Mon- 
day and the worst will then be known. 

In the meantime the prospects of the 
board appropriating $3,000 more to enable 
Supt. Stanford to complete the nativity 
statistics grow less all the time. Some of 
the committee prepared a report to that 
effect for the board meeting on Friday night, 
but other members said they would fight it 
to the death, and the result was the report 
was not presented.

Les- 
sees of property have signed for 642.80 feet 
and Judge Payne has decided only owners of 
the fee can lawfully sign. Many of the other 
signatures were purchased, which makes 
them illegal. That leaves less than 2,000 
feet purporting on the face of the petitiors 
to be signed for by the owners, and the ab- 
stracts of property will be examined to de- 
termine whether they are what they are 
said to be.“

the evidence in the possession of the prop- 
erty-owners was strong and would be pre- 
sented to the grand jury.

Injunction the Remedy. 


Judge Payne in the case referred to said 
the remedy against an ordinance based on 
an unlawful petition was by injunction to 
prevent the cnforcement of the ordinance. 
The opinion has prevailed because of court 
decisions in the Ogden gas ordinance that 
when an ordinance is passed it cannot be 
invalidated, no matter how fraudluent the 
passage was. 

It is pointed out on the other hand, how- 
ever, this is the first time the property-own- 
ers in a case of this kind have pressed their 
rights in the courts to the point of procur- 
ing a glimpse of the alleged fraudulent peti- 
tions. It cannot now be assumed that the 
petition is correct because the Council ac- 
cepts it as valid.

BIG TRIUMPH OF THE LIBERALS.

London, June 27.—The general effect of the 
new Cuyuni affair is pacific, rather 
than disturbing, because it demon- 
girates the urgent necessity for a set- 
ftlement of the boundary dispute by arbitra- 
tion. The details of the arrest of Harrison 

gre not known here with precision, but the 
ecilision of the Guiana road-makers and the 
Venezuela police is discussed by the press 
with caution and moderation, and further 
delay in conducting negotiations with the 
United States is deprecated. 

The aggressive action of the Venezuela 
lice serves to emphasize the dangerous 
tendencies of torpid diplomacy. The fact 
that irresponsible police officials can pro- 
yoke a petty conflict on a disputed border 


which may bring two branches of the Anglo- 


ga xon family within measurable distance of 
a fratricidal war, is regarded as the strong- 
est possible argument for a speedy adjust- 
ment of the entire controversy. 

* Whoever is at fault in the Cuyuni district, 
the incident imparts a new impulse to the 
movement for a permanent arbitration tri- 
bunal. 

Reports received from Washington of the 
favorable state of the negotiations on this 
subject are considered here to be premature 
and unduly sanguine, but the two govern- 
ments are confidently believed to be ap- 
proaching some practical solution. 

Perhaps the strongest ground for faith in 
the ultimate success of arbitration is the 
record of the continuoũs failure of the Salis- 
biry Government in the conduct of foreign 
affairs. Since they have been successful 
everywhere else, that government will be 
naturally anxious to retrieve its blunders by 
a great stroke at Washington. 

The organization of a permanent arbitra- 
tion tribunal would be a diplomatic triumph 
of the first order, which would blot Armenia 
out of remembrance. It would be received 
with intense satisfaction by the English peo- 


pie.

Jameson May Plead Guilty. 

The fine Koman hand of Chamberlain is 
seen in the severance of the official relations 
of Cecil Rhodes, Beit, and Harris with the 
Chartered company. Their resignations had 
been held back two months under specious 
pretexts, but are now accepted cheerfully 
under the advice of the Colonial Office. The 
Transvaal Government considered it in- 
decent for these officials to retain their con- 
nections with the Chartered company when 
the cipher dispatches established a prima 
facie case of complicity in the preparations 
which led to the raid. So it was, although 
the Boers are hardly justified in making. 
their recent peremptory demande for their 
prosecution. 

Chamberlain, finding himself embarrassed 
by the continuance of Rhodes’ relations with 
the company, has foreed the directors to 
accept the resignation of the millionaire, 
whose money may be needed in settling the 
enormous claims for damages from the raid 
in which he was implicated. 

A Parliamentary investigation of the 
Chartered company’s affairs will follow the 
Jameson trial at the bar. It is understood 
generally that if the legal argument on the 
technical points of the law goes against 
him and his companions they will plead 
guilty. 

The alarming reports from Rhodesia re- 
ceived this week have not been confirmed. 
The situation there is not critical, although 
the difficulty of suppressing the guerilla 
warfare conducted by natives at many points 
in the vast territory is serious. 


Canadian Election a Cobden Blessing. 

The Canadian election was a godsend for 
the Cobden club, which celebrated tonight 
the fiftieth anniversary of the repeal of the 
corn laws by a dinner at the Ship Hotel, 
Greenwich. It gave Chairman Leonard H. 
Courtney his only source of consolation in 
the course of a long and melancholy speech, 
in which Chamberlain’s zollverein scheme 
was assailed as an invention of that enemy 
of Cobdenism. . Sir Charles Tupper was de- 
seribed as a false guide, who had inspired 
the Ottawa conference and had attempted 
to show the way to unite the empire by sur- 
rendering free trade, but now that the elec- 
tion had been held it was clear that Canada 
was not at his back. , 

Courtney regarded the election as an up- 
rising in favor of free trade and a special 
providence on behalf of e Cobden club. 
American politics he did not consider equally 
encouraging. He compared Cleveland with 
Peel, and described him as an unconscious 
but real convert to free trade.” He predict- 
ed that as the McKinley tariff had caused 
great popular reaction against it, so the Mc- 
Kinley Presidency would bring about an- 
other great reaction in favor of free trade. 
Courtney condemned Chamberlain’s recent 
proposals as double-faced, with free trade on 
the one side and protection on the other, and 
ridiculed the idea that the cost of living 
and production should be increased in the 
empire for the sake of augmenting onc- 
fourth of the volume of trade, while dimin- 
ishing the remaining three-quarters. 

Lord Playfair spoke in the same strain, 
attacking the zollverein scheme and deny- 
ing that free trade had been in any sense 
a failure. Lord Kimberley spoke of the cus- 
toms union with the colonies ab an astound- 
ing proposal from a responsible Minister, 
and one that was utterly jmpracticable.

Even 
before these troubles began experts held 
that the Chartered Company’s finances were 
in a queer state, and it is foreseen now that 
bankruptcy is inevitable unless the govern- 
ment comes to the aid of the company.

Engiand Seeks American Friendship. 


The statement from Washington that the 
British Ambassador had asked Secretary 
Olney’s intervention to secure Harrison's 
release by the Venezuelans was received 
here with general approbation. I have seen 
no adverse comment in any quarter, but, on 
the other hand, many expressions of the 
opinion that this is the way matters should 
stand between the two great English-speak- 
ing peoples when the affairs of the New 
World are involved. This is practical proof 
of what these dispatches always insisted 
on--that nothing would delight the English 
more than to formally concede primacy in 


the Western Hemisphere if they could be 


sure they would then be treated like blood 
relations and friends instead of as hated 
rivals. 

Nobody here is really sorry for the smash- 
up of the old Conservative gang in Canada. 
Some of the more zealous Tory journals 
profess conventional regret, but it is prob- 
ably perfunctory. Canada for a long time 
has been a source’of much disappointment 
to Englishmen. They have resented its nar- 
rowness, its mental sterility, and its in- 
grained provincialism all the more because 
comparisons with the States suggested 
themselves continually, and almost invari- 
ably to the prejudice of the Dominion.

BRAZIL WANTS AMERICAN TRADE. 


New Movement Looking to Reciprocity 
with the Southern Republie. 

Rio de Janeiro, June 3.—(Specia? Corre- 
spo ce. Copyrighted, 1896, by the Asso- 
ciated Press. The Brazilian Government 
has been asked by the Minister of the United 
States if it is disposed to accord the neces- 
sary facilities to delegates of the principal 
Chambers of Commerce of the United States 
of America, who are desirous of going to 
Brazil in order to study the question of im- 
proving the commercial relations between 
Brazil and the United States. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs of Brazil 
answered this question today, saying that 
the Brazilian Government would be most 
happy to see the American delegates 
and win do all in its power to 
facilitate the accomplishment of their 
missions The Braziliah Minister has notified 
the Chamber of Deputies that 5 con- 
nected with nearly all the South American 
republics by the tributary streams of the 
Amazon and La Plata Rivers, has with them 
many commercial interests which cannot be 
controlled by an autonomical régime. If 
these reasons, he added, are not sufficient 
for the defense of the treaties of commerce

As Brazil and the Argentine Republic 
dominate the coasts of the South Atlantic 


Pacific, an alliance of a commercial nature 
between these three republics is proposed 
for the development of maritime commerce 
of South America. 

Since the revolution of 199 g- 0 the republic 
of Brazil has had a great number of diplo- 
matic difficulties with Italy, in many in- 
stances arising from claims made for in- 


ian subjects during the revolution. Con- 
sequently, the diplomatic relatians between 
Italy and Brazii were at a certain period of 
last year upon the point of being interrupted. 
In February last, however, an understand- 
ing was reached between the two powers by 
which it was decided to submit the claims of 
Italy to the arbitration of the President of 
the United States. This agreement was ap- 
proved by the Italian Government on May 
15, and will be at once accepted by the Na- 
tional Congress of Brazil, so that it may even 
now be considered as in force.

But I 
have been surprised since coming to En- 
gland by reading in newspapers of her con- 
tinued charitable, educational, and ever po- 
litical activity. 

Friends of the Countess say -she has, in 
fact, atempted more than the most robust 
and energetic of men would dare essay. 
Shortly before Christmas she arrived on 
a visit at her country house at 8 o'clock at 
night: Having hunted all night, she re- 
tired to rest at 1:30 a. m., Was up again at 
5:30, and off toa meet. She hunted through- 
out the winter iA days a week when hunt- 
ing was possible, while at least five evenings 
in the week she had either public or social 
engagements, which she rigorously fulfilled. 

Besides being Poor Law Guardian for her 
district she is an active member of every 
Tory organization and is prominently iden- 
tified with every philanthropic undertaking 
in her own County ef Warwickshire. 

She is now, her friends say, for the time u 
complete wreck. Her nervous system is 
shattered, and she is suffering from in- 
somnia and abject depression, all the direct 
consequences cf mental and physical strain. 
She is not expected to be able to reappear in 
society until next season.

Long. 


Berlin, June 27.—[{Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the Associated Press. According to the 
directions left at the Court Marshal's office 
the Emperor will remain away for his mid- 
summer vacation until Aug. 15. In Christ- 
lanla about July 10 his Majesty will meet 
King Oscar and the members of the Swedish 


royal family. Emperor William’s traveling 


suite is much larger than in former years, 
but no prominent people will accompany 
him except hie usual companions on such 
trips. 

During the long cruise along the coast 
of Norway the Emperor will devote his time 
apart from current business to the study of 
the currency question. He is taking with 
him an extensive library bearing on the 
subject, including 120 English books and 
pamphlets, in addition to a large number of 
German, French, and Italian works. Di- 
rections have also been left with the chief 
of the royal library of Berlin to forward his 
Majesty any new bocks, magazines, or 
papers bearing upon the subject, and they 
will be sent so as to meet the Emperor at 
various points he will touch at.

Mr. Gladstone’s address was characterized 
by all his usual eloquence and force. Of 
wealth and education he said: 

“The university after all, speaking largely 
and generally, represents the principle of 
mental cultivation. Well, sir, there never 
was a time when it was more requisite, more 
urgently necéssary, that the principle of 
mental cultivation should be thrust into the 
foreground and held up on high before the 
entire community, for we live in a period 
when what I may call wealth-making con- 
ditions are multiplied to an enormous ex- 
tent. The enjoyments of life among those 
who have the means of commanding those 
enjoyments and the conveniences of life 
have grown around us ever since my boy- 
hood in a degree that can hardly be con- 
ceived by those who have not witnessed the 
change. 

“The meaning of all this is that wealth is 
acquiring a still greater hold upon us. The 
hold of wealth upon mankind was always 
sufficient, but, my Lord President, wealth, 
which ts a good servant, is a bad master, 
and there is no master who has had the 
power of — —— a human being more 
than the unehecked dominance of wealth. 
Against the dominance of wealth the univer- 
sity represents the antagonisnt which is 
offered to it by mental cultivation. 

“ The mind of man should be treated, as it 
is, as a rich domain requiring only to be 
well plowed and to be well sown and to be 
attended to in order to yield the richest har- 
vest, and in order to make an effectual pro- 
test against the unchecked pursult of ma- 
terial interests, which, believe me, consti- 
tutes one of the greatest social, and, I may 
even say, one of the greatest spiritual dan- 
gers of the period in which we live.”

Hot Times in the Reichstag. 

During the week all sorts of stratagems 
were resorted to in order to keep the Reichs- 
tag together. The Center party, which was 
trying to establish itg capacity as a govern- 
ment party by engineering the adoption of 
the civil code in spite of all obstructions, 
even went so far as to deny the parliament- 
ary rights of the minority. Some of Presi- 
dent n Buol-Barenberg’s decisions were 
grossly arbitrary and were hotly denounced 
by the radical pregs. A large portion of the 
German press, including the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, is condemning the majority 
in the Reichstag for whipping through the 
important civil code bill, and scores of popu- 
lar wit eee are reaching the Reichstag 
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asking for more liberal provisions for the 
property and civic rights of women and for 
married women’s rights, but they have all 
been unheeded. 


Emigration Bill Approved. 

The government emigration bill has been 
approved by the Cabinet and will be among 
the first measures to be submitted in the 
autumn. The commercial and political sec- 
tions of the Foreign Office have had a lead- 
ing part in framing it and colonial needs are 
paramount in it. It is not expected, how- 
ever, that the bill will meet with the ap- 
proval of the Liberals, as the pet projects 
of the latter are eliminated. Police control 
of the emigrants is made more strict and 
obnoxious, except when they are going to 
the German colonies. 


Tries to Blow Up a Monument. ) 

It has cropped out that upon the occasion 

or the recent dedication of the Kyffhauser 

monument the police frustrated an attempt 

to blow up that memorial. The culprit, a 

marl named Hanhauser, an Anarchist, was 
arrested and jailed at Blaukenburg. 


Disputed Lippe Succession. 

The disputed Lippe succession is to be set- 
tled by a court of arbitration composed of 
the King of Saxony as President, and six 
Judges of the Imperial Court. Of the three 
claimants, the Emperor’s brother-in-law, 
Prince Adolph of Schaumburg-Lippe, is the 
favorite. 


Freedman May Come to America. 

Before his departure from Berlin Dr. Fritz 
Freedman, Von Kotze’s former lawyer, whe 
was recently acquitted of the charge of em- 
bezzlement after having been extradited 
from Bordeaux, told a representative of the 
Associated Press that he was considering 
several offers, particularly one of a part- 
nership with a well-known German-Ameri- 
can lawyer of Baltimore. Dr, Freedman 
will probably start for New York next week. 
Arrangements are being made for the simul- 
taneous publication of his book on the Ger- 
— court in German, French, English, and 
talian. 


Honors for Inventors. 


Emperor William has inspected at Kiel 
and has highly approved of a new type of 
ironclad invented by naval officers Diedrich- 
sen and Hissfeld. His Majesty gave an au- 
dience to the inventors on board the im- 
perial yacht Hohenzollern, and bestowed 
high decorations upon them. Acting upon 
the instructions of the Emperor the naval 
department has taken the matter up, 

Prince Max Is Ordained. 


Prince Max of Saxony has been ordained a 
priest and will celebrate his first mass on 
Aug. 1 in the Catholic Church at Dresden, 
and in the presence of the entire court, 


Elections in Alsace, 


The communal elections in Alsace have 
been an agreeable surprise to the govern- 
ment. At Metz, twelve immigrated Germans 
were elected to the Council of thirty-two; 
Strasburg, fifteen out of twenty-three were 
elected, and eighteen out of twenty-nine 
were elected at Mulhous. 


Dresden Exposition Opens. 


The Saxon industrial exposition at Dres- 
den has been opened. 


Negotiations Have Failed. 


The negotiations which have been going 
on between Li Hung Chang and Col. Liebert 
looking to the latter taking charge of the 
reorganization of the Chinese army have 
failed on account of the fact that Li Hung 
Chang has not the power to guarantee the 
degree of independence considered by Col. 
Liebert to be necessary for success. 


Thirty-two Generals Retire. 


During the last three months thirty-two 
Prussian Generals, including Gen. von 
Lenke, all under 60 years of age, have been 
retired. The autumn naval maneuvers will 
begin at Wilhelmshaven on Sept. 8. 

Wagner Opera Season, 

The Bayreuth Wagner opera season com- 
mences on July 19 and continues until the 
end of August. Only the Trilogy and the 
Ring of the Nibelungen“ will be played. 
Nearly every seat has already been taken 
for the season. Americans and French peo- 
ple are the largest foreign seat holders. Mr. 
and Mr. John B. Jackson of the United 
States Embassy here will stay at Bayreuth 
during the entire Wagner season. 


Mrs. Uhl to Give a Luncheon, 

Edwin F. Uhl, the United States Ambassa- 
dor, accompanied by Mrs. Uhl, has paid a 
brief visit to Spreewald.

MEXICO ENTERS THE ORANGE MARKET. 


Consul-General Crittenden Reports a 
Revival in Shipments to the 
United States Markets. 


Washington, D. C., June 27.—[Special.]— 
Mexico is going into the business of raising 
oranges in large quantities, according toa 
commupication received at the State De- 
partment from Consul-General Crittenden. 

“ Owing to the injury to the orange trees 
in Florida from frost,“ says Mr. Crittenden, 
the supply of oranges in the United States 
has been greatly diminished, causing mer- 
chants to look to Mexico and elsewhere for 
the deficiency. About 400 carloads were 
shipped from Mexico to the United States last 
season, and the growers in Mexico are pay- 
ing greater attention to production. Old 
trees and old orchards have been cultivated 
and reclaimed and new orchards planted 
with more care. 

“After investigations by agents of railway 
companies the crop this season, it is esti- 
mated, will be larger than ever before, and 
the railroads are preparing for the shipment 
of at least 600 cars. It ordinarily takes 
eight or nine days by moderately fast 
freight, to send cars or trains to Chicago, 
but it has been done in six. Slow freight, 
lack of fruit or refrigerator cars, and the 
inexperience of the packers for long distance 
shipments are the great drawbacks. Ex- 
perts from the United States have to be sent 
to Mexico in order to properly superintend 
the assorting—at least one expert for each 
gang of assorters and packers. 

** Mexico’s orange season is from the latter 
goes of September to the ist of December, 

tting in between Florida and California 
and making Mexico absolute in its season 
and with practically no competition in the 
United States markets. The fruit is as fine 
asany grown. The question of getting boxes 
is a serious one, as there are no factories for 
making them in this‘country, and importa- 
tion is almost universal.”

PROFESSIONAL RAIDERS SPEND ay 
INDUSTRIOUS WEEK. : 


Hammer Hard at Prices, but Cannot 
Induce Actual Holders to Sell—Prop. 
able Democratic Platform Is Not 
Affecting Investors—Belief Is That 
the Democrats Have No Chance of 
Winning—Bear Raids Expected 
Until Campaign Is Closed. 


New York, June 27.—[Special.]—The pro. 
fessional raiders have spent an industrious 
week. As was pointed out in these dispatches 
a week ago most of the talent on tne Stock 
Exchange is just now on the bear side. anx. 
ious, if possible, to smash prices, They took 
this tack two or three weeks ago, when out of 
a great hullabaloo grew the suspicion that 
the Republican national convention might 
dodge or straddle on the money question. 
They put out big lines of short stock, and 
were disappointed at the result. 

Instead of the demoralizing action which 
they hoped for at St. Louis, the Republican 
party came forward honestly and bravely, and 


the quick result speculatively was practically 


every bear speculator in Wall street wae 
badly nipped. The market went up, Ip 
some quarters it scored an advance that had 
in it the flavor of an old-time boom, 

shorts have since been covered. The traders 
who a month ago sold stocks they did not 
own have their delivery contracts still un. 
closed. On this account they keep pegging 
away at current prices. a 

At the beginning of this week they picked 
out sugar trust stock to center their attacks 
upon. They went at it vigorously and have 
been able to knock it down ten points, Ip. 
cidentally they have had the assistance of im. 
portant inside interests. The smashing of 
sugar, however, is inconsequential beside 
what has been aimed at, for it is the rest of 
the market—the standard railroad stocks 
that the raiders have really desired to affect, 

In that they have accomplished p 
nothing beyond increasing ,their already ex. 
tended short interest. In some of these rail. 
road stocks, like St. Paul, Burlington, and 
Rock Island, the short contracts have 
become unwieldy. With. the railroad stocks 
refusing to get into a panic along with sugar 
trust the raiders directed their attention in 
the latter part of the week to some of the 
other conspicuous industrials—notably to. 
bacco and leather trusts. These have declined 
materially, though hardly as much as the sen. 
sational assaults upon them. might have 
seemed to warrant. 

In the brief session of business on the Stock 
Exchange to-day there was a concerted drive . 
at every prominent stock deal, and those that 
were most largely traded in fell off a point or 
so, both in the industrials and railway shares, 
But a canvass of the most important banking 
and brokerage houses of Wall street since. 
business closed for the day disclosed almost 
unanimity in such quarters in the belief that 
of the stocks sold for the transactions which 
produced the declines, hardly any represented 
the liquidation of investments, the selling out of 
stocks owned outright or being carried on 
margins by the investing classes. The de- 
moralizing sales were sales of short stock, 
The declines in prices were caused by transac. 
tions which are now only half completed.

Convention Called at Chicago. 


With so much indignation voicing itself

She had been interested in harbor improve- 
ments ever since the Tracy had anchored, in 
1803, a half-mile out and sent her passengers 
and stores ashore in small boats. She had 
watched with interest and gratitude the va- 
rious appropriations for lighthouses, chan- 
nel-making, piers, and other water needs 
from 1831 onward. The first light-house 
had immediately fallen, but no matter—a new 
one promptly arose upon its ruins. Men, 
women, and children had personally super- 
intended both those harbor improvements. 
As town and city she had been thus far unu- 
sually interested in commerce and water- 
ways. She had seen the Sheldon Thompson 
draw near with Gen. Winfield Scott and the 
Asiatic cholera; she had, with eight yoke of 
oxen, pulled the Westward Ho over the bar; 


phe had gone into a frenzy of joy when the 
IIlinois came from Sackett’s Harbor straight 


up to the heart of thetown. It may be fairly 


-asserted that with a portage given to over- 


flows: with swamps, sloughs, a Mud Lake, 
and a branching bayou; with ferries, bridges, 
soggy streets, and a much-talked-of, occa- 
sionally-worked-at, and never-ending canal, 
she had had, like poor Ophelia, too much of 
water.” But being the daughter of a plain 
Indian trader instead of a pretentious Prime 
Minister, and not being enervated by luxury 
and love, she had remained triumphantly 


buoyant. For the 3247,00 Congress had 


given her harbor up to 1844 she had been 
duly thankful, but this executive veto of 
Aug. 3, 1846, impressed her as an outrage 
“upon just expectations. To be sure, her in- 
terest in the lost bill was not large—only $12,- 
000 for the harbor and $15,000 for lake dredg- 
ing—but she had been classed among com- 
paratively unimportant objects,“ and so to

showy antithesis to the procession“of sub- 
stantial measures they felt were forthcom- 
ing. Horace Greeley described the pageant 
as à truly ificent spectacle,“ and 
warned New York even then against Chi- 
cago’s enterprise and art. 

In truth, the ten-year-old city was agog 
with hospitable excitement. From her vil- 
lage days she had been accustomed to enter- 
tain conventions, but hitherto the delegates 
had represented the Algonquin Nation, and 
had worn war paint and brandished clubs. 
This was her first great Caucasian coun- 
cil, and, as politics was tabooed, war paint 
and clubs had been leftat home. No wonder 
she was happy! Then, too, looking into the 
faces of her amiable guests, she read a great 
future for her too active harbor and her too 
passive river. What could not these well- 
dressed, suave gentlemen do for her? 

Cockades and drums! Red fire engines and 
gorgeously caparisoned horses! Admirable 
reefing and tacking on board the mimic 
ship suggestively named Convention! 
There was reason for civic pride. By a small 
stretch of patriotic fact, this pageant was 
called A Fourth of July procession,” and to 
see it, and the demigods of the convention, 
everybody flocked from miles around. They 
paddled to the scene in canoes; they rumbled 
in on plank roads; they dashed up on ponies; 
they came afoot. And most of them had 
to trust body and soul to the dangerous 
whims of rope ferries or scow bridges. But 
so brilliant a parade had never before been 
thought of, so large a deliberate body had 
never before assembled anywhere in the 
United States, and the occasion was not to 
be missed, even at the risk of life and limb. 
The very sun realized the importance of the 
day, and blazed with unusual effulgence. 

Eighteen States out of the Union's twenty- 
nine were represented in the convention. 
The Hon. Edward Bates of St. Louis was 
made President, and immediately an army 
of reporters ’’’ encamped upon either side of 
him. A part of this army had retired, and 
the rest had put away their materials —80 
the report explains, when, at the close of the 
convention Mr. Bates, comparatively un- 
known to most of the assembly, electrifie 
everybody with a speech of surpassing elo- 
quence. As the orator concluded, the con- 
vention rose to its feet, climbed up on 
benches, waved Eastern, Western, and 
Southern hats in wild unanimity, and shouted 
itself hoarse in round after round of ap- 
plause. For once the usually sleepless gen- 
tlemen of the press were caught napping. 
As the speaker used no “ notes,” this burst 
of eloquence must, like Sheridan’s Begum 
speeches, draw for its unusual merits upon 
the faith of posterity. 


Tom Corwin as a Prophet. 


While awaiting the report of the Commit- 
tee on Permanent Officers the convention 
was treated to several pleasing addresses. 
Mr. Allen of Massachusetts eulogized the 
Puritans, and emphasized their influence 
upon the character of the West. The next 
speaker was Tom Corwin, whose look 
drew audience and attention still as night 
or summer's noontide air while he extolled 
Ohio and the West-at-large. He declared 
an admiration for the Puritans eulogized by 
Mr. Allen—one of whom he supposed Mr. 
Alien was himself—but the West was to be 
the ruler of the continent. It is well, sir,“ 
he said, turning to the gentleman from Mas- 
sachusetts, that you have come among us 
to see your future masters.“ 

It may be remarked in passing that this 
bringing of Ohio to the front in a battle for 
national progress has become a familiar pro- 
ceeding since Mr. Corwin's time. After hav- 
ing shown his State loyalty the speaker 
adroitly complimented his audience by cail- 
ing it a congress of freemen without pay or 
mileage,’’ and averred that he would, if he 
could, swap it for the Congress at Wash- 
ington. He then satirically defined com- 
merce and trade. The difference was clear— 
to President Polk and his sympathizers. 
Cargoes sent upon salt water constituted 
comimerce; those trusted to fresh water, 
trade. His peroration took the form of v#- 
ion and showed him and his hearers the 
West a universal ruler. | 

Then Mr. Greeley spoke for half an 
hour. ‘He had hoped to escape a call 
to the platform because of his rep- 
utation as a bad speaker,“ but the con- 
vention insisted upon hearing him. He talked 
in an able and practical manner—so Thurlow 
Weed wrote—and concluded with the hope 
that when the West came into the power 
predicted for it by the gentleman from Ohio 
it would rule for righteousness. 

On the second day were read the letters of 
regret from notables med unwilling— 
to accept the special invitation tendered 
them by Messrs. N. B. Judd, E. W. Tracy, 
Thomas Hoyne, William B. Ogden, 8. J. 
Lowe, G. W. Meeker, and W. L. Whiting— 
the seven Chicago selected from a long list 
of wise men to serve her and the convention 
in the matter of discriminating hospitality. 

Thomas H. Benton, Henry Clay, ex-Presi- 
dent Van Buren, and Daniel Webster all 
sent more or less cordial letters, Webster’s 
being especially sympathetic. Among other 
letters of regret and definition of view were 
those of Silas Wright of Canton, Thomas 
Curtiss of Boston, Joseph Grinnell of New 
Bedford, Bradford R. Wood of Albany, 
George P. Barker of Buffalo, and Alpheus 
Felch of Ann Arbor. These were, for the 
most pers satisfactory to the body ad- 
dressed. 


Cass Raises a Storm. 


But there was one letter which produced 
a storm as sudden and violent as any 
Lake Michigan itself was in the habit of 
evoking from placid depths. This letter 
came from Detroit and was addressed to 
E. W. Tracy of the Correspondence commit- 
tee. Itread thus: P 

Dear Sir: I am much obliged to you for 
your kind attention in transmitting me au 
invitation to attend the convention on inter- 
nal improvements which will meet in Chi- 
cago in July. Circumstances, however, will 
put it out of my power to be present at that 
time. I am, dear sir, respectfully yours, 

LEWIS Cass.” 

After “a broad laugh —one of surprise 
and gathering scorn—came loud calls for a 
second reading. Could it be that the Gov- 
ernor of the old Northwest Territory, the 
stanch friend of settlement and progress, 
the man who of all others knew the perils 
and the needs of lake navigation, had writ- 
ten no word of sympathy? A second read- 
ing failed to suggest even a latent warmth 
under the cold lines, and then, indeed, indig- 
nation vented itself. Even the serene-faced 
Mr. Greeley was severe. He wrote scorn- 
fully of the United States Senator from 
harborless Michigan, the aspirant to the 
Presidency. via South Carolina,” and added 
that the man’s letter reminded him forcibly 
of the following incident: ‘“‘A lank, lop- 
sided Marylander, who, for a consideration, 
conducted visitors (mainly British) over the 
battlefield of Bladensburg, upon being asked 
one day by an Englishman, ‘ How came so 
many of your countrymen to run away from 
so strong a position as this?’ replied: O, 
they didn’t seem to take no interest.“ 

Detroit heard dim echoes of the commo- 
tion, and when the steamer which carried 
homeward the first detachment of delegates 
arrived at that city it found the wharf 
thronged with people anxious to learn de- 
tails of ‘the Northwest's reputation of her 
old-time protector, Lewis Cass. 

But let Chicage’s self-control. be noted. 
She did not blot out from her book of street 
nomenclature either the name of the tem- 
porizing politician'or of the vetoing Presi- 
dent. It was a thing she could do and had 
done for John Tyler.

Field, who, as a strict constructionist,” 
was not in harmony with the expansive poli- 
cy of the convention, was allowed to elabo- 
rate his views. Mr. Greeley even “ rejoiced 
to hear the wrong side so ably and so court- 
eously presented.

were offered by some 
but these memorials of cord were peace- 
fully laid on the table. The gentleman from 
New York was, however, vigorously an- 
swered, among others by an obscure man 
for whom fame, world-wide and deathless, 
was in hiding: Mr. Greeley’s report for July 
6 has this entry: |

The second day concluded with humor and 
eloquence from Thomas Butler King of 
Georgia. , : 

Amusements of the Delegates. 


Ot how the delegates spent the time be- 
tween the sessions the records have little to 
say. Hours were consumed no doubt in 
debates upon slavery and upon Gen, Scott's 
then progressing march toward the City 
of Mexico. We may be morally sure there 
was a general inspection of the block house 
as a historic duty, and that the busy ship- 
yards, the ungovernable harbor, and the 
complex river system were visited as a con- 
temporaneous duty. And probably every 
Eastern visitor went rattling out like 
mad to see the prairies and the ‘* prairie 
schooners.’’ The undulating sea of grass, 
the slow-moving canvas cylinders, the log- 
house harbors, must have offered, in addi- 
tion to novelty, a practical adjunct to the 
practicalities of their business discussion. 
The evenings offered much the same enter- 
tainments then as now; and so it is reason- 
able to think that some of the delegates 
attended hops at the hotels, that some went 
to Rice’s Theater, where the Stage-Struck 
Yankee" and “ Black-Eyed Susan!“ were 


then running a prosperous course, and that 


some went to church gatherings to mingle 
heart and voice in Dundee or Old Hun- 
dred.“ All of the delegates may have gone 
to the postoffice once during their stay; they 
certainly sent no telegrams. But though the 
little city was without railroads, telegrapnic 
connections, and illuminating gas, all these 
improvements were under charter and near 
at hand; and she would soon lift herself to 
a higher plane of living—higher by eight 
or ten feet of actual realestate. Her energy 
of purpose must have impressed Mr. Weed 
of the Albany Evening Journal, for he wrote 
that one need only come to Chicago to realize 
the truth underlying the motion brought be- 
fore the Mouse of Representatives by Felix 
Grundy McConnéll, the excentric member 
for Alabama: Resolved, That this is a 
great country and is constantly increasing.”’ 

The third day was devoted to miscellaneous 
business—final reports, respectful but un- 
yielding resolutions, and the appointment of 
three dozen gentlemen, two from each State 
represented in the council, whose business it 
should be to Write, print, and transmit to 
Congress the principles and views of the 
River and Harbor convention.” After this 
Chicago was thanked for her hospitality 
and the original papers of the convention 
were awarded her to be placed among her 
archives. Who dreamed that these papers 
would be resolved into their original gases 
in 1871? 

Then followed the surprising eloquence of 
President Bates—called forth by a tribute of 
thanks for just and courtous ruling, to 
which succeeded, when order could be ob- 
tained, adjournment without day. 


Committee of the Whole. 


There were some hours left before steam- 
ers and stage coaches would start, so the 
delegates resolved themselveys into a com- 
mittee of the whole—W higs, Democrats, and 
Neutrals—in maritime concord—placed Hor- 
ace Greeley in the chair, and had a two- 
sessioned. meeting, enlivened by the wit and 
wisdom of such men as Messrs. Burlingame 
of Massachusetts, Bebb of Ohio, Hubbell of 
Wisconsin, and S. Lisle Smith of Illinois. 
Concerning the speech of the last named 
gentleman Mr. Greeley wrote: “It was 
beautiful, thrilling, highly poetic, enchain- 
ing and enrapturing the audience. I will not 
attempt to sketch it.”’ 

At this supplementary meeting a memora- 
ble address was made by Mr. Moseley Hall 
of Buffalo in support of three resolutions 
pertaining to the building of a national rail- 
road to the Pacific. This is now claimed to 
have been the first public speech ever made 
upon the subject of a transcontinental rail- 
way. 

The convention had politely laid Mr. Flall’s 
resolutions upon the table—probably as 
chimerical, but the mass-meeting, less 
hampered by cultivation and constitutional 
doubts, indorsed them. Twenty-one years, 
however, would pass before the Tnion 
Pacific’s last spike would be driven, and the 
feasibility of Mr. Hall’s resolutions be thus 
established. ! 

It should be noted that Mr. Hall was the 


originator of the River and Harbor conyen- 


tion. As the agent for a Steamboat Asso- 
ciation serving Buffalo, St. Louis, and inter- 
mediate points, the needs of improvement in 
transportation devices had been lying 
heavily upon his soul. He saw traders 
brought with anxiety over the great lakes 
to Chicago, then put into Frink & Walker’s 
stage coaches and jolted or dragged to some 
navigable point on the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal, there stowed in packets and carried 
to the Illinois River. and there tranferred to 
steamers for a deliberate voyage to St. 
Louis. It seems to have occurred to him 
early in 1846 that something must be done to 
advance the interest of travel. And so he 
had taken into his counsel Robert Fergus of 
Chicago, William Duane Wilson of Milwau- 
kee, and other progressive spirits, and, with 
them had held at Rathbun Hotel New York, 
the first of a series of preliminary meetings, 
which in the rally at-Chicago a few 
months later. 2, 

Buffalo, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
and Detroit each Wished to entertain the 
convention, and St. Louis insisted upon do- 
ing so, but Mr. Hall steered the honor 
steadily to Chicago—just as his Steamboat 
Association did its steamers. This was a 
distinguished compliment to Chicago, com- 
ing. as it did, from a man who lived in 
Buffalo and boarded in St. Louis. But we 
are amazed as we read the story. When he 
had gathered the wit, wisdom. and worth of 
the land together to consider ways and 
means for promoting lake and river travel 
this man stood forth the bold and persistent 
champion of that deadly foe to marine 
finance—a railroad! The commercial au- 
dience must have been astounded. But as 
the reach and aptitude of railroads was not 
then suspected no one among the 10.000 dele- 
rates was seriously alarmed: no one rose 
to a point of order.“ and no one reminded 
the sneaker that he was the agent of a 
Steamboat Association; and the father“ 
of a River and Harbor convention. 

While it must be admitted that the pro- 
posed railroad—trendinge off as it did di- 
rectly westward—promised in no wav to 
interfere’ with the composite line which 
stretched between Buffalo and St. Loyis, vet 
it is evident from all we can learn of Mr. 
Hall that he would, in any event. have 
spoken for general progress. Let his dis- 
interested spirit and long foresight be duly 
honored. 


“The King of France.” 


It was thought this gathering of “ enlight- 
ened and discriminating men,“ with action 
deliberative and emphatic,” cold not fail 
to be effective.” Thurlow Weed wrote: 1 
venture to predict that no more harbor and 
river bills will be vetoed.“ 

It will be seen that this was an extrava- 
gant prophecy. Mr. Weed was sometimes 
more moderate in his forecasts. As he 
steamed from the Straits of Mackinaw to 
the mouth of the Chicago River, he wrote 
home to the Hudson that these lake shores 
would, by the end of the century, nourish a 
million of inhabitants.“ 

The question now must be sternly met— 
what came of it all—the months of varied 
preparation, the miles of long-suffering 
travel, the days of fine speeches, the prayers 
of the thirty-six gentlemen of the, Executive 
committee? 9 

History answers: Very little, as far as the 
Chicago harbor was concerned. Five years 
passed before Congress took any moneyed 
notice of the troublesome port, during which 
time the sand went on playing the wildest 
possible pranks,’ and the principles and 
views of the river and harbor convention ” 
seemed to have beén promulgated in vain. 
Then, after a careful grant of $20,000, fol- 
lowed fourteen years of non-appropriation. 
But in those years—between 1852 and 1866 
the government was, for a time, too busy 
with Mexican boundary disputes, the 
Kansas-Nebraska bill, the Dred Scott case, 
and the John Brown raid, to think of any- 
thing but making a safe harbor for herself 
from a sea of troubles; and then came the 
civil war, bri a bitter need for all the 
money she could command. 

It is claimed that the river and harbor con- 
vention was a strong stimulus to Chicago's 
growth; that it promoted immigration, in- 
creased .property values, and prepared the 
way for the railroad enterprises of the next 
decade. But, despite this assurance, the 
conspicuous muster with its vanishing re- 
sults, suggests to the general student of his- 
tory the barren campaign of “ the 
France with, all his men.”

DOES AWAY WITH PNEUMATIC TIRES 


Novel Invention Patented by a Chi- 
cago Mining Engineer. 

Five years from now the present type of 
bicycles will not be recognized, if one is to 
believe Inventor Frank J. Woods. He has 
a new wheel which is a radical departure 
from the ordinary pneumatic-tired article, 
and which bids fair to make a startling in- 
novation into the present methods of con- 
structing a bicycle. 

Mr. Woods is a mining engineer who has 
already made several inventions in his own 
line, notably the Woods placer miner.“ 

Some time ago an idea for a wheel occurred 
to him. He made the drawings and sub- 
mitted them to the patent office, and re- 
cently had his claims allowed. 

In the last week he has had two models 
made embodying his idea, and will shortly 
attach them to a bicycie frame and put them 
into practical use. 

The essential features of his wheel are 
spring spokes and a flexible rim, the com- 
bination producing sufficient spring to do 
away with the necessity of using pneumatic 
tires. The spokes are made of pieces of flat 
tempered steel and are curved in shape. This 
part of the idea is not new, and belongs toa 
patent which expired several years ago, dut 
its use has always been prevented by the

Dre. Thomas Addis Emmet’s Unique 
Collection of Americana Presented 
to the New York Library—Histor- 
ical Documents and Extra Lllastrat- 
ed Volumes—Collection of George 
Edward Sears, Representing Books 
and New History, Offered for Sale. 


New York, June 25.—[Special Correspond- 
ence. TWO announcements of great interest 
to book lovers have just been made. First, 
that the unique collection of rare Americana, 
made by Dr, Thomas Addis Emmet of this 
city, has been presented to the New York 
Public Library; second, that the remarkable 
collection of books representing books and 
their history, made by George Edward Sears, 
is to be offered for sale as a whole. 

The presentation of the Emmet collection 
to the New York Public Library was made 
by J. 8. Kennedy, one of the tfustees of the 
institution, who purchased it at a cost of 
$150,000, Dr. Emmet has spent a lifetime 


in bringing the treasures together which

an absence of slipping. This tire can be 
made in any size or shape.. 

How much of a success the new wheel 
will prove is considerable of a problem, and 
one the solution of which will be looked 
forward to anxiously by those interested 
in the manufacture of wheels. Mr. Woods 
thinks an ordinary bicycle frame with his 
wheels will not make a machine of over 
twenty-three pounds in weight, so the ques- 
tion is one of strength and ease of riding, 
which will require actual tests to decide. 
If the new idea is not an unqualified success 
it is certainly a long step in the direction of 
dispensing with the pneumatic tire. 


ARCHERY AT THE KENWOOD CLUB, 


Members Practice for a Match Tour- 
nament Later in the Season. 

Archery, Once so popular in the vicinity 
of Chicago, for the last few years has been 
almost unknown as a sport here. Last 
year an attempt was made to revive it, 
however, at the Kenwood Country club. 
A fine range was laid out and bows, arrows, 
and targets provided for the club members.

1840. The collection is particularly rich in 
rare historical manuscripts and documents, 
valuable autograph letters, scarce prints and 
pamphlets, and elaborately illustrated his- 
torical works. 

Among the documents are a draft of the 
Constitution in Thomas Jefferson’s hand- 
writing and bearing his signature, the official 
notification from seven of the thirteen orig- 
inal States accepting the Constitution of 
1787, and John Hancock’s resolutions over 
his own signature, dated July 5, 1776, provid- 
ing that copies of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence be forwarded at once to each of 
the several States and tothe army. There 
are about 150 volumes of historical docu- 
ments, many prinfs and drawings, a com- 
plete set of autograph letters of the signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, an al- 
most complete collection of the early coinage 
of the United States, as well as the lives of 
the members of the Continental Congress. 

The extra illustrated books are described 
at length in a paper read before the Re- 
brandt club of Brooklyn, N. T., by Daniel 
M. Treadwell, from which the following 
description is mainly taken: 

The most important of these is the Blog- 
raphies of the Signers of the Declaration of 
Independenct,”’ by John Sanderson, Robert 
Wain, and others in nine volumes. This set 
has been extended to twenty thick folio vol- 
umes. For completeness and detail it is 
the most remarkable historical work in the 
world. It contains more than 8,000 autograph 
and autographic letters, 1,800 portraits, 
many of the greatest rarity, with hundreds 
of prints and drawings, and fourteen water- 
colors of American scenery, by eminent 
English artists who accompanied the British 
troops to America. The original precept of 
King George, with his signature, ordering 
out the first troops to suppress insurrection 
in America; an original manuscript of the 
private rules adopted for conducting busi- 
ness in Congress during the contest for inde- 
pendence, in fourteen small quarto pages— 
an exceedingly interesting relic; also many 
other original state papers, all having the 
greatest historical value and significance. It 
contains the finest collection of autograph 
letters of the signers in existence. Nowise 
inferior except in size is an illustrated copy 
of Griswold’s “ Washington and His Gen- 
erals,” original in two volumes, but ex- 
tended to eight by the insertion of iliustra- 
tive matter. There aré a score or more of 
other extra illustrated works, all of great 
historical importance and grangerized with- 
out regard to expense. 


Sears Collection. 


The Sears collection is one of peculiar in- 
terest and value, inasmuch as it illustrates 
admirably the evolution of the printed book 
from the beginning of printing to the pres- 
ent time. The collection has been carefully 
classified under the direction of Mr. Sears, 
and consists of the following sections: Man- 
uscripts, printed books from 1470, books 
printed in — nd from 1481, emblems and 
dances of death, Elzevirs and Aldine produc- 
tions; Bible, Testaments, and prayer books; 
books in historic pinging. and bibliogra- 
phieg and books about books. 

Chief among the manuscripts is the bib- 
lical history of Peter Comestor, The De- 
vourer,” a noble example of the finest 
French art. It is one of the largest manu- 
scripts known, and is equaled by but a few 
in beauty and the extraordinary number

This is one of four copies in exist- 
ence outside of public, libraries, and un- 
doubtedly the finest of the few known cop- 
fes, The value of this boak is in a measure 
indicated. by recent sales of Caxtons. The 
last public sale of a Caxton—and that an 
imperfect copy, with thirty pages lacking— 
brought $5,100. A copy of one of these rari- 
ties was sold in this city last winter at a 
private sale for $24,000. Among the early 
English gems may also be mentioned a sec- 
ond and fourth folio Shakspeare, a first edi- 
tion of Paradise Lost,“ and a Iong list of 
rly equal celebrity. 


Bindings of Every Age. 


The Elsevirs contain the famous Virgil, 
the Histoire du Henry le Grand, and ‘the 
‘‘Satyres et Autres Euvres du Sieur Reg- 
nier”’ of 1562. Chief among the Aldines is 
the Catullus of 1515, preserved in a rich and 
beautiful binding of the period, and con- 
taining manuscript notes by Philip Me- 
lancthon. Among the Bibles ts the curious 
version in English known as the Breeches ”’ 
Bible; also examples of the early black let- 
ter Latin and French versions, including 
some reprints of the now unobtainable block 
books of the fourteenth century. 

This library shows examples of bindings of 
every Age and style from the ponderous oak 
slabs, covered with pig-skin, embossed with 
many fanciful designs, used by the book- 
makers of the fifteenth century, to the dainty 
handiwork of David and Lortic. Between 
the long stretch of years covered by these 
examples may be found specimens of the 
Deromes, the peerless Roger Payne, of 
Boyet, Duseuil, of Francis Bedford, and a 
score of others. 

The bibliographies and books about books 
are really the key to the whole collection. By 
the aid of its 400 or’more volumes one can 
intelligently read the history epitomized by 
the library of works formed by Mr. Sears. 
Every important reference book necessary 
to a student of bibliography is here. No 
private collection in this country can boast 
of such a collection. 

This running description does not do jus- 
tice to this magnificent collection, It would 


require columns of space to mention the 


gems worthy of note. 


HOW TO CONDUCT A GREAT HOTEL. 


Servants and Bed and Table Linen 
That Are Required to Run the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. 


John Gilmer Speed contributes an article 
on “Conducting a Great Hotel” to the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, and tells much that 
is interesting and surprising. He writes di- 
rectly of the Fifth Avenue Hotel in New 
York, which has accommodations for 500 
guests, and gives this view of the practical 
side of running the big hostelry: 

„In the workshops of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel there are cabinetmakers, painters, 
upholsterers, machinists, plumbers and gas- 
fitters, and so on. The mattresses are all 
made in the house, and when one getsin the 
least out of order it is at once sent for re- 
pair. So, also, the seats of upholstered 
chairs and sofas are overhauled; and the 
stock on hand of damasks and trimmings for 
such uses would suffice for a large. store. 
And so, also, with carpets, and rugs, and 
curtains. Great suppHes of these are kept 
in stock, but they are not retained after 
the evidences of wear are plain to be 
seen.

The laundry is also an immense de- 
partment and has many interesting features. 
„The bed linen in constant use is for 
470 beds, and four times that much is kept 
in reserve at all times. Something like 
1,000 napkins are used every day, and fully 
5,000 are kept in stock. Two thousand towels 
are in daily use and 10,000 are kept on hand.”’

WHITE RIBBON BADGES MEAN THE 
WEARERS FAVOR IT. 


Route as Contemplated Is from Mich- 
„Ian Avenue and Sixteenth Street 
to Washington and Jackson Parks 
Many Aldermen Have Agreed to 
Werk for the Measure When It 
Comes Before the Council—Con- 
seats Representing 30,000 Feet of 
Frontage <€ecured. 


A little while ago a yellow ribbon fluttered 
from the coat or waist of every bicycle rider 
in the city. Now a white ribbon fills the same 
corspicuous place, Last time the ribbons 
asked that Jackson street be boulevarded. 
This time they ask for a South Shore 
drive.“ 

The South Shore Drive Executive Commis- 
sion is doing its agitating in this manner. It 
was formed some months ago for the purpose 
of securing this new drive on the 
South Side running from Michigan 
avenue and Sixteenth street via 


Prairie avenue and Eighteenth street to Calu- 


met avenue and to Twenty-fourth street, from 


there on South Park avenue to Twenty-fifth 
street and across it to Groveland avenue, 
which the commission hopes to have extended 
to Twenty-fifth street. From there it is 
planned to proceed to Thirty-third street, 


where the commission expects to have it con- 
nect with Lake avenue. The latter thorough- 
fare would be extended for that purpose, 
From Lake avenue the drive would goto 
Fifty-first street and a connection would thus 
be formed with Washington and Jackson 
Parks. 
Frontage Consents Increase. 


The last meeting of the commission was 
held on Friday night at the home of John G. 
Shortall, and it was reported that 30,000 
feet of frontage had been obtained out of 
about 50,000 needed. This everybody 
thought denoted good progress. It was also 
announced that many of the Aldermen had 
been spoken to, and that they had agreed to 
use their efforts to have the measure 
by the Council when it comes before it for 
consideration. 

But the present interesting feature is the 
badges. Already thousands of them have 
been distributed, and they will be followed by 
many thousands more. 

The Illinois Central railroad company has 
agreed to pay its share of the improvement, 
and has told the commission it may cut 
through the railroad grounds at Twenty-fifth 
street. The Seipp brewery people have also 
agreed that their property may be cut 
through, 

Citizens Advocate It. 


George H. Hess, secretary of the commis- 
sion, said yesterday concerning the matter: 

„Communications from owners of property 
east of Michigan avenue not on the drive 
show that a most friendly and encouragin 
feeling exists toward the project which w 
benefit so large a portion of the South Division. 

Reports also from Woodland and Grove- 
land Parks show that while the feeling there 
was at first unfriendly, for lack of knowledge 
of its scope, there is now an earnest desire on 
the part of 80 percent of the residents to 
have their parks front upon the drive. 

„They now begin to realize that with the 
drive established they will have by far the 
most choice residence — in the 82 
city. The people are gladly paying 
cents per front foot —— for preliminary 
expenses.“

HOW TO BUY A WHEEL. 


STANDARD 
PARTS OF A BICYCLE. 


Few Riders Know a Well Built Wheel 
When They Inspect It—Careful Ex- 
amination Necessary to Arrive at a 
Satisfactory Conclusion as to the 
Strength of a Machine—Advice of 
Manufacturers Untrustworthy in 
Some Cases. 


At the present time, when almost every 
one is interested in a wheel, and intends to 
purchase one sooner or later, advice on the 
question is most eagerly sought. In almost 
every case the prospective rider consults his 
cycling friends for opinions on this or that 
mamnufacturer’s line of goods. Out of the 
entire wheeling public probably not 10 per 
cent of the individual riders know a well- 
built wheel when they inspect one. 

In nearly every case when their advice is 
asked the question is answered by giving 
the make of the wheel that is used by that 
particular individual. Catalogues are the 
inducement, combined with carefully-word-

As for tool steel cones and cups, you can 
imagine that they are made of that material, 
but those who know will tell you differently. 
But as long as the firm is a responsible one 
and keeps up to its guarantee it really does 
not matter, for it will replace whatever 
wears out within the time limit. 

A prominent, legal authority says the 
usual bigycle guarantee is 80 cunningly 
worded by the manufacturer that it means 
absolutely nothing more than the manu- 
facturer desires to interpret, and no legal 
meaning can be attached to it. Therefore 
look for an old established firm if you want 
to be treated right. 


WILD BIRDS NEST ON HIGH ROOFS. 


Nighthawks Forsake the Ground and 
Lay ERA. on the Tops of Chica- 
go’s Skyscrapets. 


The fiat roofs of ten and fifteen story 
buildings may seem queer places for a col- 
ony of wild birds to choose for nesting pur- 
poses, especially when those birds have been 
accustomed to nest in open flelds ever since 
the first pair were let out of the ark, but that 
is just what has occurred to a big flock of 
nighthawks that can be seen every evening 
high in the air over the down-town district. 

Whether the gravel roofs are so thick 
that the queer bird has mistaken them for 
real ficlds, or whether their great height 
and their inaccessibility to small boys were 
the inducements, it is nevertheless true that 
almost every skyscraper in the city in the 
down-tOwn district is just now lodging a 
family: of te ts on its roof who do not pay 
rent. ' 

In his nat l haunts the nighthawk, who 
is a first cousin of whippoorwill, and a mem- 
ber of the goat-sucker family, lays its two 
odd-looking eggs on the bare ground in un 
cpen field. It makes no nest whatever, and 
that is the reason why egg collectors find it 
so hard to discover. The eggs are so thickly 
covered with dirty-brown spots that when 


stepped on before they are seen. It may be 
this has driven the flock of birds to raise 
their families where nobody ever steps but 


to se ything. 

The nighthawks are not very particular 
what part they chose for a nesting site, and 
it is as common to find them in the middle of 
the roof exposed to the rain and storm, as 
in the shelter of a chimney or projecting 
wall. It ts all the same to the bird whether 
it rains or shines, for his plumage is so thick 
that water runs off his back just as it does 
from a duck, and the mother bird frequently 
leaves her eggs uncovered when the day is 
warm, for long intervals, without any seri- 
ous damage. 

The eolor of the bird is so nearly like that 
of the spot where the eggs are placed that a 
person. with re than an average sharp 
sight may stand within three feet of the sit- 
ting bird and not see it. When one of the 
birds is flushed from a roof, however, there 
is a surprise party for the flusher, for at the 
first note which the bird utters after rising, 
every bird within hearing distance is up and 
away, and it is usually several hours before 
they will return to their haunts, no matter 
how slight the original disturbance may 
have been. Usually only one family occu- 
pies the same roof, but it is surprising how 
many birds may be flushed in this way. On 
any cloudy evening the cries of fifty of these 
strange birds may be heard by standing on 
* corner of the down-town streets.

Route from Milwaukee. 

A road map of Milwaukee and vicinity 
should be procured, as it will be found a 
valuable aid to those unfamiliar with the 
reads. Grand avenue may éasily be fougd, 
and soon out of the city you will find your- 
self traveling west over the asphalt paving 
of the finest boulevard of Milwaukee. On 
either side its bright, well kept lawns, which 
are graced by many a handsome residence, 
and the abundance of shady trees makes the 
ride far too s 


‘turning west again the road which leads to 
‘Wauwatosa is reached, which is a pretty 
suburb of Milwaukee. Wauwatosa having 
been reached a turn to the left and cross the 
bridge and follow the read for about six 
miles.

norama, and the scene is forever chang- 
ng as you spin Along through the pure 
country air. 

Beautifal Bits of Scenery. 

There is no prettier view in Waukesha 
County to be had if the time is taken to run 
up to Oconomowoc. Spend the night at Dela- 
field, and early and bright the next morning 
take the road which rugs between Upper 
and Lower Neumabln Lakes and which pene- 
trates some of tha most picturesque spots 
in the county. It is about eight miles to 
Oconomowoc, and on the way you may stop 
at Silver Lake. The afterrioon may be spent 
spinning around the fashionable summer re- 
sorts of Oconomowoc and La Belle Lakes 
with their palatial cottages and beautiful 
grounds, returning home either via Pewau- 
kee Lake or Waukesha. 

Another pleasant ride is to run west on 
Grand avenue, turning north at Tuirteenth 
street until Fond du Lac avenue is reached, 


which runs northwest. Follow this road, 


which gradually turns west after passing 
the city limits, and is known as the Lisbon 
plank road, until a signpost directing to 
Merton is reached. Run north until 
Bark River is crossed, and a half 
mile will bring you to Lake Keesus, 
one of the best lakes for black bass fishing 
in the county. After reaching Lake Keesus 
run west again until North Lake is reached, 
then turn south and run along the eastern 
shores of Pine and North Lakes, with Beaver 
Lake on your left. The ride from the north 
end of North Lake to the southern end of 
Pine Lake is most delighiful. The country 
is wild and picturesque. On the left high 
wooded hills shade the road, and to your 
right the emerald lawns of the pretty coun- 
try houses slope gracefully away to -the 
lake, which glimmers in the sunlight through 
the heavy foliage of the trees. 


Pleasant Return Trip. 


. Returning to Milwaukee by way of Pe- 
waukee makes the ride one of the pleasant- 
est possible, and although you will have cov- 
ered nearly sixty miles you will have been 
well rewarded for your work. 

To thoroughly enjoy the delights which 

these many lakes afford to wheelmen one 
should spend a week touring through them 
at leisure. Accommodation is cheap anda 
dollar a day will cover your living expenses. 
The fishing is splendid in season and the lov- 
ers of this sport will find the wily black bass 
and speckled pickerel galore. 
There are, of course, many other pretty 
runs to be made which He néarer Milwaukee, 
but for the cycler who finds delight in the 
healthful sport of spinning through the 
country awhee) Waukesha County has no 
equal, and rolling over its winding roads,

The muskellunge season opens about the 
_ middie of May, and lasts well into Septem- 
per, but it is at its height in July and August, 
when most of the big fish are caught. While 
the water is cold the musky,” as the deni- 
zens of the north country call it, keeps well 
out in the deep parts of the lakes, and swims 
near the bottom. At such times it can only 
pe taken by still fishing, the most successful 
way being to let the boat drift slowly and 
throw overboard a stout line, weighted heav- 
ily enough to insure its reaching the bot- 
tom. About a foot below the sinker there 
should be a leader of gimp or heavy catgut, 
carrying a good-sized hook, The bait should 
pe big chubs, the larger and stronger they 
are the better the musky will take them. 
If the hook is passed through the under and 


of cartilage which marks the outer edges 
of the lips, it will inflict no injury or pain, 
and the bait will move about in a natural 
manner. This method of baiting a hook, by 
the way, is the best in all forms of game fish 
angling where live bait is used. When the 
muskellunge line is rigged properly the sinker 
will rest on the bottom, while the chub will 
gwim about a foot above it, 


Best Fishing in Hot Weather. 

As the hot sun of summer warms the 
waters the muskellunge begin to move up 
into the shallows and look for food among 
the lily pads and weeds and around sunken 
stumps and snags, and it is there the true 
sportsman, the man. who angles for the en- 
yment it brings him, begins to cast his 
ies. While the “‘ musky is in the shal- 
lowe the artistic method of catching it is by 
trolling. The fisherman who understands 
his business uses a light rod and line, but 
the novice would better rely on something 
of stouter make, for the muskellunge is a 
desperate fighter and the big fellows know 
how to tear tackle to tatters when anybody 
put a master hand is manipulating it. Such 
men as Ike Fleming, Charles Adsit, W. B. 
Wrenn, and Charles Wilson will land thirty- 
nd muskles with braided silk bass 
— but it is a knack Which comes only with 
long practice and close study. The best gen- 
eral tackle consists of a stout steel or well 
made wooden rod of not to exceed seven feet 
in length, fitted with a large multiplying reel 
that will hold at least 200 feet of good size 
braided silk line. To jhe end of the line 
should be fastened a gimp leader, for the 
teeth of the musky are sharp and it takes 
something more than mere silk to withstard 
their snap. The hook, which is usually a 
No. 8 Skinner spoon, must be coupled tothe 
leader by means of a swivel in order that it 
may revolvdfreely without twisting the line, 
and some of the best fishermen, to insure 
this, use a double swivel. Pass or of the 
hooks through the lips of « big chub or frog, 
and let the line play out slowly for fifty or 
seventy-five feet back of the boat, while the 
guide keeps the craft moving easily along 
the outer edge of the lily pade and weeds. 


How the “Musky Strikes. 

The “musky” is a voracious fish, the 
gamiest of the fresh water tribe, and spurns 
dead bait. It will strike at nothing but live 
bait, and seems to delight in tormenting its 
prey before capturing it. At times itis ex- 
gly bold and will make play for the 

hook in full sight of the angler, and studious 
fishermen have taken advantage of this trait 
te watch its movements closely. On catch- 
lag sight of a chub or frog the musky ” 
makes a lightning-like dart for it, just 
shooting by and rubbing its snout against 
the prey without actually hurting it. Back 
and forth & goes, tantalizing the victim 
much as a cat plays with a mouse, until it 
gets ready to swallow it, when there is a 
vicious snap, and musky has the bait well 
down in its stomach. Incidentally there isa 
second later plenty of hard work for the 
angler. The taking of the bait is followed 
instantaneously by a rapid rush which car- 
ries out the line so fast that the reel seems 
to almost smoke from the heat of the fric- 
tion. Suddenly there is a pause, and away 
out in the water a big fish is seen standing 
well up in the air, apparently resting on its 
tail, and shaking its head violently in a4 
wild effort to throw the hook out, of its 
mouth. The least bit of ¢lack line’ or the 
smallést fraction of overstrain at this time 
will assist the fish in freeing itself, and the 
angler will lose his prize. It is a critical 
moment and calls for a cool head and steady 
hand. The reel must be deftly manipulated 
80 as to just keep the line taut without un- 
due strain. Failing in its attempt to shake 
out the hook, ‘“‘ musky” will next enter 
upon a series of wild and erratic flights, 
darting about in zigzag motion, confusing 
even to the expert. One second the line will 
show a slack that must be rapidly reeled 
in before the fish can cross it, the next in- 
stant there is a tremendous lugging and tear- 
ing away, which demands that the line 
should be played out rapidly if a parting of 
the tackle is to be averted. Frequently the 
fish fights vicjously in this way for half an 
hour or more™before it can be drawn close 
enough to the boat to be secured. ! 


Landing Calls for Skill. 


The landing of a big “‘ musky” is also a 
delicate operation. No sensible man will at- 


the fish catches sight of the boat and its oc- 
cupants it becomes imbued with new fury, 
and it must be a strong-armed and close-cal- 
culating assistant who wields the gaff or net.

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TRIUMPHAL ARCH AT CLEVELAND, O., DESIGNED IN CHICAGO. 
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Cleveland, O., comes to Chicago for the 
most conspicuous feature of its centennial 
celebration.

Sixty-third and Sixty-sixth streets. Suc- 
cess means a revolution in the present meth- 
ods of pavement laying, bringing with it 
a greatly increase period of serviceable 
wear with a resultant decrease in the ex- 
pense of maintenance. What is of even more 
importance it means virtual deflance to the 
attacks of those piratical individuals who, 
under the plea of making repairs, seem to 
find an almost fiendish pleasure in digging 
up and tearing to pieces new pavements. 

In the ordinary course of construction an 
asphalt pavement or driveway is laid in the 
following manner: The earth, being first 
excavated to the proper depth, is firmly 
packed by repeatedly rolling with a ten-ton 
rotary. compressor. On the hard surface 
thus formed is placed a concrete foundation 
consisting of from: eight to tem inches of 
crushed stone mixed with cement and water, 
the whole when dry forming a compact mass 
fully as endurable as solid stone. On this 
concrete base is laid a “cushion” coating 
of two and one-half inches of asphalt 
mixture, which, at the proper stage, receives 
heavy rolling to solidify and compress it. 
When thoroughly seasoned this cushion“ 
is covered with a wearing surface composed 
of asphalt and fine sand. 

When properly laid this pavement has 
great wearing power even on streets where’ 
there is much heavy teaming, as is evi- 
denced by the result on West Madison 
street, where it was put down as a test. But 
narrow wagon tires, and sharp implements 
in the hands of husky men will in time cut 
holes clear to the bottom of the foundation. 
The West Madison street pavement was laid 
only last year, but already vandals have torn 
it up under pretense of making repairs, one 
marked instance being on the north side of 
the street railway tracks, just east of Car- 
penter gtreet, where an ugly-looking and 
dangerous ditch running from the curb liae 
— the tracks mars an otherwise perfect sur- 
ace. 


Crushing Weight on Pavements. 


In the erection of heavy buildings in Chi- 
cago architects allow for a crushing force 
ot four tons to every square foot—i44 
inches—of foundation, and the weight comes 
in the shape of a steady straight down pres- 
sure. Street pavements must be construct- 
ed to withstand a pressure fully three times 
as great as is brought to bear on building 
foundations, and in addition must be so laid 
as to resist to the utmost the swaying and 
side twisting, grinding motion of heavy ve- 
hicles, The average width of tires on big 
drays is four inches and the point of im- 
pingement is about three inches. This gives 
a weight bearing surface on the tire of forty- 
eight square inches. As the average of heavy 
loads is fully four tons to the dray, it is easy 
figuring to show that the weight pressure 
at a given point on a street pavement ex- 
22 threefold that on a building founda- 

on, 

Many heavy-draft vehicles, however, are 
fitted with tires of less than four inches’ 
width, some of them running as low as three 
inches, and where this is the case the ratio 
of weight pressure is increased enermously, 
and the narrow wheels cut and grind their 
way through the pavement, causing great 
logs te property-owners, and inducing un- 
necessary and an easily avoided expense to 
dray-owners in the shape of repairs to har- 
nesses and vehicles and a weari out of 
horsefiesh, The teamster whe has economy 
in view uses wide tires on his dray and saves 
money on feed bills and repairs, avoids de- 
lays in getting stalled,“ and moves heavy 
loads with ease. Property-owners and gen- 
eral drivers rise up and bless him as a philan- 
thropist, and his journey through life is full 
of pleasure. 


Some time ago an inventive genius pro- 
duced what is called expanded steel.’’ This 
is simply a thin sheet of metal with slits cut 
in it and expanded lengthwise by forcing 
these slits into diamond shaped apertures. 
It was at first used only as a substitute for 
lathing in the construction of buildings, but 
now it is to become part of a new method of 
laying asphalt pavements, and will be given 
its first trial on South Park avenue. It is 
proposed to have steel sheets of one-half 
inch in thickness cut into large-sized strips 
and then expanded under powerful pressure. 
These sheets will be inserted flatways in the 
concrete base by first laying four or five 
inches of the stone and cement mixture and 
then covering the entire surface wigh steel, 
and over this steel in turn will be put the 
rest of ve concrete. When partly dry the 
base will He compressed by ten-ton rollers 
and the concrete mixture forced into the in- 
terstices in the steel sheets, thé whole, when 
solidly set, forming a foundation which will 
not only afford a much greater weight-re- 
sisting surface than the old system but 
furnish as well an effectual barrier to the 
picks and axes of the vandals.

EXTRAORDINARY SCENE IN OSAKA’S 
BUSY SHOPS AND STREETS. 


Residents of the Little Island Nation 
Are Possessed of an Innate Desire 
to Labor Long and Hard—Wee Chil- 
dren Do Marvelous Feats—The Peo- 
ple Put in Long Hours for Compen- 
sation of Five Cents a Day—Superb- 
ly Located for Commerce. 


New York Sun: Osaka, Japan, May 27.— 
Osaka is bewildering. Its antiquity fascin- 
ates, and its modern possibilities give rise 
to endless speculation. Its rapid growth of 
late years as a center of manufacturing ac- 
tivity excites astonishment. Its location, 
taken in conjunction with the important 
Port of Kobe, within a radius of twenty 
miles, is superb, both for commerce and 
manufacture. The head, as it were, of the 
beautiful inland seas, it has a direct and 
easy outlet, not oniy to all the Japanese 
ports and inland possessions as far south 
as Formosa, but it is also within a few days’ 
passage of Corea, Vladivostock, the Russian 
port, and the principal commercial cities of 
China. With China open for trade and man- 
ufacture, Corea building railroads and de- 
veloping its resources, the civilization of 
rich Formosa, and the prospect of Russia 
completing the great transcontinental Si- 
berian railroad, with a terminus on the Sea 
of Japan, the whole Asiatic world, with its 
hundreds of millions of population, lies with- 
in easy access of the mighty producing dis- 
trict now building up on the Bay of Osaka. 

Nearly Four Million Population. 

Already is massed around this bay and the 
adjoining district of Kioto an industrial pop- 
ulation’ of about 3,750,000. Nor does this 
represent the reserved strength of Osaka. 
Within a radius of 100 miles we have a 
population of nearly 16,000,000. Across the 
bay, a distance öf sixty miles, is the Island 
of Shikoku, with an additional 3,000,000. In 
this circle may be found nearly all the great 
cities of Japan, except Tokio and Yokoham 
There are Kioto, the ancient capital, with 
population of 350,000; the well-built, clean, 
and modern city of Kobé, by far the most 
important port of Japan, with 175,000 popu- 
lation; Nagoya, now a thriving manufactur- 
ing place of 225,000 people; Sakai, the seat 
of the rug and metal industry, with a popu- 
lation of over 50,000; Fukui, the center of the 
district. producing over half the silk ha- 
butai manufactured, and sixteen other 
places, all over 30,000 population, and all 
bound to form, as the railroad system ex- 
tends, important connections with the pop- 
ulation around the Bay of Osaka. Here we 
have, within two or three hours of Osaka 
by rail, an industrious, skillful, thrifty pop- 
ulation,. full of ingenuity and enterprise, 
and fully imbued with the spirit ofjprogress 
and impressed with the future industrial

Views of the City. 


In appearance Osake presents some strik- 
ing contrasts. From the windows of the rail- 
way cars it might be a Cleveland or evena 
Chicago, for its innumerable tall iron 
chimneys, which belch forth the blackest 
kind of smoke. The factories and mills are 
of red brick and built after the plan of our 
own, except that on account of earthquakes 
they are not over one and two stories 
in height. .The immediately surrounding 
country is flat for many miles, affording 
ample room for a city of 5,000, 000, before the 
picturesque hills and mountains, which loom 
up a shadowy background to this scene of 
human endeavor, are reached. While its 
mighty factories and mills, some employing 
2,000 and 3,000 hands, suggest our own cities, 
the several branches of the river and in- 
numerable canals bring to mind Amsterdam 
and Venice. Osaka is not only surrounded 
by water, but canals, some of great width, 
run through the busiest districts. From the 
bay and river eastward there are at least 
ten canals, all running into the central canal, 
which extends north and south through the 
heart of the city and forms the boundary be- 
tween the west and eastends. The east dis- 
trict iS again divided by a canal, fed from the 
branch of the river, running through the 
northern district of Osaka, and connected 
by two branches with the other north and 
south branches. This network of canals, 
laden with barges and boats of every sort 
and kind, relieves the streets of the tre- 
mendous pressure of transporting the fabrics 
of the mills and shops and factories and the 
provisions for the millions of people depend- 
ing upon the Osaka district for supplies. It 
is the city of boats and bridges. On the 
map before me I have actually counted 178 
bridges, not little wooden structures, but 
well-built substantial bridges of iron and 
stone and timber. Projecting over these 
canals are the thousands of dwellings where 
the populatien live and perform their do- 
mestic duties. High up above these houses 
on scaffoldings flutter yards upon yards of 
cotton cloth, blue and white and Turkey 
red, which had been dipped in the canals 
after dyeing, and are now undergoing the 
various drying and bleaching processes. 
This gives the scene almost a Turkish flavor. 


Oanka's Busy Streets. 


The streets of Osaka are the busiest I have 
ever seen. They are literally thronged with 
human beings engaged in unceasing toil. 
The stores and shops are also workshops and 
warehouses. Clerks, designers, artisans, 
packers, carters, sellers, and buyers are so 
mixed up that the wonder is how they all 
unravel themselves and bring order out of 
the chaos which seems to reign supreme. 
In this respect you are reminded of the 
descriptions of those wonderful cities of the 
ancient world, where every man had a 
handicraft of his own, before the days of 
capitalization and centralization of indus- 
trial energy. The street scenes of Osaka are 
simply indescribable. Months could be 
profitably spent in walks and talks with 
those who thus ply their trades amid the 
never-ceasing interruption of daily traffic. 
Now you pass through long streets given 
over to pottery and porcelain, next through 
one devoted to umbrellas. then one where 
matting is made, and this is followed by a 
vast empcrium of cotton fabrics, of rugs, of 
brushes, of leather goods, of bronze, and 
metal work, of provisions, of clothing. 

Methods and implements take ranges or 
leaps, perhaps I should say, of a thousand 
years. Here are five men, with their bronze 
skin bare, save a breech cloth around the 
loins, pounding rice with a long wooden 
pole. Next door are a dozen operatives mak- 
ing garments with the latest American sew- 
ing machine. Over the Rice Exchange they 
are waving the quotations from hill to hill 
and peak to peak by meansof flags. Within 
a stone’s throw, at the magnificent Post- 
office Building, may be heard the click of 
the telegraph instrument and the hello of 
the telephone. You may view within a few 
minutes the oldest and most primitive spin- 
ning wheel and the latest Fall River spindle, 
the clumsiest wooden loom and the most in- 
tricate Jacquard machine. A delirium of 
work pervades the people. In their eager- 
ness to take part in the conflict, this in- 
dustrial army has simply caught up every 
implement at hand, and, with an expertness 
that is marvelous, is producing an infinite 
variety of excellent articles. Poorly 
equipped it is, but nevertheless it is march- 
ing onward.

HOW THE FAMOUS FRENCHWOMAN 
ENTERED WORLD OF LETTERS. 


Her First Contributions Were Sent 
Over Her Pseudonym te La Vie 
Parisienne and the Editor Sup- 
posed His Correspondent Was «a 
Man—Her Writings—Some Per- 
sonal Characteristics of the Aristo- 
crat Who Hates the Bourgeoisie. 

In 1880 the editor of La Vie Parisienne, a 
well-known satirical and witty weekly pub- 
lication, received an article signed Gyp.“ a 
strange psuedonym that might belong to a 
dog or a horse. It was in the formof an up- 
to-date dialogue, full of keen observation 
and talent, and was inserted in the following 
number of the paper. The editor naturally 
expected the identity of his anonymous cor- 
respondent would be revealed by return of 
post, instead of which he received further 
contributions from Gyp "—lively sketches 
ot military life, skits on the ways, and man- 
ners of the landed gentry, and scenes of gar- 
rison life, from a large town in Lorraine. 
All appeared successively under the title 
given by the editor, “ In Our Own Day,” as 
the author had given them no heading. A 
perfect knowledge of horses, an insight into

military life, together with the post- 
mark, and the large, bold handwriting, in- 
clined to the belief that the author was a 
man. One day the following appeared in 
the columns of La Vie Parisienne: “ The 
cavalry officer, stationed at ——, who has 
sent in various contributions to this paper, 
is requested to send in his name so as to 
settle accounts.” Shortly after a lady called 
at the office and sent in her card, on which 
was engraved, Comtesse de Martel de 
Joinville.” The newcomer was small, ele- 
gantly formed, and aristocratic in her bear- 
ing. She was ushered into the editorial 
chamber, and said, with a smile, “I am 
the cavairy officer whose name you wish to 
know.“ 

From a literary point of view her family 
antecedents were good. Her mother, the 
Comtesse de Mirabéau, was a distinguished 
novelist, as well as a society leader of fash- 
ion in Nancy, at that time a bright garrison 
town. This branch of the Mirabeaus belongs 
to the fat brother of the illustrious orator 


of the revolution, who taken the part of

She Becomes a Professional. 


After entering on the staff of La Vie Paris- 
lenne by one of those chances which fix a 
literary vocation irrevocably, ‘‘Gyp” be- 
came attached to it for good, and has never 
ceased to contribute to its columns. Her 
husband having decided to live in Paris, she 
soon became a writer by profession. One 
can be witty in the provinces; the clever 
authoress has proved it; but Paris is a hot- 
bed of intellect today from this process of 
centralization, which has become the bane 
of France. Itis only in the great capital that 
the intellect is developed and sharpened— 
that the mind is widened by the contact of 
other minds; and the pressure of ideas comes 
from all points of the globe, fermenting as 
in a seething cauldron. “‘Gyp’s”’ first book, 
“Little Bob, soon made her reputation; 
“Autour du Mariage” was another great 
success, and ever since the violet ink has 
not ceased to flow from her indefatigable 
quill pen. 

The large handwriting expands on the best 
vellum sheets of paper, for as Buffon could 
only write in real lace ruffles, Gyp“ is very 
luxurio the implements of her profes- 
sion. of her novels have appeared in 
serial form in La Vie Parisienne. She great- 
ly affects dialogue, and is a little unequal, 
like all prolific writers; but her writing al- 
ways has a touch of originality, and she may 
be said to have founded the Gyp“ school. 
She has created literary types, such as Le 
P’tit Bob,“ and Mlle. Soulon,“ two Ven- 
fants terribles fin de slècle,“ knowing hot- 
house plants whose terse phraseology is 
witty and full of sense, forcing us to laugh 
even where we do not approve. Paulette 
is the typical married flirt, cynical, frivolous, 
corrupt of brain and fresh of heart, that is 
to be met every day in Parisian high life. 
Critics complain that she pads too gener- 
ously, that she is always superficial and giv- 
en to the abuse of slang phrases. She may 
be said, indeed, to have made slang fashion- 
able. I fear her books would be a dead let- 
ter to poor foreigners who have learned 
French out of Chateaubriand and Bossuet. 
“Gyp”’ does not go in for being either clas- 
sical or serious; she puts home truths before 
us in a most amusing form. She paints 
Parisian society as it is, and no one 
can deny the likeness to her model. Surely 
this is one of the secrets of the art of good 
writing. Any style is good so long as it does 
not bore us, and to hers one may apply the 
motto of the ancient comic theaters—“‘Cas- 
tigat ridendo.“ Her work is as Parisienne 
as her person—highly finished, mocking, 
graceful. |

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J. NEWTON CRITTENTON OLDEST EM- 
PLOYE OF THE WESTERN UNION. 


Since 1889 Except During the 
Years of the War, When He Was 


egraph Corps—Has Watched the 
Growth of the Company—Captured 
by Morgan’s Cavalry. 

In the Chicago office of the Western Union 
Telegraph company there is one man at least 
who has seen the city rise from almost noth- 
ing as a telegraphic center to a position as 
one of the greatest receivers and senders 
of messages in the world. His name is J. 
Newton Crittenton, and his experience with 
the telegraph in Chicago dates from 1859. 

At that time there were but two companies 
in Chicago, the Western Union and the IIli- 
nois and Mississippi. But afew years before, 
attended by brass bands, and received with 
great celebration, the Western Union lines 
had been brought into the city. There were 
no regulations then regarding their entrance. 
Telegraph companies were not common 
enough to call for an ordinance, and there 
were no indications that during the next 
twelve or thirteen years the new telegraph 
company was to absorb almost every other 
organization of the kind started and make 
Chicago the second largest telegraph center 
in the country. The service was still in its 
infancy when Mr. Crittenton entered the 
office. 

J. Newton Crittenton was born in Hen- 
derson, Jefferson County, N. T., in 1841. 
Three years later, probably from no desire 
on his part, he moved—or was moved—to 
Marshall, Mich., and it was from that town 
that he came to Chicago in 1859. The con- 
trast between the offices of the Western 
Union in those days and at the present is 
one which Mr. Crittenton recalls almost 
with amusement. The two companies, the 
Illinois and Mississippi and the Western 
Union, were not only in one building, and 
that not a large one, but upon one floor. The 
building was at No. 11 La Salle street, and 
the front part of the second story was oc- 
cupied by the Western Union, the middle by 
the Illinois and Mississippi, and the rear by 
the batteries of both companies. 

For a while, however,“ said Mr. Crit- 
tenton, we were not cramped for room. 
There was plenty of space for the company 
then, no matter how much room it needs 
now.“ a 
Recalls Days Before the War. 

With the days of Chicago before the war 
Mr. Crittenton is very familiar. His duties 
kept him at the instrument through the stir- 
ring times of the John Brown raid, and he 
remembers the messages telling of the wild 
attempt, the failure, and execution. He 
worked on the special wires to the Wigwam 
at the corner of Lake and Market streets 
during the convention at which Lincoln was 
nominated for the Presidency, and after it 
was all over, with most of the rest of the 
city’s population, he attended the celebration 
at the Tremont House and shook hands with 
Lincoln and his wife. 

In the two years between 1859 and 1861 
the offices of the company had been moved 


and Lake streets, and Mr. Crittenton had 
been placed in charge of a branch office at 
the Sherman House, one of the first branches 
established in the city. Once during that 
time Mr. Crittenton had spent a short vaca- 
tion at Marshall, and in 1861 he returned for 
another visit. It was, however, the period 
of excitment which marked the beginning 
of the war, and instead of returning to his 
work in Chicago, he went South with his 
father’scompany inthe Michigan Mechanics’ 
and Engineers’ Regiment. In Kentucky he 
joined Gen. Mitchel’s division and went on 
to Nashville. Ur to this time he had not 
enlisted, but at Nashville he fell in with 
some members of the Military Telegraph 
Corps, a part of the army whose work was 
as dangerous and difficult as any and which 
perhaps has been the least rewarded. He 
joined the corps, and Capt. Brugh, who was 
in charge of the military telegraph in Ten- 
nessee, appointed him chief operator, and 
sent him south with Mitchel into Northern 
Alabama, where, with the help of Mr. Lar- 
com, an old rebel operator at Huntsville, he 
took possession of the line from Decatur to 
Stevenson. There, in the heart of the 
enemy’s country, through the whole summer 
of 1862, he sent and received messages over 
the captured wires.

In the fall the Northern forces were driven 
back to Nashville, and Mr. Crittenton was 
ordered to join Brugh’s force, which the 
rebels had forced into Kentucky. With his 
orderly he started for Bowling Green. He

Money is the prize for which the men in 
the percentage and points and prize-win- 
ning tables are supposed to be riding. 

Money is king, but position in the tables has 
much to do with the excellent quality of 
racing that is being accomplished in the cir- 
cult, and every man is striving for. position 
with all his might and incidentally taking 
the money that is offered for the position he 
gains by such strife. 

In the percentage table each man is eredit- 
ed with defeating each man beaten to the 
tape, no matter what position the rider occu- 
_ pies, whether there is a prize for such posi- 

tion or but the hitherto empty honor, now 

no longer empty. The percentage table has 

placed a value on every position in a contest 

ahead of last place. The next to last man 
receives credit for defeating the last man 
and so on up the line, and every rider goes 
out to defeat at least one man. 

» McFarland, the lank Californian, does this 
as a regular thing, and to the fact that he 
was striving to improve his percentage in 
‘the five-mile race at Galveston lays the 
credit of $50 in the prize tables, together 
with its accompanying two points, and also 
the vast improvement in his percentage 
table caused by the second position which 
he gained. McFarland had to quit in the 
race. He was passed by several riders, 
among whom were some Texas men. 
“Those men can never beat me,” said Mac, 
going out ‘after them at.once. Once started 
over again his blood was fired anew.

YACHT IDLER A POSSIBLE cour ET. 
ITOR IN LAKE ERIE RACES, 


Chicago Boating Enthusiasts Hope the 
Schooner Will Be Pitted Against 
Priscilla and Other Fresh Water 
Craft During the Coming Season— 
Famous Old Boat’s Long List of 
Victories on Ocean and Inland Seas 
—Its Dimensions and Speed. 


Now that the people of Chicago, and in 
fact of every port on the lakes, are looking 
forward to the international contest to be 
held off Toledo next August, it is interesting 


there was nothing in a name by sailing over 
the New York Yacht club’s course in three 
hours fifty minutes and forty and one-half 
seconds, defeating all competitors. On July 
27, the same year, it won the Brenton’s Reef 
‘Challenge cup, defeating the American 
Wanderer, Tidal Wave, .and Countess of 
Dufferin, and Sept. 19, 1876, won over Ram- 
bler, Peerless, Meta, Gracie, and Mad Cap, 

One year later, Sept. 4, 1877, Idler won the 
Cape May cup, defeating Dreadnaught, 
Rambler, and Vester. After this Idler lay 
i ew York Harbor for some time. Capt. 
John Prindivilie, one of Chicago’s yachts- 
men, went to New York to look it over, and 
finally purchased the boat for A. J. Fisher 
of Chicago. Idler was brought to Chicago 
and was matched against the Canadian 
schooner Oriole, which it defeated. Two 
year later it again outsailed the Oriole and 
Countess of Chi¢ago. 

In January, 1890, Idler was thoroughly re- 
built, each new frame was patterned pre- 
cisely upon the old, which ‘it replaced, 80 
the lines of the yacht were not altered. It 
has not sailed much since, and has been de- 
feated once or twice in drifting matches, 
but those who know it best are anxious to 
see it go to Lake Erie this year and try con- 
clusions with even so fast a sailor as the 
steel yacht Priscilla. It is possible it may 
be seen at the lower lake regattas this sea- 
son, as rumors are heard that it will soon be 
fitted out and put in old-time form.

Its equipment is complete, and in- 
cludes extra racing mainsail, topsails, and 
balloon sails.

„O, thank you so much, It rides so much 
better now,“ will vanish in thin air—perhaps 
into the tires at the advance of the auto- 
matic pump. 

This wonderful invention which, to a sure- 
ty, fills a long felt want, is simplicity itself, 
so the maker asserts. It consists of acylin- 
der fastened to the inner face of the tire, 
tubular parts made with internal threads on 
the cylinder, and a piston arranged to slide 
in the cylinder. The admission of air to the 
cylinder and the exhaust are controlled by 
means of valves: All this sounds rather por-

—and so can the rider. When all bicycles, 
or at least all women’s bicycles, are equipped 
with this invention, for a man’s tires never 
seem to require inflating, the one great thorn 
in riding with one’s best girl will be cul- 
tivated away. 


BOY THIEVES WHO STEAL WHEELS. 


Frequency of the Thefts Causes Anx- 
iety to Insurance Companies. 

From the large number of recent bicycle 
robberies in which boys have been found to 
be concerned the men engaged in insuring 
wheels from theft and in pursuing the 
thieves have come to the conclusion that the 
young criminals are working as a part of 
a well organized gang. 

In a number of the most recent robber- 
les the thefts have been found to be actually 
committed by boys who appear to be work- 
ing in conjunction with men, the latter as- 
suming the part of disposing of the stoten 
property. 

A recent loser is Louis Evans, a superin- 
tendent of construction for the Northwest- 
ern.

W. L. Bigelow of No. 6022 Oglesby avenue 
is a member of the Woodlawn Cycling club. 
While he spent a short time in the club-room 
he left his bicycle standing against the 
building. On emerging from the club he 
learned that a boy had mounted and rid- 
den the wheel away. Detectives found the 
wheel in a pawnbroker’s shop, where it had 
been pawned by a middle-aged man soon 
after its theft. It was restored to its owner. 
The case of a bicycle stolen from Wright 
avenue and Forty-third street is similar. 
The wheel was taken from the curb by a 
boy and sold by a middle-aged man for 88. 
The thieves have been bound over to the 
grand jury. 

An elevator boy of the name of Lewis has 
been bound over for stealing the wheel of 
Rose McLénathan from the United States 
Express Building, where she is employed. 
It was taken from the basement and was 
traced to Lewis, after being pawned for 88. 

While he was doing business in the build- 
ing occupied by Thorsen & Casady, Henry 
Simon of No. 2565 Ashland avenue left hie 
bicycle tn the doorway. On his return it 
was gone. Investigation showed it to have 
been stolen and pawned by an elevator boy 
in the same building. Many more recent 
‘cases distinguished by the same general 
features might be cited, which go to show 
that there is either an epidemic of bicycle 
stealing by boys or that they are acting 
in concert. 


NEW DEVICE FOR A BICYCLE BRAKE 


When the Feet Leave the Pedals the 
Wheel Stops. 

Automatism in the paris of bicycles is one 
of the newer developments of the inventors 
who turn their attention to the improve- 
ments of the popular vehicle. One of the 
newest is the automatic brake, which oper- 
ates in a novel manner. 

It consists of a rock shaft carrying a 
brake shoe placed between the sprocket 
wheel and the rear wheel. It 18 so arranged 
that when the feet are lifted from the pedals 
by means of a leaf spring and extending 
arm or hook, either term being equally ap- 
plicable to the device, the brake is auto- 
matically applied to the wheel and the speed 
of the wheelman is checked at once.

STARS ON WHEELS 
i — 
Graceful Riding of Two Song and 
Dance Artists. 

Nearly everybody in the “ Lost, Strayed, 
or Stolen.” company at McVicker’s rides a 
bicycle. Out of the thirty people in the com- 
pany twenty of them possess and ride 
wheels. Two of the most graceful of these 
riders are Gussie and Sarah Cogan, sisters, 
and Chicago girls at ths 
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the edge of the handsome timber belt in 
which Riverside is located, this beautiful 


‘pleasure ground for devotees of the crooked 


stick possesses without the aid of human 
help all the variations of surface which the 
most ardent golfer could desire. There are 
hazards of every description from clumps of 
trees and underbrush-called in the ver- 
nacular “ whins’’—to wide gullies and deep 
ditches made by the rains, and as an insu- 
perable obstacle, when the unfortunate play- 
er is unlucky enough to drive toward it, the 
steeply sloping banks and broad bed of the 
rippling Desplaines itself. 

So rich in natural hazards is the ground, 
in fact, the great expense and difficulty met 
with from the start in laying out the links 
was to provide a course which was not too 
difficult altogether for young players. To 
do this it was necessary to leave out one por- 
tion of the tract entirely, and to choose the 
few existing runs of straightaway ground 
for the stretches from hole to hole. Often 
the teeing place is distant a hundred yards 
from the putting green of the hole which it 
follows, and always this is to avoid some 
tangle of growing things or to cross a natural 
dip of the ground. It is needless to say 
there was no need of building bunkers. 


Convenience of the Site. 

No better town than Riverside could be 
selected in the close vicinity of Chicago as 
a place for locating golf links. Of it the 
story is told that when the first rich men 
located there every variety of tree known 
to northern climes was planted, and most 
of them are growing yet. Besides this there 
is the natural timber belt which follows the 
Desplaines River practically throughout its 
length, and the unusual adjun®, near the 
city, of rolling ground. 

The tract of land in which the Riverside 
golf grounds are laid out is situated directly 
north of the town, up the Desplaines River. 
By the beautiful winding drive which leads 
to the links the distance is a little over a 
mile and a half. The road runs through 
4s fine a grove of forest trees as it is pos- 
sible to find in the vicinity of Chicago and 
then crosses the Desplaines by a shallow 
ford. Most of the way to the golf field the 
river is in sight through the trees, and at 
times the driveway is on the edge of the 
high bank which overlooks the stream. A 
narrow footpath, winding through the trees 
along the edge of the water, furnishes an 
even more attractive route for making the 
trip by bicycle, and many of the experts 
Choose that way of getting from the town 
to the links. 


New Club-House. 


During last week the new club-house has 
been erected on the golfing grounds at the 
point where the road meets the tract. The 
original plans for a club-house were aban- 
doned on account of the impossibility of se- 
curing a léng lease of the property, and in- 
stead a less pretentious house was built in 
town in sections and put together on the 
grounds. It is of frame construction. but 
contains all the necessities in the way of 
dressing and lounging rooms, and is sur- 
rounded by a twelve-foot veranda which 
commands one of the most beautiful of all 
views on the links. 

The eighty-acre tract which the Riverside 
Golf club leases lies between the Illinois 
Central railroad’s Western branch and the 
old roadbed once laid out for the St. Charles 


air line; on the east of the property is the 


Desplaines River, while the west side is 
taken up by growing fields. On this large 
tract there is but a nine-hole course laid out, 
although there is about room for the more 
pretentious eighteen holes. But a considera- 
ble portion of the land at present is not in 
use. 

Close in front of the club-house and on the 
embankment built for the old air line, the 
teeing ground for the first link is located. 
Right in front is the first hazard, made by 
the ditch along the abandoned railroad’s 
right of way. The iron of the tracks was 
long since taken away by the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy raflroad, which ab- 
sorbed the air line, and the farmers round 
about soon disposed of the ties, but the 
embankments and ditch still remain and 
furnish a capital hazard-for a golf gama 

Along the Course. 


Once over the railroad ditch, the 250 
yards to the first hole runs oyer a rolling 
meadow up to an impenetrable wall of 
heavy trees and undergrowth. Woe to the 
luckless player who overshoots the putting 
green and gets into the tangle, for many 
lost strokes and a seratched face are likely 
to be the result. But when the first hole 
is finally negotiated, a path is taken through, 
the trees to the clear spot beyond and the 
drive-off made toward hole No, 2. + 

The second hole is back near the first 
teeing ground, alongside of the air line ditch. 
It is compafatively clear shooting, and is 
ranked as the easiest hole in the course. 
But once the tee is made from it, there is 
lots of trouble in store for the unskillful 
before No. 3 fs reac Several steep 
slopes, a ridge of heavy undergrowth, and 


a gully or two are in the way, and make 
things interesting, even to the most expert.“ 


But the reward comes when the little tin 


tion of trees and starts 
player well along on the way to the open 
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links, in fact, this proved an almost insur- 
mountable difficulty. Finally the profes- 
sional golfer employed in the work hit ona 
scheme, A large mound of earth was built 


out on the river bank, almost into the water, 


and was covered with turf to make a tee- 
ing ground. This spot, called the“ pulpit,” 
is one of the features of the links and fur+ 
nishes the only open course for a straight 
drive along the bank toward the last hole. 
Even then the clear space is restricted to a 
small amount by the river on one side and 
the heavy trees on the other. Asa feature 
of the stretch, making this link probably 
the most difficult in the West, a deep ditch 
crosses the course n r and brings all 
but the most expert to grief. But at the 
end is the even putting green of the last 
hole and the finish of the round of holes. 

Around the nine links of the Riverside 
course is about one and three-quarters miles, 
In piay the route is taken twice, making 
a fair amount of walking for any but the 
most hardened athletes. The distance of 
the holes apart varies from 200 to 500 yards. 
When the lease of the grounds by the goif 
club is satisfactorily settled it is proposed 
to lay out a complete eighteen-hole course, 
which will be about two and one-half miles 
in circuit. : 

Riverside golf players are curious. to find 
out just how difficult their grounds would 
prove to the most expert amateurs. As 
practically all their players are compara- 
tively new to the game they have no basis 
of judging how well they play. At present 
the best record over the course is held by 
II. E. Havemeyer, who made the single 
round in fifty-seven strokes and the double 
trip in 119 strokes. It is thought, however, 
that the course may be covered in about 
100 strokes. 


Open Next Saturday. 


The formal opening of the Riverside golf 
links takes place next Saturday. On that 
occasion there will be handicap matches of 
all the club members. It is proposed to 
Givide the players into three classes and 
have prizes in each event. The new club- 
house will also be thrown open to the River- 
side public and a social time is expected. 

Lovers of golf predict a great future for the 
Riverside Golf club. At present the organ- 
ization is not making any display on ac- 
count of the difficulty in obtaining a suitable 
lease for the grounds, but when that 1s 
settled the many advantages which the club 
possesses are sure to tell. The grounds 


‘are but twelve miles from the city and are 


within easy reaching distance after busi- 
ness hours in the afternoon, so members 


“may play a part of each day without sacri- 


ficing other interests. Added to that, the 
excellence. of the links, the men backing the 
club, and the enthusiasm of the members 
are all expected to bring Riverside to the 
front in golf matters eventually.

PRACTICAL TEST FOR GEAR CASES, 


Chicago Firm Fits Number of Bicycles 
with English Device. : 

Gear cases, which have long been popular 
among English cyclists, will be given a 
practical test by Chicago riders. One of the 
large firms located in this city has imported 
a number of the best English makes and 
will fit up several machines with the casings 
and give them to their riders for a trial of 
the working of the protection which, it is 
said, makes a wheel last almost twice as 
long as when the gearing is unprotected. 
The cases which will be used are made of 
thin sheets of steel and will not add mate- 
rially to the weight of the wheel, while they 
cover the chain and sprocket completely. 
The appearance of the new device on the 
wheel attracts attention, and it will soon be 
determined whether the riders of Chicaga 
will take ta the foreign invention.

BOODLING 


BUSINESS—WHO IS THE AL- 
DERMAN? 

The petitions of the Union Loop company 
for the right of way on Van Buren street 
were referred to a subcommittee of the 
Council. Mr. Levy Mayer, one of the at- 
torneys for the property-owners who are 
fighting the grant of the franchise, made 
application to be allowed to examine those 
petitions, but without success. 

Mr. Mayer says that he applied to one of 
the four members of the subcommittee who 
said to him 

That certain influences were at work to ob- 
struct such inspection and to bring about a favor- 
able committee report; that to prevent such a 
report it would be necessary to control a ma- 
jority of the committee; that such control re- 
quired the payment of a money consideration; 
that those who would sign an adverse report 
would court the disfavor of certain Aldermen 
who were not on the committee, but who, he said, 


were in control. 

Then there was much beating around the 
bush in which the Alderman “ mentioned 
tentatively the amount which he thought 
would completely turn the committee.“ 
Finally, says Mr. Mayer, 

I was told in so many words that unless I hada 
proposition to make fixing a money price it would 
be impossible to procure an inspection of the peti- 
tions or any consideration at the hands of the 


committee. 

He said that he did not know whether $5,000 
would be sufficient; that he himself meant all 
right, but it was the committee that would not act 
unless it were purchased. 


The members of the subcommittee were 
Aldermen Hartwick, Martin, Revere, and 
Weisbrod. Some one of these four is the 
man whom Mr. Mayer is talking about. 
Will each of the four make an affidavit 
that he is not the man, or will all four re- 
main silent and unconcerned? 

There is nothing improbable in Mr. May- 
er's statement. The way in which he says 
he was approached is the way in which the 
agents of boodling Aldermen or legislators 
have accosted hundreds of times the men 
they proposed to blackmail. Nor is there 
any reason to doubt that there are yet in the 
Council Aldermen who are ready to squeeze 
money out of the property-owners on Van 
Buren street with one hand and the Union 
Loop company with the other, and then sell 
out to the side which pays the best. 

But Mr. Mayer has left his interesting 
narrative incomplete. He has not men- 
tioned the name of the Alderman who made 
these corrupt advances to him. That is a 
mistake on Mr. Mayer’s part. It is unjust 
to some of the other members of the com- 
mittee. It is unfair to the citizens of Chi- 
cago, who want to know who acted as the 
agent of the corrupt gang in the Council or 
claimed to be its agent. 

Judge Payne acted differently. He 
charged a County Commissioner with cor- 
ruption and gave his name, Mr. Mayer 
should follow that precedent and tell who 
that Alderman was. Then the papers will 
print likenesses of the Alderman and famil- 
iarize the people with his features as well 
as with his dishonest habits. 


„ 
THE LAKE- FRONT TRANSFER. 

It is stated that both the city officials and 
the South Park Commissioners are en- 
thusiastic over the proposition to place 
the new Lake-Front Park in con- 
trol of the South Park Commission. 
President of the Park Board Donners- 
berger says: I unconditionally favor the 
transfer and of our body assuming control 
of East Jackson street also.“ The Mayor 
says all that is necessary to complete the 
deal is action of the City Council making 
the transfer of title, and the sanction of the 
Legislature for an increased tax for park 
maintenance on the South Side.” It should 
add to the expedition of the transfer that 
the people are just as enthusiastic for it as 
the city and Park Board officials. 

Now let the Common Council get just as 
enthusiastic as all the others and do its duty 
by making the transfer as soon as possible. 
The Lake-Front Park will be filled and 
completed faster and in better shape be- 
cause the Park Commissioners have more 
time to look after the work, and naturally 
enough will take more pride in it, as it will 
add to the beauty and the uses of their park 
system. Councilmen have not the tim, 
among their many other multifarious 
duties, to attend to the park business. The 
right and title to the Lake-Front should be 
transferred in trust to the board, and it 
should, with East Jackson street, be made 
a part of the system without delay. It will 
then speedily be put in good shape and the 
work of filling and extending will be com- 
pleted years ahead of the time it would 
otherwise occupy. The city officials want 
it transferred, the Park Board wants it, the 
people want it. There is, therefore, every 
reason why the Common Council should 
want it, and want it so badly that it will 
lose no time in handing it over.

The public may 
think we prize the patronage which falle to our 
lot, but the truth is we detest it and wish to get 


rid of it. | 

H. A. Haugan expresses a similar senti- 
ment in saying: We are all annoyed with 
persons who come to ask for our support in 
securing petty positions.” 

E. G. Halle, Thomas Cusack, F. M. 
Blount, B. J. Rosenthal, J. H. Strong, F. P. 
Pettibone, and D. R. Cameron are equally 
outspoken in favor of the project and be- 
lieve in giving the civil service law the 
widest application. 

A few members of the board oppose the 
change and seem loath to surrender the 
patronage they enjoy at present. This is to 
be expected, but the number is so small, 
fortunately, that they should not be able to 
offer any formidable opposition. The prin- 
ciple is so admirable and has been approved 
so signally by the people of Chicago that to 
insure the desired results the new members 
of the board to be appointed soon by the 
Mayor must be committed absolutely to the 
extension of the service to be acceptable to 
the people. 

VICTORY OF CORNELL’S CREW. 

For many days the college world and a 
generous proportion of the world outside 
will be engrossed in explanations of how 
the Cornell crew, the pigmies,” with an 
average weight of only 158 pounds, beat the 
giants of Harvard, Pennsylvania, and Co- 
lumbia. The rest of the world, not so pre- 
cise in its thirst for information, will be con- 
tent with the obvious fact that the Ithaca 
boys rowed their boat faster than their op- 
ponents. Another point that will impress 
the unsophisticated is that the winning crew 
kept a steady stroke from start to finish 
that was free from spectacular spurts, and 
that seemed to be content with victory with- 
out being picturesque. There has been so 
much wise talk about the“ Yale method“ 
and the “ Harvard method” and various 
other methods that it is refreshing to find 
a boat crew that has no other method than 
pulling together, steady and strong, to the 
limit of the men’s capacity—a method that 
even landsmen understand anda method that 
appears to be about the proper thing for a 
crew that is seeking to get over the finish 
line first. 

There are some reasons also why it is 
pleasing to record the victory of Cornell. 
It has been the custom of a few colleges, 
notably Yale and Harvard, to refuse to com- 
pete with what they term the smaller” 
colleges in certain kinds of athletic contests. 
While no one questions their right to be 
as exclusive as they please, the spirit back 
of this refusal has appeared to be one of dis- 
dain for the prowess of the would-be com- 
petitors, and the feeling has been wide- 
spread that the real spirit has been a fear 
of a defeat that would be particularly in- 
glorious. Whatever the motive, the effect 
has undoubtedly been unfortunate on 
aquatic sports. This eminently clean sport 
deserves the most hearty encouragement. 
especially as general interest has been 
greatly on the wane. The public indiffer- 
ence has permeated the collegiate bodies, 
where the students have preferred to take 
up sports in which they could measure their 
skill and ability. with the best of Yale and 
Harvard and the other larger colleges, But 
Cornell has been a persistent postulant for 
a chance to try conclusions on the water 
with Yale and Harvard, and the success of 
the crew at Poughkeepsie shows the justice 
of its claims. Hereafter Cornell must be 
reckoned with always in the great regattas. 
Moreover, the record of this year shows that 
in the other sports, too, the supremacy of 
Yale and Harvard is being weakened, for 
in baseball the two great universities have 
been forced to yield first place, and in gen- 
era] athletics they are barely helding their 
long-worn laurels, If the inroads on their 
reputations continue at the present rate 
they will soon cease to be the exemplars of 
all that is desirable in the college athletic 
world. 


HONORS WELL DESERVED, 

It is not often one can regard the hon- 
orary degrees conferred by universities with 
a feeling of admiration as honors worthily 
won. Big colleges as well as little ones are 
more apt to confer them as a settlement 
of obligations for benefits received than 
as a recognition of the qualifications of the 
recipients to be decorated. The profuse- 
ness of the shower of degrees is quite as 
extraordinary as the misfits in the degrees 
themselves, since it is no uncommon thing 
for a man who has been generous to a col- 
lege to fir 1 himself announced to the gstop- 
ished world as a Doctor of Laws, or a 
Doctor of Philosophy, or a Master of Arts, 
though he may know no more of law, philos- 
ophy, or arts of any hind than a crow. 

Harvard University this year, however, 
has proved itself a notable exception to the 
rule. Among the many recipients of its 
honorary degrees there were four men who 
clearly are entitled to the honor and who 
were awarded it, not for favors past, pres- 
ent, or future, but because of their eminent 
services in their various departments of 
labor. They include a distinguished army 
officer, a brilliant man of letters, a prom- 
inent representative of religion and educa- 
tion, and a black man who not only has 
risen to the highest rank as a scholar and 
an orator, but who since the death of Fred- 
erick Douglass has been conceded the posi- 
tion of leader of his people in the United 
States. . 

It is needless to dwell upon the merits of 
that distinguished soldier, Nelson A. Miles, 
General of the Army; of Bishop Vincent, 
who has piloted so many thousands of 
American youth on their upward and onward 

‘educational course; or of Thomas Bailey 
Aldrich, one of the brightest representatives 
of American prose and poetry. All of these 
deserved the honors awarded them, but not 
one of them was more entitled to the recog- 
nition of this ancient seat of learning than 
Booker T. Washington, the colored man, 
director and projector of the Tuskegee 
(Al.) Manual Training Institute. No 
man has more clearly recognized the limita- 
tions of his race or clearly pointed out 
the methods by which they can be removed 
and the colored man can advance his in- 
terests side by side with the white man. 
No one can estimate the good which his 
institute is doing in the of colored 
to

JOHN FISKE ON SCIENTIFIC PROGRESS, 

Unless it be Herbert Spencer no modern 
scientific scholar is better fitted to write a 
general résumé of “ A Century’s Progress 
in Science” than John Fiske, and the in- 
terest that attaches to his article in the 
July Atlantic on this subject is in accord- 
ance with that fact. He traces the broad 
outlines of advance in pure science from the 
days of 1774, when Dr. Priestley’s discov- 
ery of “ dephlogisticated air,” or oxygen, 
marked the final emergence of chemistry 
from alchemy, down to the latest work of 
Pasteur and Koch, 

Before Priestley’s discovery all combus- 
tion was accounted for by Stahl’s doctrine 
of phlogiston—a fire principle that was sup- 
posed to escape from all burning substances. 
When somebody discovered that zine and 
lead and other substances grew heavier in 
burning, the scientists promptly concluded 
that in some cases phlogiston must weigh 
less than nothing. In fact, this wonderful 
stuff exhibited a skill in facing both ways, 
like that of an American candidate for 
office.“ Into this state of things Priestley’s 
discovery of oxygen came like a bomb. No 
room was left for phlogiston. Men's 
thoughts were dephlogisticated from that 
time forth.“ 

From the advent of Priestiey’s oxygen 
and of Lavoisier's use of the balance in 
chemistry, Prof. Fiske dates the discovery 
of the fundamental truth of the indestructi- 
bility of all matter—the principle on which 
modern chemistry rests. In astronomy the 
same methods of scientific accuracy gradu- 
ally prevailed, until in 1845 Lagrange and 
Laplace, by their simultaneous discovery 
of Neptune through pure mathematical 
reasoning, “furnished for the Newtonian 
theory the grandest confirmation known in 
the whole history of science.” In 1836 
Comte declared it was impossible to per- 
form the feat of measuring the distance of 
a star. Within three years Bessel had done 
it, and it is already a third of a century 
since Kirchhoff and Bunsen even supplied 
the data, through the spectrum, for a stel- 
lar chemistry. “A still more wonderful 
result of spectrum analysis is our ability 
to measure the motion of a star through a 
slight shifting in the wave lengths of the 
light which it emits.” The writer also 
speaks of the triumphs achieved through the 
application of the photographic plate to the 
telescope, revealing the existence of count- 
less stars and nebule too remote to be other- 
wise reached by any visual process. 

But if chemistry and astronomy were in 
a backward state a century ago, it was 
still worse with geology. Here, too, the 
antagonism of the theologians was slower 
in dying out. The complaint against New- 
ton that he substituted blind gravitation for 
an intelligent deity was nothing compared 
to the abuse that was lavished upon geolo- 
gists for disturbing the accepted biblical 
chronology. At the time when Priestley 
dephlogisticated chemistry educated men 
wer still to be found who could maintain 
with a sober face that fossils had been 
created already dead and petrified, just for 
the fun of the thing. But the writings of 
Buffon were preparing the way for scientific 
geology, and the new science won its first 
great triumph in 1830 with Lyell’s proof of 
slow geological changes as opposed to the 
old catastrophic theory. It was a.new and 
powerful thought that if we could have 
come to the earth on a visit in the Carbon- 
iferous Age we should have found things 
going on in the same measured sequence of 
sunshine and rain as is to be seen today in 
any daisied field in June. It set men to 
thinking on the line of the continuity of 
causes, and the natural though revolution- 
ary result was the birth and acceptance of 
the theory of organic evolution on which all 
the science of today is built. 

Prof. Fiske traces the advent of evolution 
down through Linneus and Cuvier, Baer 
and Huxley, Spencer and Darwin. He 
shows that Spencer had the evolutionary 
idea long before the publication of the 
Origin of Species,” but that he lacked the 
idea of natural selection. Prof. Fiske is 
evidently inclined to place Spencer above 
Darwin. He says the work of Spencer is 
“beyond precedent for comprehensiveness 
and depth.” 

Then he passes on to the undulatory 
theory of light and the modern discoveries 
in electricity. He passes over the practical 
applications of this new force, but remarks: 
In this region, I suspect, we are to look for 
some of the most striking disclosures of the 
future.” Then he dips into the science of 
comparative philology and ethnology, and 
mentions numerous accepted facts which 
sixty years ago would have been scouted as 
idle vagaries. The point he makes is that 
we have at last come to a period where the 
law of dynamic development is seen to per- 
vade everything. This, he holds, is the 
grand scientific leap of the century. 
“Whatever else the philosophy of future 
generations may be, it must be some kind of 
philosophy of evolution.“ 

It is in keeping with the character of the 
author of this wide-visioned article that he 
sums up the whole triumph of science as 
emphasizing the dignity of man, whose per- 
sistent seeking for truth has been thus 
grandly rewarded. 


CLOSING OF THE POOL-ROOMS. 
Through the efforts of THe TRI SUNN 
most of the pool-rooms which have been 
operating in Chicago of late have been 
closed, and it now devolves on the officers 
of the law to see that the proprietors of 


these gambling dens and all others con- 


nected with them are punished to the fullest 
extent. They are the worst sort of enemies 
of society and good morals and should be 
given to understand that their nefarious 
operations will not be longer tolerated.

Among 
certain persons the idea is prevalent that 
pool-rooms are a necessary evil and should 
be allowed to operate under certain restric- 
tions. Any one who has a proper concep- 
tion of what is right and what is wrong, 
however, knows that gambling dens where 
young men squander their earnings—and 
often the earnings of their parents or em- 
„eee

and chiltiren, are not a hecessary evil and are 
not concerns from which anything that is 
to this pool rooms are invariably the haunts 
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odds ha ve urged that closing the pool- rooms 
means doubling the attendance at the In- 
diana tracks, and have even hinted that the 
r@cent exposures were inspired by Hankins 
and his associates. The former charge is 
to.a certain extent true, but the latter is so 
absurd on its face that to discuss it would 
be but wasting time. Because certain peo- 
ple are possessed with an insatiable desire 
to gamble, and will do so abroad if not al- 
lowed to at home, is no reason why corrup- 
tion should be allowed to flourish. Decency 
and honor should not be sacrificed to de- 
pravity and crime. The Indiana tracks are 
bad institutions, but they are unfortunately 
not amenable to Illinois laws and are there- 
fore the affairs of another set of officials. 
The pool-rooms are local evils and must be 
dealt with by local doctors of the law. 


+ CHICAGO’S LOVE OF BOOKS. 

Sir Walter Besant's recent prophecy that 
Chicago was destined to bef great and per- 
manent literary center was based in part on 
the pronounced literary tastes of the people 
of the whole Northwest. His thesis finds 
a singular confirmation in the report of the 
Chicago Public Library Board for the fiscal 
year ended Junel. The report shows that 
the public library of this city leads the world 
in the number of volumes annually drawn 
out and read in the homes of the people. 

It should be a subject of congratulation, 
not only for the library authorities but for 
the city at large, that the 1,173,586 volumes 
circulated from the library and substations 
in the last year break the world’s record for 
similar institutions, The English manu- 
facturing city of Manchester comes in as a 
distant second with 975,944 volumes circu- 
lated; learned Boston follows with 847,321, 
and Birmingham, England, is fourth with 
818.312 volumes. 

This fact is full of hopeful significance 
for Chicago. Nor need there be any dis- 
credit in admitting that it means even more 
for the future than it means for the present. 
Chicago is preéminently a commercial and 
manufacturing city, and it will be noted 
that the public library even of cultured Bos- 
ton falls into the background when com- 
pared with that of Chicago and other cities 
containing a large element of workingmen. 
No doubt the numerous private libraries of 
Boston have something to do with the 
smaller patronage of the public library. 
But the magnificent figures of the Chicago 
Public Library show that the desire for en- 
lightenment and for the culture of letters 
is fully as strong among the great class 
which cannot afford to own its libraries in 
private as it is in the smaller coteries of 
older literary centers, In other words, Chi- 
cago needs only time and a continued 
growth of public library advantages to sur- 
pass all other cities in literary res geste, as 
it has already done in more materia! achieve- 
ments, 

The Chicago Public Library now contains 
217,203 bound volumes, This indicates that 
each volume has been read by an average of 
over five persons during the year. Of 
course, fiction has contributed most heavily 
to this showing. But the demand for 
periodicals and books of reference more 
than duplicates the circulating library fig- 
ures, the calls for all together aggregating 
2,542,244, an increase of 57,192 over the 
previous year. Indeed, the demand for use- 
ful knowledge is on the increase much 
faster than that for mere entertainment—a 
strikingly encouraging sign. The reading 
rooms, especially in the denser portions of 
the city, are already utterly inadequate. 

Certainly the taxpayers of Chicago need 
no urging to impress upon them the con- 
viction that this important educational 
movement should not be hampered by lack 
of either room or funds. The library is now 
adding annually over 10,000 volumes to its 
list, and the additions should be still more 
liberal after the institution moves into its 
beautiful new building next January. Chi- 
cago has already become the greatest 
library center on the continent, and Chicago 
should take pride in mainfaining its place 
permanently in the forefront of the modern 
renaissance that is reaching to the very 
heart of the masses. 


HEALTHY AND UNHEALTHY OCCUPA- 
TIONS, 

The St. James’ Budget has drawn from 
the reports of the British Registrar-General 
some extremely interesting statistics, show- 
ing the rate of mortality in the various pro- 
fessions, occupations, and industrial pur- 
suits. The healthiest men in England are 
the barristers, the unhealthiest the cabmen. 
Next to the barristers come the established 
clergy and dissenting ministers and the 
civil engineers. All professional men, how- 
ever, are not equally fortunate. Taking 
100 deaths as the mean, barristers are as 
63, clergy 71, and civil engineers 86 to the 
100, while solicitors and schoolmasters, 
Romanist priests, physicians, and sargeons, 
chemists and druggists, and veterinary sur- 
geons are all above the mean, the latter, 
113, furnishing the highest rate of mortal- 
ity. The cabmen head the list, for they 
have 143 to the mean of 100 deaths. 

Publicans and their employés come next 
to the jehus, standing at 138, and the pot- 
ters stand at the same figures. The rate 
for farmers and graziers is 85 to 100, for 
gamekeepers 80, and for agricultural la- 
borers 91. In home industries the groce 
stands at 76, drapers 108, bakers 100, tailors 
109, commercial travelers 110, musicians, 
clerks, and butchers 111, hair dressers 
127, bargemen 129, carmen, carriers, and 
draymen 131, domestic servants 93. 

The variations in the death rate are 
sufficiently explained by the nature of the 
occupations. The grocer, for instance, 
who stands at 76, serves in a shop with 
open doors and windows and a good circu- 
lation of air, while the draper, who stands 
at 108, serves in a close shop filled with 

uff and dust particles which affect the 
lungs. The potters, who stand at 138, are 
similarly affected by dust from their wheels. 
The cabmen, carriers, fishmongers, and 
others working out of doors are affected 
by the extreme changes of weather and ex- 
posure to wet and cold. Out of 42 chief 
industries 30 are above the average and 12 
below. “ Dangerous as is mining to life,” 
says the Budget, “it is not much worse 
than the work of the butcher, and is posi- 
tively better than that of the plumber, 
painter, engine driver, glass worker, and 
many others.” The whole secret of health 
appears to lie in good ventilation and an 
absence of undue exposure. The Budget 


illustrates this point as follows: 
A striking proof of this is afforded by the mor- 
tality rates which prevailed in English barracks 


apparent. They call for the utmost care 


part of proprietors. How those who are en- 
gaged in outdoor occupations can make 
them more healthy does not appear. 


A WORD TO BUILDING AND LOAN IN- 
VESTORS. 

Men and women, to the number of about 
76,000, are owners of shares in the different 
Chicago building and loan associations. 
They have put their savings into those asso- 
ciations because they can get a fair rate of 
interest on them. In the course of time 
most of them expect to use their savings in 
the purchase of homes of their own. 

The money thus invested amounts to 
about a hundred million dollars. It is the 
money of workingmey and workingwomen, 
saved up by self-denial and pinching econ- 
omy. If by any mischance half that money 
were to be lost and each of the 76,000 men 
and women to whom it belongs were to be 
stripped of half of his or her hard won 
accumulations, the most industrious and 
economical members of the laboring com- 
munity would be dealt a stunning blow. 

The men who at this moment run the 
Democratic party in this city and State, 
with Altgeld at their head, desire to deal 
such a blow by changing the money stand- 
ard from gold to 16 to 1 silver, and ask the 
workingmen to assist them in doing it, and 
be the voluntary instruments of their own 
ruin. They are asked to vote for a meas- 
ure which will enable the men who have 
borrowed from them 100 millions of dollars 
worth 100 cents apiece to wipe out their 
debts by the payment of 100 millions of dol- 
lars in debased money, each of which dollars 
will be worth orly 50 cents. 

That measure is the free and unlimited 
coinage of silverattheratioof16tol. The 
charlatans who favor that policy have the 
brazen effrontery ** tell wageworkers it 
would benefit them. Its effect would be 

to rob them of half they have saved and in- 
vested, for it would take away half the 
purchasing power of every dollar in their 
pockets, and of every dollar invested by 
them in the building associations. 

Is it the intention of the thousands of 
voters who are members of the Chicago 
building and loan associations to despoil 
themselves of 50 millions of dollars to 
oblige the free silver leaders of the Demo- 
cratic party, some of whom are actuated by 
revenge, some by ignorance, some by dis- 
honesty, and some by lust of office? 

Are the Germans who own thousands of 
shares in building and loan associations 
going to throw away half what they have 
saved up because a German renegade 
named Altgeld, who is false to the honest 
money principles which characterize the 
Germans, wants them todoso? They have 
worked hard and saved closely tu get what 


money they have, are they so unreason- 


ingly generous as to give away half of it 
to oblige Altgeld? He asks them to help 
him change the money standard to cheap 
dollars. He says that a gold dollar is equal 
to $2, and he wants it cut down one-ha ~ 
All these Germans have invested mone,’ 
just as good as gold in value. Hence, he 
asks them to vote to reélect him and to 
destroy half the value of their money. 

The Irish shareholders, of whom there 
are many, may have a great liking for 
Gahan, Byrne, Farrell, Burke, and other 
Irish leaders,“ but what have those lead- 
ers done for them that they should help to 
smash down the value of the currency, 
and thus sacrifice hard-earned money to 
oblige those oftice holders or seekers? The 
Irish are generous, but would not it be car- 
rying generosity a little too far to give up 
millions to accommodate their local bosses? 

The Scandinavians, Poles, Bohemians, 


’ Italians, and members of other nationalities 


are among the 76,000 persons who have put 
money into building and loan associations 
in this country. Are they prepared to throw 
away half the fruits of years of toil in 
order to please certain men of their nation- 
alities who are asking them to vote for free 
silver candidates, who, if elected, will, if 
in their power, cut the dollar in half so 
that the savings of labor may be cut in half? 

Votes are given to men to defend their 
rights with, and not to be cast in accordance 
with the wishes of dishonest, unscrupulous 
bosses. The shareholders in building and 
loan associations are free agents. They 
can vote in November for free coinage 
cheap money candidates and their own im- 
poverishment, or they can vote for honest 
money candidates and keep their savings 
intact. Which will they do?

A A A Hh aa a ha a ea ae aa aa a a 


NEW choral organization will in all 


probability be founded as an adjunct | 


of the Chicago Orchestra. The num- 

ber of singers will be limited to 200. 
Mr. Thomas will conduct the weekly re- 
hearsal. Mr. Arthur Mees is mentioned for 
the position of chorusmaster. 

The great number of works requiring the 
assistance of a chorus in presentation led to 
the present project. It will be founded on 

jans similar to the choruses in conjunction 
with the Lamoreaux orchestra of Paris. 
Many novelties hitherto barred owing to 
the lack of.an exclusively available chorus 
will be brought out during the forthcoming 


geason. 

Aside from the general programs in which 
the Chicago Orchestra chorus will be en- 
gaged, ‘the final concert of the series will in 
future be mainly choral. The new chorus 
will be brought together for rehearsal] in 
september and is purposed to be composed 
of good, fresh voices, recruited from the 
ranks of those responding to the general 


The plan is one that has long been enter- 
tained as tending to increase the scope of 
the orchestral programs, but until the 
present has not been deemed feasible. Ow- 

to the engagement of the orchestra for 
the next Italian opera season at the Audi- 
torlum out-of-town concerts will be in the 
main obviated. This arrangement allows 
the almost uninterrupted attention of Mr. 
rhomas to the chorus. 

Mr. Mees has been variously identified 
with Mr. Thomas in musical work since 1873. 
To this fact his present engagement is doubt- 
less due. In this relation his most recent 
position was that of assistant director at 
the Exposition. Educated at Berlin, Mr. 
Mees was engaged for the Cincinnati Mus- 
jeal College under Mr. Thomas’ régime in 
1879. He has acted as organist of the Cin- 
cinnati' May Festival since the first asso- 
ciation of Mr. Thomas with that un- 
dertäking in 1873. When the Amer- 
ican Opera company was organized 
with Mr. Thomas As conductor Mr. Mees 
served as assistant conductor. Subsequent- 
ly he acted as direator of the Beethoven 
Society and later of the Orpheus Society in 
New York. He also conducted a mixed 
chorus at Albany, where for the last five 
years he has directed an annual musical 
festival. Mr. Mees, in addition to his duties 
as chorusmaster, will, it is said, act as 
organist and accompantst of the orchestra, 
and in case of illness of Mr. Thomas as 
conductor of the Chicago Orchestra.

Ne yesterday of lifé and tomorrow 
ot forgetfulness, but an eternal today of 
remembrance, Things regarded as greater 
in the day in which they were written live 
between closed covers. These songs live in 
the hearts of the people. To have written 
one such song is to have lived for a great 
purpose. 

Dr. Root needs no monument to make him 
remembered. He left the most enduring one 
of all. But the generation that knew him 
does well to leave a reminder of the fact 
that it prized his worth. No more appropri- 
ate place than Chicago could be found for 
the building of this monument. It was here,

according to his own acknowledgment, that 
Dr. Root first grasped the spirit of true 
Americanism. It was here that he voiced 
it in the best songs that he wrote. Satur- 
day of this week, July 4, has been most ap- 
propriately chosen the day in which to 
honor his memory and advance the cause 
of the projected monument by a concert of 
his’ songs at the Coliseum. The scene will 
probably be imposing and the conditions 
full of patriotie inspiration. 

There is no fitter time than the year of a 
Presidential election to call to mind the 
full duties and demandsof citizenship. And 
there is no better way of doing it than by 
recalling in their songs the memory of those 
who fought that we might have that which 
is ours today. It was men like Dr. Root 
who helped to bring such things about. The 
same spirit of indomitable will, of endurance, 
and of faith that his corks hold gained us 
the battles of 76, and if needs be will gain 
us the battles of ’96. ,

BARTHOLBI'S LIBERTY ALMOST A RUIN 


Its Condition So Bad That It Will Cost 
$150,000 to Put It in Re- 
pair. 


New York Journal: Bartholdi’s statue of 
Liberty is so sadly out of repair that $150,000 
will be required ta place it in proper condi- 
tion. 

The gigantic work of art France proudly 
gave to light and ornament the harbor of 
New York is rapidly becoming a monument 
of carelessness. Instead of inspiring the ad- 
miration of the visitor, it gives birth to dis- 
appointment. 

As you pass beneath the first arch the 
looseness of the brickwork is prominently 
in evidence. The walis are seamed and 
scarred. Climbing the stairs, rifts through 
which the light streams are observed on 
all sides. These were not in existence in the 
statue at first, but are the result of the riv- 
ets, intended to hold up the huge dress of 
the goddess in position, having fallen out. 

Liberty’s dress is literally ragged and fall- 
ing from her. Some of the copper pieces of 
her attire are loose, and so far from be- 
ing fastened to the next patch that one can 


insert one’s hand between the plates. Riv- 


eta that are loose in other placeg rattle every 
time a gust of wind strikes the folds of the 
dress on the outside, producing a sound like 
a gigantic rattle-box. 

Wherever there is a fold in the dress the 
turn of the fold has been subjected for some 
reason or other to rusting—as it is 
called with iron—but with copper 
it is the depositing of verdigris, or oxide 
of copper. Many of these rents are large 
and constantly growing in size. In one place, 
about half way between the head and feet, 
twenty-seven rivets have fallen out ina row, 
leaving the copper plate barely hanging and 
bent forward. A good push would force an 
opening sufficient to permit a man to put his 
whole arm through Liberty’s watch pocket 
at the waist. 

At the top, where Miss Liberty’s brains 
ought to be, are windows which are really 
the openings in the crown surmounting her 
forehead. These windows are no longer tight 
and firm. 

Climb up through the hollow arm that 
holds aloft the torch. When you are up in 
the torch you may look out and down upon 
the crown of Miss Liberty’s head. There 
six holes in her skull, where the bolts have 
fallen, may be observed. Dame Nature is 
well on in the work of taking out.a plate or 
two of her skull, the most gigantic piece of 
trephining ever known. The rain may pour 
through, until some day she will have a fine 
case of water on the brain. 

As the wind blows against the huge pile it 
rocks, sways, and vibrates until only the 
bravest feel safe. This is getting worse all 
the time, and the statue needs thorough rein- 
forcing and bracing all over. The steel beams 
on the inside are powerful enough, but they 
are thick with rust from the salt air and 
moisture that come in through the rivet 
holes and rents of the dress continually. 

Once there were electric lights all the way 
up the stairs on the inside. The wires are 
still there, but the lights are gone. Now only 
smoky oil lanterns flicker and fume, shedding 
little light, but much nauseous smoke. It is 
like a climb in a dungeon except for the light 
that peeps through the rivet holes, 

Liberty has been described as much a God- 
dess of Light as a Goddess of Liberty. 

Now she is a Goddess of Darkness. Notan 
electric light on the inside where once there 
were hundreds. Once the torch had six pow- 
erful eléctric lights flooding the harbor with 
their piercing rays. Only one is left from 
the ruin. It is in bad repair, and a man has 
to he kept on duty every night to climb up 
and fix it when it goes out. 

Not only is the torch almost bereft of 
light, but the colored lights that were once 
about the crown are gone. Onty the places 
are left where they used to be screwed on. 
Once more than 50,000 candle-power of lights 
shone every night from the lofty statue. 
Now only one light is left, and when it fails 
the statue will be enshrouded in darkness. 

Only two men are employed to care for 
the statue, and they do little. The reason is 
that Uncle Sam has no money for the pur- 

se. What is spent comes from the light- 

ouseé appropriation at the expense of other 
lighthouses. The profits of the boat line 
running to the island are supposed to go to 
the fund for the completion of the statue, 
but there are no profits. The boat is required 
to make its regular hourly trips winter and 
summer, passengers or no passengers, and 
the expense has been greater than the in- 
come. 

“ To say nothing of completing the statue, 
it would cost at least $150,000 to do the need- 

pairs,“ said one of the employés at the 
island. There ts no $150,000 in sight for re- 
pairs and not a cent for completion.” 


Congressional Library Decorations. 
The eight piers in the rotunda of the new 
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E season of art exhibitions in Chicago 
is at an end. The Art Institute closes 
its interesting and successful series 
with the showing of work by pupils of 

the art school, which opened a week ago last 
Friday. This exhibition will remain prob- 
ably during the present week. Next week 
it will be removed from the north galleries, 
and the whole museum will be given a thor- 
ough house-cleaning. The Hanford collec- 
tion and the old masters will be put back in 
their accustomed places. Director French 
is desirous of having the school work remain 
on exhibition longer, but thinks it rather un- 
dignified that the pupils’ drawings should 
longer displace the important paintings by 
the old masters. The school work, or the 
best of it at any rate, will be displayed prob 

ably in the basement, or in one of the most 
accessible of the school rooms, during most 
of the summer, so that all persons interested 
in the school may see it. This is certainly 
the best exhibition of work the art school has 
ever made, and is most gratifying as 
showing the excellent work the Art Institute 
school is accomplishing. 

The Doré gallery will probably remain 
during the summer. The owners prefer to 
keep it at the museum, even though it brings 
them no returns, rather than to put it in 
storage. It cannot remain longer than Oct. 
1, for on that date the galleries in the south 
wing will be needed for the annual exhibi- 
tion of oil paintings and sculpture by Amer- 
ican artists, with which the exhibition sea- 
son of 1806-97 will begin. 

Further than this nothing but the perma- 
nent collections of the institute will be 
shown at the museum until autumn. 


A letter from Svend Svendsen, the Chicago 
painter who started on the first of the month 
for an extended European sojourn, informs 
his friends of his safe arrival after a pleas- 
ant ocean voyage.

The art editor of Scribner’s Magazine re- 
cently overheard several young artists dis- 
cussing the work of Purvis de Chavannes 
in the Boston Public Library and elsewhere. 
These young men thought Chavannes was 
a faulty draftsman, and had no conception 
of color, but they were reminded by an older 
painter that the great Frenchman’s work 
“always looked well in place.“ This pro- 
vides Mr. Jacacci with a text for a little 
sermon on decorative art, in the July nurfi- 
ber of his magazine, which is highly interest- 
ing as well as timely in view of the increas- 
ing regard coming to be shown in the United 
States for truedecoration. Hesays: 

“The function of a decoration is to dee- 
orate, and for this purpose it is not sufficient 
that. it, shall be a good painting. A man may 
be a colorist and a draftsman, and a master 
of light and shade into the bargain; he may 
be all that you think Purvis de Chavannes is 
not; he may be a painter of the first rank, 
and prove his rank in the thing he has put 
upon a wall; and yet as a decorator he may 
fail. Or he may be none of these things, and 
yet be a born decorator, and his paintings 
will have an astonishing knack of ‘ looking 
wellin place.’ For la belle peinture will not 
make a decoration any more than les beaux 
vers will make a poem. The execution 
counts for little in decorative painting, anda 
well designed decoration might almost be 
executed anyhow. and by anybody. What 
is essential is the idea. 

Ot course, by the idea is not meant the 
story told, or the thought expressed. We 
are dealing with painting and not literature, 
and the idea must be a pictorial and a dec- 
orative idea. The decorator, then, is he who 
sees and conceives in a decorative way, 
largely and simply; he whose scheme of 
composition and color is a logical and inev- 
itable development of the architectural 
whole of which it forms a part: he whose 
work looks as: if it had grown out of the 
wall, not as if it had been placed upon it. 
Nowadays everybody can paint well, more 
or less, but the born decorator is as rare as 
ever, or rarer than ever. When you have 
found him and his work ‘looks well in 
place,’ do not worry as to whether or not he 
can draw in an impeccable manner, or 
whether or not he is a colorist. He is an 
artist, let that suffice.” *

The medal of honor of the Champs Elysées 
Salon this year went to Benjamin Constant, 
an artist whose works are almost as well 
known in America as in France. Constant 
won celebrity years ago with his Moorish 
pictyres, which are remarkable for their 
rich and iridescent hues.

They Study Guide Books, Keep Dairies, 
and Make Prices Higher. 

Paris, June 12.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
Paris is full of American tourists and the 
personally conducted” are everywhere. 
Regardless of the weather each morning to- 
ward 11 o’clock swarms of them pile with 
real French gayety into the six-horse carry- 


of Napoleon, the sepulchre of Gambetta, the 
catacombs, and to other cheerful spots. 

As a rule each traveler carries the inevita- 
ble Baedeker and many in addition the ever- 
lasting diary. 

What they see of the sights of Paris isa 
mystery, for when not reading their guide 
books they are jotting down impressions, but 
it seems to be popular to come to Europe to 
read Baedeker. 

Somp twenty kinds of Americans come to 
Paris and they are all on the junket and have 
all come to spend their money, nor could they 
come to a better place, for of all places adept 
in the art of draining your pocket of its last 
cent Paris holds the palm. 

One class of visitors have as their particu- 
lar ambition a desire to do the Arc de 
Triomphe, the sewers, and the morgue. 

Another class of them never get beyond 
the cafés and the gardens, and there are oth- 
ers who spend their entire time in the picture 
galleries. 

Some, having comfort as their foremost 
thought, go about with their feet incased in 
large hygienic shoes, and wearing the most 
disreputable-looking garments imaginaple, 


alls which their excursion tickets put at | 
their disposal and they aretakentothetomb | 


but they take sightseeing seriously and mean 
to do the thing thoroughly while they are 
about it, and Paris is the place to get what 
you are looking for, whether you choose to 
treat the matter seriously or, like the na- 
tives, to regard life as a huge joke and join 
in the fun. 

Just how, when everybody is shopping, the 
fashions are quite as interesting as any- 
thing else. 

White gloves are all the rage. All the 
world is gloved in immaculate white kids. 
Men, women, and children, morning, noon, 
and nigi.., wear no other kind, 

In the materials used for gowns the colors 
grow gayer as the days go by, and light, 
airy effects prevail. One may wear a tailor 
suit, yes, but not without a fancy vest 
covered with lace, tulle, ribbon, or spangled 
embroidery. 

Two handsome toilets are shown in the 
cuts drawn especially for THE TRIBUNE. 
The reception gown has a skirt of pompa- 
dour silk, now much in vogue. The waist is 
of mousseline de soi and has a fichu of that

They may, however, keep their pins 
and their wonderful effects, t C.“ remarked 
an American. I want to be thoroughly se- 
cure.“ 

Shopping éven in Paris has its trials. 

Since the influx of Americans and the con- 
sequent immense glove sales, prices have 
gone up, and.there is now little difference in 
the prices of the best French gloves and 
those on sale in Chicago. 

Struck by it, I interviewed one or two 
prominent glove makers on the subject. 

es,“ said the first I telked to “the 
prices of gloves are now h* er, every ing 
is higher, and the glove market feeis the 
effect of the rise. Two years ago gloves 
could be bought in Paris at one-third their 
cost in America. Now, Paris gloves are 
perhaps 25 per cent cheaper, but not that tn 
many qualities. The American trade has 
spoiled cheat, French prices.“

gchiesinger & Mayer Increase Their 
wabash Avenue Holdings—Lease of 
the Haskell Property—Develop- 
ment and Intprovement of Wabash 
avenue—Alexi Brothers’ New 

Hospital—Part oX the Old Grand Pa- 
cific Hotel to Be modeled. 


Despite the general dullness which pre- 
ed in the real estate market last week 
several interesting events developed to re- 
lieve the monotony of few sales. The most 
im rtant transaction consummated was 
the lease of the Frederick T. Haskell proper- 
ty, Nos. 143 and 145 Wabash avenue, by 
gchlesinger & Mayer for ninety-pine years 
gt an annual rental of $12,000. The land is 
forty feet front on Wabash avenue by 171 
feet deep to an alley. On a5 per cent basis 
rental named gives a valuation of the 

rty of $240,000, which is at the rate of 

900 a front foot or $35 a square foot. The 
puilding on the premises is four stories and 
basement high and was constructed in 1876. 
At present it is occupied by Alfred Peats’ 
per house, and will not be added to the 
store of Schlesinger & Mayer until the expl- 
tion of the lease of the present tenant, 
Wich has seven years torun. This property 
jg irnamediately south of the Barker property, 
recently leased by Schlesinger & Mayer for 


the same consideration, $12,000 a year fora 


term of ninety-nine years. The lessees have 
had plans prepared by Louis H. Sullivan, 
architect, for the improvement of the Barker 
building, which will be practically recon- 


gtructed of stone and steel, and when com- | 


pleted will be ten stories high. Only four 
stories, however, will be finished and occu- 
pied this fall. The improvements contem- 
plated on the building will aggregate $100,- 
000, while other alterations in this large re- 
tail establishment are pianned for the near 
future. 

The acquisition by Schlesinger & Mayer 
of eighty feet frontage on Wabash avenue 
is undoubtedly’ attributable to the advan- 
tages offered by the union loop. Their pres- 
ent store will be extended through from 
State street, making all the departments 
easily accessible to passengers from the 
elevated. 

With the recent additions the firm has a 
floor space of approximately 300,000 square 
feet. Schlesinger & Mayer have gradually 
enlarged their mercantile establishment 
during the last five years, and the increase 
in floor space is shown by the following 


table: 


1881 their store contained square feet 82,000 
1885 their store contained square feet...... 99.000 
1892 their store contained square fee. 120, 000 
105 their store contained square feet... 160.000

Wabash Avenue Leases. 

These leases and the improvements which 
will be made upon the properties are in line 
with the gradual movement of retail dealers 
toward Wabash avenue. No business street 
in Chicago has shown the same characteris- 
ties during the last year. In many respects 
it is an anomaly, and real estate men be- 
lieve it is destined’ to undergo a gradual 
transformation and a vast improvement 
within the next few years. R. E. Ismond 
is authority for the statement that rents 
en Wabash avenue are higher now than 
for the last five years, something which can 
be said of no other part of the business dis- 
trict. While the general tendency of rent- 
als all over the city, both for business and 
residence property, has been towards a 
somewhat lower level this year, with short 
term leases, the rents on Wabash avenue 
have not only held their own, but are actu- 
ally higher, in instances, than last vear. 

For several years there has been noticed 
a tendency toward an equalizatign of val- 
ves on State street and Wabash avenue. 


- There was a time when a store on Wabash 


avenue similarly located with respect to 
Madison street or any of the down-town 
cross-streets as a store of the same size and 
general conyenience on State street would 
not command a third as much rental. At 
the present time the average difference be- 
tween the rentals for the down-town proper- 
ty on the two thoroughfares is estimated 
at approximately 25 per cent in favor of 
State street. With the completion of the 
Elevated Loop and the increased number 
of customers who will be unloaded each day 
at the threshold of the Wabash avenue 
stores, rentals will gradually increase until 
they will equal, in the opinion of real es- 
tate men, the figures commanded by State 
street owners. At present there are not 
more than four vacant stores and two ten- 
antless buildings on Wabash avenue. The 
general changes being made in the property 


‘between Randolph and Harrtson streets are 


important, involving the exnenditure of a 
large sum of money. The Trude Building 
at the southwest corner of Randolph street 
is rapidly nearing completion and will cost 
upwards of $300,000. The demand for store 
and office space in this building has been ex- 
cellent and a large number of tenants have 
already signed leases. The foundation for 
the Silversmiths’ building, to be constructed 
at Nos. 133 to 189 Wabash avenue. 120 feet 
south of Madison street, is nearly com- 
pleted. The structure will cost $200,000, 


and. like the Trude building, will add greatly 


to the appearance of the thoroughfare. 
Leases have already been signed for all ex- 
cepting the first four floors of the building. 
Since the first of the year the alterations 
in buildings on Wabash avenue have been 
extensive. The building at the northeast 
corner of Madison street, which will be oc- 
cunied by Browning, King & Co., is under- 
going improvements to cost 850.000. The 


_ first two stories have been entirely remod- 


eled and fitted with a modern iron front 
and large displav windows. Marsball Field 
has converted the first story of the Fish 
Bullding at the southwest corner of Wash- 
ineton street into a number of small stores, 


- which are all rented and occunied. Other 


buildings have been remodeled and mod- 
ernized until the general change in the as- 
rect. with the Loon structure added, is par- 
ticularly noticeable. Retail dealers are 
seeking ovenines into Wabash avenue and 
feveral leases with this in view are pending. 
One large house is negotiating for a ninety- 
nine vear lease for the property which it now 
occupies at an average annual rental of 
840 000 for the term. Discussing the lease 
and the Loop, a member of the firm esti- 
mates that 190,000 new shoppers will he 
landed at his door every day when the line is 
in oneration. 

With the completion of the Lake-Front 
Park the tide of travel will be more and 
more toward the east.

GLOOMY FOURTH ‘OF 556. 


AMERICANS WONDERED IF THERE 
EVER WOULD BE ANOTHER. 


It Was Presidential Year—Fremont 
and Buchanan the Candidates—The 
Issue Was the Interpretation of the 
Declaration of Independence Itself 
First Independence Day of the 
Republican Party—Lincoln the Or- 
ator at Princeton.

It is dimcult for an American mind to 
_ grasp.the idea that the foundations of the 
Fourth of July were ever less impregnable 
than today, and yet only forty years ago— 
in 1836—not only the popularity but the 
very existence of the great holiday was 
seriously threatened. 

Eighteen hundred and fifty-six, like 1896, 
was a Presidential year, but while today 
the country is divided on a matter of pure 
financial policy, a matter which calls into 
question. none of the fundamental princi- 
ples of our government, then the country 
was agitating the very foundation on which 
the Fourth of July itself rests. The greatest 
clause of the declaration of Independence, 
All men are created free and equal,” was 
in dispute. What did it mean? All men,” 
without regard to rank, condition, or color? 
or was it all white men,“ or might it not be 
all white Protestant men.“ 

The disputants had gone so far as to or- 
ganize parties and put up Presidential can- 
didates who stood for these various inter- 


they moved in delegations or processions, it 
being the intention to combine the various 
representations at Princeton.in a gigantic 
parade. The experiences of a member of 
one of these delegations—that from Tiskilwa 
—were published in a local paper a few days 
after the celebration. It is evident from the 
letter that the Fourth of July, 1856, was a 
great day for that part of the world: 

At an early hour,” says the correspond- 
ent, the wagons commenced pouring into 
our town’ by scores, bound for Princeton, 
with their flags flying, and bearing on them 
in large glaring letters different inscriptions. 
We noticed a banner in the Henry delegation 
with the motto ‘Liberty or Death’ in- 
scribed thereon. Load after load, not wish- 
ing to wait for the procession, passed on and 
could not be prevailed on to stop and fall in 
with the rest. We got in our conveyance and, 
after taking our place in the proccssion, we 
looked ahead of us and the procession in 
front reached as far as the eye could extend. 
We remarked that we must be near the last 
end of the procession—looking round, we 
came to the conclusion that this was not the 
case—just at that time the Henry delega- 
tion, whith numbered in all about forty or 
fifty wagons and carriages, was heaving in 
sight—thus making quite an addition to our 
numbers and increasing our length. Before 
arriving at Princeton the wagons and car- 
riages were counted, and we were told num- 
bered 160 vehicles, many of which had from 
fifteen to eighteen persons, and in fact there 
were several that had as many as twenty- 
five persons in each. From this a partial 
conclusion can be drawn as to the number in 
attendance at the celebration. On arriving 
at Princeton we ‘found all the principal 
streets so crowded that it was an impdssibil- 
ity for our wagons to get around in anything 
like order. We therefore were compelled to 
turn as best we could.“

NOTABLE CELEBRATION IN ITS ONLY 
PARK, NOW OBLITERATED. 


Dearborn Park, Now Covered by the 
Pablic Library, Was Then the 
Young City’s Only Pleasure Ground 
How the Day Was Observed in 
Those Days—Good Things to Eat, 
Made by the Housewives—Other 


Features of the Occasion. 

When one of Chicago’s public parks re- 
cently disappeared and became forever lost 
by official obliteration very few of the 1,700,- 
000 citizens knew of the existence of such a 
place and of the simple pathos interwoven 
with the early history of this beauty spot 
of the maiden city. Dearborn Park, so qui- 
etly effaced, had been. in the best days, only 
a small parallelogram of municipal dirt, on 
which had clustered a grove of dumpy trees, 
sheltering an acre or 80 of measly grass; 
but it caught an infinite compass of pure 
air and afforded an unobstructed view of 
Lake Michigan. two great things cared for 
by the initial inhabitant. 

Take it in 1850! It was then, as for sev- 
eral years afterwards, the only park in Chi- 
cago. It was the pride of the citizens be-

The north end of the 
park was given up for dining space, and the 
tables—boards placed upon stakes driven 
into the ground—were hidden under white 
cloths.

They had been wait- 
ing for hours around two blacksmiths’ an- 
vils—the only artillery of the city—and a 
small fire. Some one cries out that it is 4 
o'clock, and immediately a red speck circles 
from the fire to one of the masses of iron. 
A puff of smoke rises slowly in the damp 
air, and there follows a roar that makes 
every building within half a mile shake as 
with an ague. The boom of the other anvil 
catches and tails on to the echo of the first, 
and waiting hands ran Old Glory, amid a 
round of cheers, to the topmast head of the 
liberty pole. The Fourth has begun in the 
Garden City.

NEW VIEW OF BYRON. 


LADY BLESSINGTON’S DIARY GIVES A 
SHARP PORTRAIT OF THE POET. 


She Met Him in 1822 in Genoa—His 
Prominent Defect Was Flippancy 
and Want of Self-Possession—Nota-<~ 
ble Characteristics of the Famous 
Englishman—He Discussed Family 
Affairs and Confessed His Faults— 
His Dieting Scheme. 

[From a review of J. Fitzgerald Molloy’s ‘‘ Lady 
Blessington "’ in the New York Sunday Sun.] 

The diary kept by Lady Blessington dur- 
ing her travels is mainly devoted to descrip- 
tions of places visited. The most interest- 
ing pages are those in which she recounts 
her meeting for the first time with Lord 
Byron. This took place in Genoa, a city 
which she reached after nearly eight months 
2 Here Byron had been settled 
sitice September, 1822, in the Casa Saluzzi, 
in a suburb of the city named Albaro. The 
poet occupied one wing of the palace, and 
the Gamba family, consisting of the Count- 
ess Guiccioli, her father, and her brother, 
the other. Since April, 1819, Byron had been 
the avowed lover of the Countess, who, when 
he first met her, was but 16 years old. 

Lord Blessington had known Byron, with 


he added, “ they avenge themselves by at- 
tacking me in every‘sort of way.“ 


Some Notable Characteristics. 


On the walls hung a small portrait of his 
daughter. Lady Blessington, looking at 
this, remarked that the child bore him a 
strong resemblance, which seemed to grat- 
ify him. ‘I am told she is clever,“ he said, 
but I hope not; and, above all, I hope she 
is not poetical. The price paid for such ad- 
vantages, if advantages they be, is such as 
to make me crave that my child may escape 
them.“ As he talked to her and her party, 
Lady Blessington, who was a shrewd ob- 
server, had opportunities of noticing various 
characteristics of the poet. He had the 
smallest hand she had ever seen on a man, 
finely shaped, delicately white, the nails 
rose-colored and highly polished, so that they 
resembled delicate pink shells; his voice 
was clear and melodious, though somewhat 
effeminate, and his enunciation so distinct 
that, though his tone was low pitched, not 
a word was lost: his laughter was music 
itself. She thought he owed less to his 
elothes than any other man of her acquaint- 
ance, they being not only old-fashioned, 
but ill-fitting. ‘‘He does not,” she notes, 
give me the impression that he is ill-na- 
tured or malicious, even whilst uttering re- 
marks that imply the presence of these 
qualities. It appears to me that they pro- 
ceed from a reckless levity of disposition 
that renders him incapable of checking the 
spirituel but sarcastic sallies which the

Church. It was hemmed in by dwellings at 
each end, so that the dwellers in those 
houses seemed to look out upon a bit of 
transplanted forest and to be in touch with 


what were, even then, the rapidly vanishing 


beauties of nature. # 

Among the limbs of the ambitious oaks of 
this little park plucky birds built their nests 
and reared their young, just as in the wild 
woods. Into its summer shades of morning 
and evening came youpg mothers with their 
babes, who gossiped while they trotted on 
their knees the colicky business Titans of the 
new generation. They took the ozone from 
the lake in their lungs and the sunlight 
through the leaves brought tan and freckles 
to the careworn woman and the fretful child, 
just as happens in the great parks of today. 
An open fence of common boards surround- 
ed the tract and gave a defined compass to 
this play-and-prattle ground of the chil- 
dren—some of whom were always there be- 
tween the times of budding twigs and fall- 
ing leaves—as it was also the lounging place 
of their staid and reputable elders. There 
was a placidity and a peace about the park 
that made it a sort of Mecca, undisturbed by 
ruffianism and unguarded by police. The 
only enemy to comfort was the ubiquitous 
mosquito, which grew to such large and 
lusty proportions as to become a terror at 
times, holding the park against all comers. 

Foarth of July. 1850. 

Though quiet, and with a continual air of 
peaceful domesticity through the spring, 
summer, and fall months, there was one day 
of the year, the Fourth of July, when Dear- 
born Park lost its customary appearance of 
dignity and decorum and gave itself up to 
patriotism. The community was just about 
the right size to have and to thoroughly 
enjoy an old-fashioned Fourth—a hallelujah 
time for Liberty in shirt sleeves, duck 
trousers, and a straw hat. There was more 
ot. a public demonstration with undoubted 
heartiness in it in those times in Dearborn 
Park than is exhibited by the city now, when 
it is over eighty times as large. Everybody 
shook hands with the heroes of 76 in a spirit- 
ual way and had a good word tosay for oth- 
ers besides Washington. Patriotism bub- 
bled and boiled and frothed, spread itself 
over grass and got up into the tops of the 
trees in the small boy way. It was aston- 
ishing to note how the people came out of 
their shelis of selfishness and for twenty- 
four hours held a carnival of the best and 
purest kind of communion—the good-fellow- 
ship of equality, fraternity, and American 
liberty, all pure, simple, and hearty. 

A Fourth of July, A. D. 1850, was an en- 
tirely different affair from what that of ‘96 
will be. Something more was required than 
a sandwich, a pickle, and a bottle of beer 
under a tree. The Goddess of Liberty used 
to wear a stomach before bicycles came into 
vogue. To fill the stomachs good Chicago 
housewives began days before the Fourth to 

lan and cook; and larders and kitchens were 

axed for the great spread of food for that 
occasion. Never again will there be the 
like, for the world is now fed by contract. 
The men were not praying while the women 
worked. They built the grand stand, and 
the benches, and the serried rows of tables, 
und arranged for the oration and the toasts

By 10 o’clock the eating end of the park 
looked like the dining-room of a huge hotel. 
The tables were holding up packages of all 
Shapes and sizes, and there was a constant 
coming of others, by buggies, by drays, by 
wheelbarrows, and by hand. Hopeless 
though it might seem, order was created, so 
that by noon the tables were arranged, and 
displayed meats—from sardines to roast pig 
—Vvegetables from Chicago gardens, pastry, 
doughnuts, pies, and custards, coffee and 
lemonade without stint, and sauces, jellies, 
and relishes that made the snowy cloth seem 
strewn with rubies, sapphires, and emeralds. 
But best of all were the smiling faces of ma- 
trons in waiting, women for whom caste in 
society had not yet marked out rigid lines of 
division. 

Features of the Procession. 

There would not have been much of a 
celebration without the procession. It was 
not a monster affair, but did very well, 
everything considered. It took in the Mayor 
(James Curtis), with his officials, the eighteen 
Aldermen (among the best of the citizens), 
the Tigers.“ a military company, and the 
Fire Department, of which C. P. Bradiey 
was Chief. There were the hand fire engines 
Fire King, Metamora, Niagara, Red Jacxet, 
Excelsior, and Garden City; the hose com- 
panies Philadelphia and Hope, and the 
Pioneer, a hook and ladder company, all 
gay with many-colored ribbons flying from 
every point to which they could be attached, 
and every bit of copper and brass polished 
to dazzling brightness. Everybody looked 
and acted proud, and when the band—strong 
in wind if not always in harmony—burst out 
with The Star Spangled Banner,“ the line 
came out in cheers, and beginning its march 
wound its way in and out upon Lake and 
Randolph and Madison and Washington, un- 
til, like the crowd, it brought up at the 
park to find the orator of the day ready with 
his oration, the preacher with his prayer, 
and, a cracker’s skip away, the tables with 
their viands. 

Nearly all Fourth of July orations are laid 
in the same concrete and traverse the same 
ground, and this one was like the others. 
It spoke of liberty to.all, while white men 
were hunting black slaves throughout the 
North and the slave-trader was still run- 
ning in his cargoes from Africa. Still, it was 
thought to be so good that the band played 
„Hail Columbia with much vigor when the 
speaker's voice ceased and the crowd 
clapped its hands in a spirit of enthusiasm 
that made everything accord with the day. 
The orator long ago began to speak in that 
unknown country behind the Valley of the 
Shadow, the band players passed to heaven- 
ly choirs years and years ago, and few are 
left of the lookers-on of that day in the lost 
park.: Some are here yet—gray-heads in 
banks, counting-rooms, and the offices of 
great manufactories—white hairs showing 
like patches of snow in April’s green-grassed 
corners or under the tangled undergrowth 
of shaded slopes. 

Of thé dinner that followed after who of 
the. few survivors now remember the 
sharp speeches, the witty responses, the 
texts and sentiments, the eloquence of even 
the face of such men as Isaac N. Arnold, 
Levi D. Boone, Mark Beaubien, Isaac Cook, 
Dr. W. B. Bgan, Tom Hoyne, James H. 
Collins, George W. Dole, Judge Grant Good- 
rich, Gurden S. Hubbard, John H. Kinzie, 
J. Young Scammon. W. B. Snowhook, and 
John Wentworth—a few out of scores of 
brilliant intellectual! lights long since burned 
out, and of social forces that did their work 
and. passed away. No picnic this, but a 


quaintance, and to whom he wished to intro- 
duce his wife.

Byron then,“ as the Countess writes, im- 
mediately hurried out into the court, and I, 
who heard the sound of steps, looked 
through the gate and beheld him approaching 
quickly, without his hat, and considerably 
in advance of the othertwogentlemen.” At 
first Lady Blessington felt disappointed by 
the appearance of the poet, because he was 
unlike the ideal she had formed of the author 
of Manfred and ‘‘ Childe Harold.“ She 
had expected to find a dignified, cold, re- 
served, and haughty individual, resembling 
the mysterious personages he loved to paint 
in his work, but nothing, she considered, 
could be more different. Were I to point 
out,“ she writes, a prominent defect of 
Lord Byron I should say it was flippancy 
and a total want of the natural self-posses- 
sion and dignity which ought to characterize 
a man of birth and education.” 


Her Description of the Poet, 


On reflection, however, she admitted that 
most people would be more than satisfied 
with his appearance and manner, for the 
first was prepossessing and the second cor- 
dial. ‘‘ His head,“ she writes, is peculiar- 
ly well shaped, the forehead high, open, and 
highly indicative of intellectual power; his 
eyes are gray and expressive—one is visibly 
larger than the other; his nose looks hand- 
some in profile, but in front is somewhat 
clumsy. The eyebrows are well defined and 
flexible; the mouth is faultless, the upper 
lip being of Grecian shortness, and both as 
finely chiseled, to use an artist’s phrase, as 
those of an antique statue. Thereis a scorn- 
ful expression in the latter feature that does 
not deteriorate from its beauty. His chin is 
large, but well shaped and not at all fleshy, 
and finishes well with his face, which is of 
an oval form. His hair has already much of 
silver among its dark brown curls; its texture 
is very silky, and although it retreats from 
his temples, leaving his forehead very bare, 
its growth at the sides and back of his head 
is abundant. I have seldom seen,“ she adds. 
a smoother or more fair skin. Although 
very pale, his is not the pallor of ill health. 
He is so exceedingly thin that hig figure has 
an almost boyish air, yet there is something 
so striking in his whole appearance that he 
could not be mistaken for an ordinary per- 
son. I do not think that I should have ob- 
served his lameness had not my attention 
been called to it by his own visible conscious- 


ness of this infirmity, a consciousness that 


gives a gaucherie to his movements.” The 
saloon into which the poet led his visitors 
was spacious but barely furnished, ite win- 


dos on one side looking into a stately gar- 


den, with orange trees and cedars, terraces 
and fountains. Into this somewhat somber 
room Lady Blessington, her expressive face 
bright with smiles of triumph and gratifica- 
tion, her exquisite toilet radiant with color, 
came as a beam of sunshine. At first the 
conversation turned on common friends and 
then on the number of English people who 
pestered Byron with visits, though most of 
them were unknown to him. He stated that 
he steadily refused to receive any but those 


her, however, as if he were more ready to 
own than to correct his faults, and that he 
considered his candor in acknowledging 
them an amende honorable. 


Dieting Against Stoutness. 


We learn that the scheme of living which 
Byron followed at this time, about a year 
before his death, consisted not only in diet- 
ing himself on vegetables, drinking vinegar, 
and taking. medicine in excess, but, at 
times, in enduring pangs of hunger, by 
means of which he hoped to master a natu- 
ral tendency to stoutness, and by keeping 
thin to preserve the finer outline of face 
and symmetry of form which gave interest 
to his appearance and ‘youthfulness to his 
figure. He explained to the Blessingtons 
that no choice was left him but to sacrifice 
his body to his mind; that, if he lived as 
others, he would not only be ill, but would 
lose his intellectual faculties. To eat _ani- 
mal food, he argued, was to engender ani- 
mal appetites; as proof of which he in- 
stanced the manner in which pugilists are 
fed: while to live on fish and vegetables 
was to support existence without pamper- 
ing it. He took evident pride in arriving at 
results which cost him so much pain; and, 
with a boyish air, would ask, Don’t you 
think I get thinner?’ Or again, “ Did you 
ever see any one so thin as I am who is not 
ill?” There is no doubt that his desired 
condition of thinness was obtained at the 
expense of his health. He obstinately re- 
sisted the advice of medical men and friends 
who assured him of the folly of continuing 
austerities that were undermining his con- 
stitution, which would have no power of 
recovery, they told him, if it were once at- 
tacked by illness. The prediction was not 
long afterward fulfilled. 


Indifferent to Nature’s Beauty. 


The indifference exhibited by Byron to the 
beauties of nature surprised Lady Blessing- 
ton and he said laughingly, “* I suppose you 
expected me to explode into some enthusias- 
tic exclamations on the sea, the scenery, etc., 
such as poéts indulge in, or rather are sup- 
posed to indulge in; but the truth is I hate 
cant of every kind.sand the cant of the love 
of nature as much asany other.“ His views 
regarding art caused even greater astonish- 
ment. He liked music without knowing any- 
thing. of it as a science, of which he was glad. 
as he feared a perfect knowledge would rob 
music of half its charms. ‘* At present I 
only know, he said, that a plaintive air 
softens and a lively one cheers me. Martial 
music_renders me brave, and vuluptuous 
music disposes me to be luxurious, even 
effeminate. Now, were I skilled in the 
science I should become fastidious; and, in- 
stead of yielding to the fascination of sweet 
sounds I should be analyzing or criticising 
or connoisseurizing (to use a word of my own 
making) instead of simply enjoying them as 
at present. In the same way I have never 
studied botany. I don’t want to know 
why certain flowers please me; enough for 
me that they do, and I leave to those who 
have no better occupation the analyses of 
the sources of their pleasure, which I can 
enjoy without the useless trouble.” His love 
of flowers, in truth, amounted to a passion, 
and this and his charity were two beauti- 
ful traits in his character. He never refused 
to give when asked and always gave with a 
gentleness and kindness that enhanced the 
giving, so that the poor knew and loved him 
and came to him in their needs and sorrows. 
It seems that not only flowers but perfumes 
also had a strong effect upon him, and, as he 
said, often made him sentimental.

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TRAPPING THE ELEPHANT 


HOW 236 WERE CAPTURED AT ONCE 
IN AN AFRICAN KHEDDAH. 


Catch Without Equal—The Massive 
Animals Driven Into a Funnel- 
Shaped Pen—Attended with Disas- 
ter and Loss of Life—Narrative by 
William Bowles—First Published 
Description of an Event Which Is 
the Wonder of All Hunters. 

A single elephant is something of a show— 
if he is seen parading along the streets. All 
the boys in town are soon at his heels, and 
a drove of a dozen or twenty of these huge 
beasts is considered warrant enough for 
such phrases as “ Greatest Show on Earth” 
and all the grandiloquence of the biggest 
and most flaming circus posters. 

But what think you of a drove of 236 ale- 
phants, trumpeting with rage, mad with 
pain and terror, stampeding like a herd of 
frightened cattle? That would make a show 
worth going some distance to see; and in- 
deed it was necessary to go as far as Africa. 
Unfortunately, too, the price of the tickets 
was high; for most of the spectators paid 
for admission to that circus nothing less 
than their lives! A few, however, escaped, 
and one of these—Mr. William Bowles, an 
Englishman by birth—told me this story. 
And, although the affair occurred in the year 
of the Queen’s jubilee, he says that so far as 
His knowledge goes no detailed account has 
ever been published. 1 

Story of William Bowles. 

We had come to Africa,“ said Mr. Bowles, 
for the purpose of catching elephants. The 
trap was planned by Mr. George Sanderson, 
superintendent of the British kheddahs at 
Dacca, and was probably the largest ever 
constructed. It. was formed of a round pen, 
105 yards in circumference, with two mas- 
sive walls of stone, 300 yards in length, 
diverging from the gateway. These walls 


gy read out like the legs of a pair of open 
1 a and were seventy-flve yards apart 
. Elephants were known to be, 


at the tips. 
very numerous in the vicinity of the Garo 
Hilis, where the trap was built, and the 
originator of the scheme hoped to make a 
big haul. And he did. That the undertak- 
= audacious is the least that can be 
said. 

Several months were spent in the con- 
struction of this immense affair, though a 
few weeks would have sufficed for a trap of 
ordinary material and dimensions, for pali- 
sades of wood are usually employed and are 
found quite sufficient. When the walls were 
finished they were thickly covered with 
branches and foliage; otherwise no elephant 
could have been induced to enter. When all 
Was complete it was as strong as a fortress, 
yet so disguised that even these clever ani- 
mals would not suspect a snare.“ 


Massing the Elephants. 


„The next task was to mass the elephants 
from the surrounding jungle and drive them 
toward the pen. This involves careful ma- 
neuvering, since if the animals are in the 
—— alarmed they break away in all direc- 

ons. 

We began the drive in the forenoon and 
to our t surprise found the elephants 
gath in one place, instead of 1 scat- 
tered through the jungle as usual, and their 
name was legion. We got them started, how- 
ever, with very little difficulty. Though the 
elephant is naturally of an extremely cau- 
tious and suspicious temper, the great snare 


was so skillfully- screened that the whole 


- herd walked good naturedly into the jaws of 
the trap. 
“Then the excitement began. When 
were between the walls of the funnel-sh 
entrance it became necessary to drive them 
forward into the pen at the apex. Three fire 
lines had been prepared—the first extending 
from tip to tip of the spreading walls, and 
the second and third parallel to this, but 
mearer the gateway. On these lines dry 
ss had been laid in bundles, hidden by 
leaves, ready to be fired the moment 
herd had crossed them. 
As soon, therefore, as the elephants had 
the. first -line the drivers closed in 
om all sides with loud shouts and applied 
lighted torches to the dry bundles. Instant-

Perilous Situation. 
“Mr? Sanderson, who was perched up in 


a tree to get a good view of their move 


ments, was hardly less terror stricken when 
he perceived the size of the herd. There 
was good ground for fear that so vast a 
number could not get through the narrow 
— before the flre would reach them. He 

d not expected a drive of more than 150. 
and had he gathered in only 100 he would 
have been quite satisfied. He saw before him 
more than 200, frightened and unmanagea- 
bie; and be knew that the pen would 
scarcely accommodate so great a number. 
He saw the tumultuous herd jammed into 
the apex near the gate, and the flames ad- 
vancing upon them driven by a high wind. 
The situation was full of peril. 

For a time, however, all went well. The 
elephants were pouring through the narrow 
gateway into the inclosure much as liquid 
— Sag a funnel into a jug, and he had 

n to hope that he might safely bag 
them all in these cramped quarters, when he 
Was startled by evidences of mutiny frum 
within. For as soon as the animals inside 

_ became aware of their captivity the began 
te strive to get out the same way they had 
come in, and massed in such strength as to 
. @ffectually blockade the gateway, while the 
fire pressed close and urged on the frantic 


a 


way, just in the nick of time to save the 
herd. The Gunesh and his backers were 
borne backward into the inclosure by a 
great rush of the tormented squadron out- 
side, and the victors charged in after them. 
Yet, even so, the flames reached the herd 
before all could enter, and in their agony and 
terror the last three turned and unexpect- 
edly broke through the line of fire, tramp- 
ling and tossing the men who were behind it. 
I: was a horrible sight. I would gladly have 
rushed to the assistance of my comrades, 
but it would have been absolutely useless. 
In an instant all was over. 

„% At that moment I glarited in the direc- 
tion of the pen and saw the gréat gate fall- 
ing: it struck the hind quarters of the last 
elephant that entered. Mr. Sanderson had 
given the signal and the supporting rope had 
been cut with an ax by the man in attend- 
ance. 

“We who survived then ran to the scene of 
the disaster. Most of the men were already 
dead, but those who showed any signs of 
life received every attention. They were hor- 
ribly mangled, however, and none of them 
lived.” 

Such was the outcome of what was proba- 
bly the biggest elephant hunt ever planned 
* by Europeans.

PERISTYLE OF FOLIAGE. 


NOVEL AND EFFECTIVE ENTRANCE 
PIECE AT GARFIELD PARK, 


It Is a Clever Reproduction of the 
Peristyle at the World’s Fair and 
the Most Ambitious Effort in This 
Line of Decoration Ever Attempted 
in Chicago—Many Other Improve- 
ments Being Made to This Public 
Pleasure Ground, 


Supt. Price and Chief Gardener John Sells 
of Garfield Park are patting each other on 
the back these days and asking all their 
friends to look at the effective piece of work 
they have done in erecting the decorative 
entrance piece from Washington boulevard 
to the park. It is.a clever reproduction of 
the World’s Fair peristyle with wood for 
framework and plants of different kinds for 
the outline effect. It is said to be the most 
ambitious attempt of the k ever made in 
the Chicago parks. 

It stands near the water of the artificial 
lake at the east end of the park and directly 
opposite the main entrance from the east. 
The water adds to the peristyle effect, as 
seen through the gateway and columns. 
The piece is 60x20 feet, with an elevation of 
25 feet at the center. On a framework of 
wood is plastered earth from three to six 
inches thick. This is held in place by large 
mesh wire, through the holes of which are 
set the plants. The color effects were care- 
fully studied. 

Another feature of recent improvements 
is the reproduction on one of the islands of 
the west lake of the old block house of Fort 
Dearborn. This was the special entrance 
piece last year and it so pleased a number of 
the influential citizens of the West Side that 
a request was made that it be perpetuated. 


PROF. AGASSIZ’S TRIP TO QUEENSLAND 


He Will Explore and Investigate the 
Coral Reefs on That Coast. 

Prof. Agassiz of Harvard University, a son 
of the eminent naturalist, has arrived in 
Sydney on his way to Queensland for the 
purpose of exploring and investigating the 
coral reefs extending a distance of several 
hundred miles along the northern coast of 
that colony. He is accompanied by Dr. 
Woodworth, one of the instructors in natural 
history at Harvard, and by Mr. Mayer, a 
student who has recently taken his degree 
in natural history at the same university. 
The professor had for a considerable time

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This has been done, and now the block house 
is shown, one-third size, made of logs, and 
as near the original as could be under the cir- 
cumstances. Creeping vines have been plant- 
ed around it and the rest of the island has 
been decorated with foliage plants and 
geraniums. 

Much money is being spent in other im- 
provements this year. The electric light 
plant is nearly finished. This will be used 
to light the West Side parks and boulevards, 
and is expected to make quite an improve- 
ment in the appearance of things. The $50,- 
000 bicycle race track will be completed ina 
few weeks, and work is being pushed on the 
new band stand. This is of Georgia marble 
and will cost over 330,000. Beautiful land- 
scape effects are being prepared around it, 
and the whole is expected to be completed 
some time this summer. 

All the lakes have been cleared of weeds. 
Everything shows a decided improvement 
over previous years. The board is spending 
a great deal of money in an effort to bring 
the park up to the level on which it belongs. 
The sprinklers have not been used so far, the 
rainfall having beenample. Every day there 
are picnic parties and croquet, lawn tennis, 
and other games.

IN OLD-TIME WASHINGTON. 


drew Jackson’s Lively Time as Her 
‘ Champion—She Was the Cause of 
the Breaking Up of the Cabinet— 
Her Various Matrimonial Ventures 
‘ ler Beautifal Daughters and 
Their Husbands—Her Death in 
* poverty and Humiliation. 
{Washington Post: Few of those passing 
g the block which fronts on Pennsyl- 
yania avenue, just where it joins Twenty- 
t and I streets, are aware that the row 
red bricks is the same which sheltered one 
ot the most renowned feminine characters 
ever at the capital; that within its walls 
pave supped and dined most of the famous 
men of olden times, and that it has looked 
calmly down on scenes and people who have 
jong ago passed into history. 
The square has changed greatly in ap- 
rance since that day in the early part 


of the century when Billy O'Neill took 
possession of the block of houses, which then 
It extended down 


made up a large estate. 
into what is now the market, and there were 
fanumerable outhouses, stables, and serv- 
ants’ quarters, for the Tavern was the 
most conspicuous place at the capital, which 
was then but a country town, the streets of 
mud and swamps, where are now rows of 
dsome residences. Here it was that the 
states men of the time occupied for years 
Whole suites of apartments, bringing with 
them retinues of slaves and several sets of 
éarriages and horses..The place was the 
indezvous of the choice spirits of the day, 
apd boasted as entertaining all of the famous 
men who visited Washington, Gen. Eaten, 
then Senator, having ‘his home there, and 
ft was here also that Senator Andrew Jack- 


. spn lived while serving his term in the Up- 


House. 

(The keeper of the tavern was William 
ONelll, a descendant of the family of that 
game whose ancéstral home is in Ulsier, 
Ireland. His wife was a fine woman, of 
great beauty, and one of the daughters was 

ed Peggy, a name which clung to her 
ugh all her eventful career. Peggy was 
1 at the capital about the end of the last 
century at a time when Napoleon was still 
t Consul of France and the young re- 
public in the throes of forming a new sys- 
tem of government. Shé grew up a beauti- 
ful girl, With soft brown hair of a warm 
ghestnut tint, clear, rosy compiexion, while 
her eyes were gray; and most tender in ex- 
sion. In fact, when but a schoolgirl at 
Georgetown she Was crowned. at a com- 
e 


neement by Mrs. Madison as a token of - 
Der beauty and graceful proliciency in the 


dance. 3 
Her First and Second Husbands, 
‘While scarcely out of her short dresses 
eggzy became famous for her love affairs, 
hd éne youthful swain was about to elope 


‘with her when the accidental upsetting of a 


flower pot by the girl in her flight discov ered 
the plot to the irate parent, who promptly 
gent his daughter off to school in New York, 
In a short while she returned, and it was 
while standing near a window in the rooms 
et the tavern that she caught the eye ofa 
purser in the navy. a young man named 
Timberlake, who was desperately smitten 
at the first glance. He called that very even- 
ing. and before he left was engaged to the 
young beauty, while the marriage took place 
within two weeks. 

Her first marriage was seemingly happy, 
and for five years she and her husband ap- 
peared to get on mostamicably. Three chil- 


-dren were born—Virginia, Margaret, and a 


son, who died when very young. Timber- 
lake left his wife to go on a cruise, and it was 
while absent that he one morning cut his 
throat, being then stationed on board the 
— 1 — at Port Mahon. Mrs. Timber- 
lake then lived in the red: brick house, which 
she had built, on the northwest corner of 
fwenty-first and I streets. 

During the absence of Purser Timberlake 
the gossips of the town had it that Gen, 


John Baton. who boarded at the tavern, paid 
to much 


court to the pretty grass widow, 
any rate, it is a fact that within three 
nths from the day that her first husband 
his throat, Peggy became the wife of 
ty thus being placed in the front rank 
the wives of the United States Senators. 
~The advent of the daring and beautiful 
Mrs., Faton into the midst of some of the 
ost punctilious ladies in the land was not 


hailed with joy by these dames, who imme- 


diately gathered up their skirts and declared 
that her acts of late had béen such as to 
tabod. her from society. Pretty Peggy set 
the world by the ears, and laughed at the 
ha voc she-had wrought, never caring at all 
for the slight which was put upon her by the 
ladies of the government. 
Senator Jackson now became ent 
redes friend of Eaton, deter- 
ned to take up arms in defense of Eaton's 
ife. Gen. Faton was put into the Cabinet. 
being made Secretary of War. The wivesof 
the rest af the Cabinet officers refused to call 
nt ife of Secretary Eaton. Mrs. Cal- 
ou ald she would not recognize her, 
and for this slight her husband became a 


* 


— 


personal enemy of the President, and a bit- 
ter feud ensued. 
Gets Washington by the Ears. 

The wife of the Minister from Holland was 
the cause of her husband being recalled for 
a similar reason. It happened that several 
of the foreign Ministers were bachelors or 
‘widowers, and these gentlemen used to give 
large parties, to which Peggy and her hus- 
band were invited. At one big dinner atthe 
legation of Russia Mrs. Eaton was taken in 
on the arm of the President, but when the 
wife of the Dutch Minister saw who was to 
be seated next her she rose quickly and left 
the room. The whole company was dum- 
founded at this slight in the face of the Pres- 
ident, but with a light laugh Mrs. Eaton 
made some jogular remark about the lady's 
departure. 

None of the Cabinet ladies would call on 
the wife of the Secretary of War, and this 
made Jackson simply furious. He had 
taken up cudgels in defense of the wife of his 
friend, and he was determined to carry out 
the whole thing tothe bitterend. Washing- 
ton was at fever heat with the excitement of 
the social war between the two factions, and 
the ladies of the Cabinet, Senate, and House 
were almost a unit in slighting the beauti- 
ful Mrs. Eaton. Jackson raved and stormed, 
but the ladies remained unmoved. He forced 
the unwelcome woman into the company of 
others, only to receive the most studied 
slights for his protégé. Webster spoke imhis 
letters of the turmoil into which the capital 
was thrown, and most of the statesmen and 
diplomats were arrayed on one side or the 
other. 

Van Buren took the side of the fair lady, 
and as a reward for this he stood ini high 
favor with the P osident, receiving a proud 
position, which afterward ended in his being 
himself an occupant of the White House. 
Many of the Cabinet officers whose wives re- 
fused, to visit Mrs. Eaton were forced to ro- 
sign, and thus the whole government was 
upset by this modern Helen. Finally Eaton 
was sent as Governor to Florida, and later 
on he was made the Minister to Spain. 

While in Spain Mrs, Eaton became a warm 
friend of Queen Christina, the latter royal 
lady delighting in the beauty of the two 
daughters of Timberlake, who accompanied 
their mother abroad. Virginia was a blonde 
and, one of such rare loveliness that all who 
remember her face still rave over its ex- 
quisite delicacy and softness of coloring. 
‘Being highly accomplished, the girls soon be- 
came much admired, and the stay of Gen. 
Eaton abroad was a social triumph for his 
wife, who had been so snubbed in her own 
home. 

In the meantime the old tavern had been 
sold in 1823. O'Neill failing in business, 
most of the property passed into the hands 
of Gen. Eaton, who sold the larger part of 
the estate in that year to Mr. Gadsby. Mrs. 
Eaton retained some of the interest in the 
property, and when she returned to Wash- 
ington at the end of her husband's foreign 
mission she took up her residence in what Is 
now No. 2007, this being one of the houses 
owned by her family. The house is still 
standing today, though newly painted. 

She Marries Again. 

After the return of the Eatons to America 
they lived for a while at the capital, and it 
was here that Gen. Eaton died, leaving his 
wife quite well off in the goods of this world. 
One of the Timberlake girls, Margaret, had 
married a Mr. Randolph of Virginia, and her 
early death left Mrs. Eaton with several 
grandchildren to claim her care. 

The next daughter, Virginia, was married 
to the Duke de Sampoyo, who was a mem- 
ber of the famous French family, and the 
child of this union, a daughter, was wedded 
to one of the noted Rothschilds, the family 
whose wealth is in the untold millions. 

While her grandchiJdren were living at her 
home Mrs. Eaton sent them to dancing 
schoo] to an Italian master, who was about 
20 and whose name was Buchignanl.

Mrs: Buchignani was now in a state of 
distress, her husband having made away 
with her money, which reduced her to pover- 
ty. For the sake of her grandchildren she 
secured a divorce from the Italian, but her 
life was now on the downward path. Al- 
most in want, she took a simple hall room 
in a poor part of the city, and she, who had 
been the most beautiful and courted woman 
in the most brilliant of foreign courts, who 
had broken up the Cabinet of a nation, and 
made and marred the fortunes of the states- 
men of the young republic, died in poverty in 
the humblest of lodgings in the city in which 
she had scored her triumphs.
